STJWEMARY OF THE METEOaOZiOO^OAIi AND -ftAINFAIiD OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOB THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
28th of DECEMBER 1888* „ 


Tub meteorological conditions in Bengal 'daring the week call for little or no remark* 
Ordinary north-east xxtonsoon weather has prevailed for the whole period. The sky has been 
practically obfedle&s, rainfall has been entirely absent, temperature and humidity have been 
low, while pressure,has been high. During the earlier part of the week the temperature 
was somewhat above the normal for the period, while humidity was about normal; but from 
the middle of the week temperature commenced generally to fall, the fall being rather large 
at the western stations; while the fall of temperature was accompanied by a very deoided 
diminution of humidity, and at the western stations in particular during the second half of 
the week the air was decidedly dry. 

In the Bay also conditions have been of ordinary character throughout the week, and a 
nearly normal north-east monsoon has been blowing; winds being light to moderate in 
strength over the northern half of the Bay, though over the southern half a rather strong 
monsoon has been blowing. 

Pressure .*—The pressure changes over the province during the greater part of the week 
have been remarkably small, and generally for the Erst six days the variations have sot 
exceeded one or two hundredths of an inch, and on some days there has been practically no 
variation at all, pointing to the fact that weather conditions have been of a very settled 
c ha racter during the week. On the 28th, however, and in some oases on both the 27th and 
28th, a somewhat rapid reduotion of pressure set in, the fall at a few stations almost amount¬ 
ing to a tenth of an inch. For the whole provinoe for the week pressure has generally been 
above the normal by amounts varying from 0*01 inoh to 0'08 inch. 

Temperature .—At the beginning of the week temperature, though moderate only, was 
decidedly above the normal, but during the week it has fallen decidedly, and the last three 
or four days were muoh cooler than the Erst half of the week. Notwithstanding this reduo¬ 
tion, the mean temperature of the whole provinoe has been about a degree above the normal 
for the period. The excess temperatures have, however, been most marked in the minimum 
or night temperatures. 

The general range of temperature during the week is shown in the table below where the 
average maximum, minimum, and mean temperatures at nine typical stations in different 
districts of the province are given compared with the normal values for the Bame period :—

further fine, not exceeding Rs. 2 , for each day after the imposition of a fine under this bye¬ 
law until the requisition is complied wiih. 

II._Whoever wilfully causes the destruction of, or damage to, any tree planted on a 

district road, or to any gabion erected for the protection of the same, or whoever removes 
auy post erected on a district road, shall, when the act does not amount to an offence under 
the Indian Penal Code, be liable to a fine under section 140, Act III (B.C.) of 1885.

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The special procedure provided by Act I of 1S82 for enforcing labour con¬ 
tracts in certain specified areas is in force, aB far as the Lower Provinces are 
concerned, only in the districts of Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts. The Commissioner of Chittagong has frequently urged their withdrawal 
as not required in his division; and in reviewing the departmental report for 
the year 1685, Sir Rivers Thompson so far aooepted this view as to express 
a hope that the time'was approaching when, considering the falling off in 
the number of labourers enrolled under the Act, it would be possible to 
adopt the course recommended. As the results of the following year 
showed a further decline, Sir Steuart Bayley called for a speoial report on the 
subject, which the Commissioner has since submitted. In this communi¬ 
cation it is stated that such planters as had been consulted are unanimous ij/° 
considering that the Act is hot required, the ordinary law being sufficient to 
guard the interests both of employers and employed. This is the view of the 
District Officers also, and the Commissioner gives his own opinion as follows :— 

“ It is not adapted to a district where labour is aa plentiful m it ia here, and where there 
is, now at least, no objection to taking work on a garden. So far as I have seen, the Act 
here is entirely against the interests of the cooly and of the better class of planters, while it 
is favourable to the worst class of planters only. Happily this last olass is so small that it 
may be said to be non-existent. I strongly reoommena, therefore, that under the provi¬ 
sions of section 4, the Inland Emigration Act be withdrawn entirely from the districts of 
Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill Tracts." 

2. In deciding whether the recommendation thus forcibly expressed by the 
local officers should be acoepted, the Lieutenant-Governor has to give due weight 
to the consideration that the Government of India has repeatedly indicated for 
adoption the policy of dispensing with special legislation on the subject of 
labour contracts wherever it is possible to do so, leaving the matter to the 
operation of the ordinary law of the country. “ Suoh legislation,” the Secre¬ 
tary of State observed in a despatch Ho. 102, dated 4th November 1886, 
«* should be considered as temporary only, and clearly ought not to be main¬ 
tained longer than is absolutely necessary for the protection of both the classes 
concerned/* Viewed from this standpoint, it seems dear that the retention of 
the system in the two districts referred to scarcely admits of defence. In the 
Hill Tracts the Act cannot be said to be neoessary, as it is not now resorted to 
even in the case of a single labourer. In Chittagong the number of labourers 
placed under contract according to the provisions of the Act was never 
large, and has rapidly decreased in recent years: it was 915 in 1884 
and had fallen to 433 in 1887, with the prospect of a further decrease 
in the immediate future. There is nothing m the condition jof .the tea 
industry in Chittagong to suggest that it should be placed unaer an excep¬ 
tional system, different from that prevailing in the rest of the province, 
and particularly in die districts of Darjeeling and Julpigoree, which are now 
the chief seats of the cultivation of the tea plant. Chittagong is more 
densely populated than other tea districts in Bengal, local labour is more 
generally used, and the importation of coolies is resorted to only on a very 
minute scale. The maintenance of the statutory contract system cannot, there¬ 
fore, be looked upon as really a necessity in that district, and there is even 
reason to believe that, so far as it hah any effect at all, it is rather a hindrance 
than an aid -to the progress of tea cultivation. It certainly has not effected 
the object which the late Commissioner of Chittagong had in view when recom¬ 
mending its introduction in the year 1877—that of modifying the system of taalr 
work in the interest of the labourer. 

3. The Inland Emigration Act leaves to the Local Government, with the 
previous consent of the Government of India, the power of altering from time to 
time the area within Which tike law is in force.. The Lieutenant-Governor 
considers that this power should now be exeroised, and accordingly issues the 
appended notification with the approval of the Governor-General in Council. 
The Superintendent and. Remembrancer of Legal Affairs to Government has 
advised that this measure will not affect existing contracts otherwise than by 
putting an end to the exceptional procedure by which they are at present en¬ 
forced, leaving them in operation as ordtagxy engagements within the 
cognizance of the civil courts. 
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Obdke— Ordered that a copy of this Resolution and of the notification 
be forwarded to the Commissioner of the Chittagong Division, with reference 
to the correspondence ending with his letter No. - jx jg, dated 13th AuguBt 
1888, for information, and for favour of communication to the Inspectors of 
.Labourers , and Managers of tea-gardens. 

Ordered also, that a copy of the Resolution and of the notification be 
forwarded to the Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, for information.

“ s *** 08 ' I.—The late date on which the rains commenced. No rain fell at Arrah 

until the 2nd of July, and the rains throughout the area commanded by the 
canals may bo said to have been delayed until this time. 

II. _The late riso of the river Sone. No water was available for irrigation 

before the 30th of June, though the 25th June is the day fixed for the com¬ 
mencement of the supply of water to five years* leases. Since 1869 water has 
always been available before this date. 

III. _The almost entire cessation of the rains from the 7th September. 

The last considerable falls were 1’22 inches at Arrah on the 3rd of September, 
0*55 inch at Buxar on the 19th of September, and 1*43 inches at Bankipore 
on tho 7th of September 1888. 

IV. _The course of irrigation operations was as follows:—Sowing was com¬ 

pleted early in July. Transplanting commenced about the 20th of July, and 
from tho 1st to the 20th August there was a great demand for canal water for 
this purpose, there being little rain until the 27th of August, when there was a 
fall of 7^0 inches at Arrah, and heavy falls elsewhere. Transplanting was 
completed about tho middle of September, and the drying of tho fields known 
as nigar was over by the 20th to the 23rd September. Rais was then eagerly 
looked for, but none fell, and there has practically boen none from the 7th of 
September until tho 29th of November, when there was a fall of 0*52 inch at 
Arrah, and similar falls elsewhere. The consequence of the entire absence of 
rain during the Hatliiaand Chitra (25th of September to 21st of October) has 
been that all rice not artificially irrigated from aharas or canals has failed, 
and there was considerable difficulty with regard to sowing rabi crops, the soil 
throughout tho greater part of the area commanded by the canals being so dry 
that the seed would not germinate without artificial irrigation. The demand 
for canal water from the 4th to the 24th of October was excessive, and a full 
supply was required until the end of the month; water being also taken nominally 
for rice, but in reality for khesari, linseed and such crops which are sown in the 
standing rice fields until the 10th of November.

Orders were given that preliminary applications for five years leases 
would not bo taken after the 1st of July. Subsequently for special reasons 
selected applications wero accepted. Tliero was a general improssion, especial¬ 
ly in the Buxar Division, that the rate for five-year leasos would be reduced, 
ved the non-renewal of five years leases which lapsed was undoubtedly chiefly 
due to this cause. The good rainfall in. July and August lod the cultivators 
to beliove that they wero acting wisely in postponing the new leases for a year, 
and was the main cause of tlio withdrawal of applications; though village 
dissensions, objections to the proposed outlets, ana othor reasons had also some 
effect. The result has not boon in accordance with their expectations, annual 
leases at higher rates have in many cases since been taken, and in the remain¬ 
der the crop has mostly failed.

The conditions as to proper channels and compactness of block were more 
stringently enforced than heretofore, and permits also rofused where thero was 
any considerable proportion of high land necessitating irrigation by lift. No 
attempt was made to mduce tbo people to renew their five-year leases or to 
enter into new ones. They wero left to decide the question entirely on a 
consideration iff their own interests, and applications were rigorously refused 
where the prescribed conditions were not fulfillo 1.

In four villages (377 acres) the ryots agroed, 
under Government orders No. 17241 of 2nd October 1888, to pay the zemindars 5 
share of the rates as well as their own.

In 1888-89 there was no rain during either the JTathiaor Chitra, in fact not 
until the 29th of Novomber; in 1887-88 the Hathia rains failed, but there was 
a good full of rain in the Chitra on the 13th of October; in 1880-N7 there was 
little need for artificial irrigation; in 1885-80 there was no rain after the 25th 
of September. Canal water was therefore beneficial throe years out of four, and 
a necessity during two.

(8). By the 2Gth Scptombor, tho first day of Iho Hatliia, the nigar, or 
drying the rice fiolds, was nearly everywhere completed, and a demand, slight at 
first, for water commenced, which increased in intensity early in October, nnd 
was*at its height from tho 10th to tho 20th October; t-lie demand for the last 
11 days of tho month was, however, very great, and during the first ten days of 
November water was taken to a limited extent for rice and largely for khesari, 
linseed, and such like crops wb ; eh are sown in the standing paddy. 

Piers Nos. 2 and 4 of tho river sluices on the Dehri side of the Sonc Woir 
had been carried away early in the canon, and it was imperatively noeessary 
to block those vents—an operation which could not be carried out until the 
discharge of the river was comparatively low. The opportunity occurred on 
the 1st of October, at midnight on that day the river was lowered, and the 
rubble bund completed by 3 p.m , on the 2nd. The supply was therefore 
partially shut off for less than 24 hours only. Throughout the whole time, 
when the demand was great, every shutter in the weir was closed, and the 
height of the water up stream kept at 9 \ foot or 18 inches above its crest. 

Special care had been taken to proportion the size of the outlets to the 
areas leased, and all outlets which did not comma - id leased areas had been 
either blocked or removed. In the case of annual leases tho same precautions 


rwgation dur¬ 
ing TUB HaTBIA 
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with regard to the size ol the outlets were observed, and permits refused except 
for well-defined blocks supplied by good channels. The object of these 
measures was. to prevent unauthorized irrigation by not supplying more water 
than was requisite, and also to conserve the supply as far as possible, so that, 
should necessity occur, water might be given over as wide an area as possible. 

The result as narrated by the Executive Engineer, Buxar Division, has 
been as follows:— 

“ As it turned out, the season was most unfavourable. The outlets wore 
kept hard at work during the whole of October, and it is satisfactory to know 
that only in a few isolated cases was it necessary to slightly modify the areas 
of the outlets which bad boon given. At the beginning of the season the 
complaint was universal that irrigation would be impossible with the ocfiiets 
provided. The cultivators were advised to give them a fair trial, and informed 
that if they could prove that they were actually two small, additional pipes 
would be given. The strain was as great as it is ever likely to be in any future 
year, and I think it may be safely assumed that no further alteration will bo 
necessary.”

The irrigation in the Arrah Division was altogether and in the other divi* 
sions partially on the tatil system, tne distributaries being kept open for ten 

and closed for five days. Tho Executive Engineer, Arrah Division, observes:_ 

fci The tatil proved a complete success, and there is no doubt that at any rate in 
tho Arrah Division, with a full supply m the distributary for ten consecutive 
days, the supply can be shut off for five without injury to the crops.” It is 
worthy of notice that from the 16th to the 25th of October the average discharge 
of the Arrah Canal was 2,415 cubic feet per second, the discharge for which 
it was originally intended being 1,660 cubic feet per second only. 

Every effort was made to distribute water as widely as possible after taking 
care that the five-year and other leases for which permits had been issued had 
received a sufficient supply. The measures taken are thus recounted by 
Jlr- Barlow:—“ The demand for water in the Chitra (9th to 21st of October} was 
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very great, and special arrangements as to pipes and coolies had to bo made to 
meet it. Suttahs (applications } wero not allowed to be delayed by sectional 
officers, and a very small duty of from 50 to TOO biglias was taken for the 
irrigation of those villages that applied late and required water at once, though 
up to about the 12th October all outlets wore fixed at a duty of not less than 100 
biglias per cubic foot. Tlio supply of water was very good, and the head of 
water above the Outlet was kept up in almost every case as rniudi as, and in most 
eases more than, was calculated in iixing outlets. About the middle of the 
Chitva (the 9th to 21st October) applications began to come in for broadcast 
rice and for rice that bad received one watering from sumo almra and tank ” 
lieforp the end of the month applications were received for low-lying and trail 
hufcds, and the* five-year least's had received two, and in some eases three, water¬ 
ing!?, and had commenced to sowkesari and to water the fallow lands for plough¬ 
ing the rabi crops. A few villages even took water for the first time in 
November with the view of benefiting what are known as paira crops. 

All the applications received could not be granted, but no formality was 
permitted to stand in the way of issuing permits where they could bo properly 
granted, and speeial efforts to deliver the water as quickly as possible. 

{\K) Many villages which were loud in their complaints before the Irriga¬ 
tion Committee of getting no advantage from canals applied for, and for tlio 
most part wore allowed to receive, water. The fact is brought forward as 
showing that tin? statements made before the Irrigation Committc as to the suffi¬ 
ciency of the sujqily of canal water and the necessity for artificial irrigation 
an' not altogether reliable. The supply in must cases has this year been 
reduced in strict proportion to the area to be irrigated, and where water has 
not been taken, the dlian crop lias very generally failed. Unfortunately, in 
manv eases, application was made so late that the crops have not benefited to 
the extent they otherwise would. 

(10.) The cases of unauthorized irrigation have been comparatively few. 
The size of the outlets have been proportioned to the area leased, and the 
practice involved considerable risk to tlio leased area. In the Eastern Hone 
Division 92*2 acres are reported to have been so irrigated. There were some 
bad rases in which the supply of water to live years leases was stopped by 
bunds being erected in the distributary. In two cases prosecutions have 
been instituted. In the Arruh Division thpro was little irrigation which is 
now technically unauthorized, as applications were submitted mi the fact being 
discovered and permits issued. If rain had fallen, there would of course liavo 
been difficulties. In some cases a penalty rate would have, been desirable; for 
instance, Nan hi (No. I S’! was said never to require canal water; canal waiter was 
taken in an iTuauthorized manner, and on discovery an application for 48 biglias 
of rice tiled and a permit issued on tlio 18th October, four days later the water 
had been taken beyond tlio leased area. In the case of Kurnol and Kunb'rfi , 
where bunds were erected or the distributary banks cut, and the. supply to leased 
areas interfered with, penalties will, if possible, be imposed. In the liuxar 
Division the area known to have been irrigated without permit is 425 acres 
20 poles. In most cases applications have subsequently bopn tiled, and were 
accepted, permits being issued. So far as is at present known, penalty rates 
will bo inflicted in four cases only, viz., Lalguvj, Jaso y (lopalpur , and tioonsrj. 
In the case last named the unauthorized irrigation, whilst in actual progress, 
was witnessed by the Collector and Chief Engineer, who had the advantage of 
hearing tlio ryots’ reasons for resorting thereto. In these cases the supply to 
tivo-vear leases was interfere d with, and it is desirable that more than the 
usual rate should be charged. 

(11.) Tho Patna Canal was cut in the Gya district on tlio luglit of tlio 
8th of October to a (b'pth of 2 feet below water line ; the soil was fortunately 
firm, and the breach discovered quickly and tilled up. The police, and tlm 
Magistrate of Gya were at once communicated with, and a special force of 
police and chowkidars employed to guard the canal until the pressure subsided. 
If this cut had not been discovered in time, it is likely that upwards of 20,000 
acres of rice would have died. The same c mal was cut in three other places in 
the Patna district between the 5th and 9th of October, but these were of less 
importance. The Chowsa Canal was cut on the 9th of October, and the breach was 
filed up with commendable promptness by a contractor who resided near, the Assis- 
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taut Engineer being also on the spot very soon after the cut was made. The Sub- 
divisional Magistrate, Mr. Garrett, arrived on the following day, and some arrests 
were made. The ease is still under trial. The Blmjeporo main distributary was 
cut on the night of the 22nd October, with the view of irrigating lands belonging 
to a neighbouring zemindar. Nine men void arrested, and the case is still under 
trial. There were eight cases of distributary bank cutting in the Eastern 
Bono, eight in thcTArraii, and ten in the Htixar Division, and the distributaries 
were in numerous eases huiulcd. The Magistrates of ShaJmbad and Gya, in 
which districts these cases mostly occurred, gave every possible assistance ; 
indeed, but. for their active aid, it would not have been possible to prevent 
the water being made use of indiscriminately by the strongest parties. Every 
policeman in the Arrali reserve was detailed to assist in guarding the ean#fs 
and d istributarics

The Executive Engineer remarks— u The total area which failed from all 
onuses was 428 acres j besides this a few acres of rice dried in small areas of 
one or two acres in different villages from various causes.” A special report 
has been obtained on flic failures in five-year leases, and permits will not in 
future be granted where there is real difficulty in supplying water. With regard 
to the animal leases the case is different; this year there was absolutely no rain 
after the fields bad been dried. In three years out of four the rainfall at this 
time is deficient, but there is some rain, and it dot's not appear to ho reasonable 
to refuse leases when there will bn a sufficient supply of water, if there is any 
rain at all, say, 1 or 2 inches in October :—

In addition to these, the crops on a 12 acres ut the end of the Koormori 
distributary have partially failed owing to the inhabitants of Ktirn'.wl cutting 
the distributary and taking all the wafer for their own lands. It was not until 
the arrival of the police that water could he got beyond Kunmwl, 1 went to 
this place on the loth October, when the demand was at its height, and offered 
to cancel the lenses of the b12 acres mentioned above—an offer which was 
indignantly refused. An extra- supply of water for this distributary was made 
available*, and a considerable proportion of the crop saved. The persons to whose 
malpractices this failure of supply is due have, I am informed, Tiled a petition 
for remission of water-rates. In one case where the crop failed oil 20 bigluis, 
the application is endorse d by the applicants that water is only required in the 
rabbi season. It was known there would be a difficulty in the kharif. The 
lease will be cancelled. 

Bnj;ur Division .— There were three cases in which a portion of five years’ 
leases (fid not receive sufficient water in proper time:--I. Bussera .—Water 
stopped by inhabitants of Gunsej who had nolea.se. II. Lnljnnj .—Water stopped 
by inhabitants of Gopalpore who had no lease. Ill . jStcihupnr .— Borne of the 
fields belonging to the poorer ryots did not receive water in consequence of 
it* bring obstructed by the r more powerful* neighbours 

'The following are cases in which then; was a short supply to annual leases: — 
J. Udaipur .— Land high and water appropriated by other villages. II. 
l areirtt .—The village channel passes through Uhutur , the inhabitants of which 
stopped the water, nice dead before information was given to the Bub-divisional 
Officer, ill. J)omraon .—200 bigluis of rice was not irrigated in time owing to 
the sectional officer bring sick, and to neither the villagers nor patrol informing 
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the* Sub-Divisional Officer. Water lias been supplied for rubbi. IV. llarpur .— 
Water stopped by inhabitants of neighbouring village through which t>io 
channel passes. "Water has with difficulty been supplied for rubbi. V, Karmam - - 
Some fields did not receive water till late, when an extra pipe was given. 
Considerable unauthorized irrigation occurred in this village. VI. Dhcolardi ,—. 
Applied Jato. Supply obstructed by neighbouring villages. Water supplied for 
rubbi There were other villages where one or two fields did not receive 
water generally owing to private quarrels. The state of things in the Buxar 
Division is somewhat different from the other two. Tho canal was never 
running at full power, and it would, if applications had been made in time, 
have been possible to irrigate a considerable larger area. Tho Executive En- 
giflteor stales that remissions of water-rates will be for an area not exceeding 
100 acres. 

(3 3.) The state of the irrigated crops is, generally speaking, excellent; 
in inanyguascs there will be a bumper—what is known as a 20-anna crop. The 
thoroughness with which the fields could bo dried in the last ten days of Sep¬ 
tember was all in favour of the five-year leases which were certain of a full 
supply of water when required. I enclose a report by Mi. II. Luson, e.s., on 
special duty, on the subject. During tho time of greatest demand the canals 
in Shahabad were traversed by the Chief Engineer, Colonel Harrison, and 
the Collector, Air. Power. Tncrc were hardly any complaints, and tho crops 
appeared to be in general splendid. The yield pf the crops over a limited 
a tea—a tract of land mostly in the Arruh Division, f> miles long by about 2 a mile 
broad—lias been seriously interfered with by hail, which foil on tho 29th Novem¬ 
ber, and which damaged many and actually thrashed a few fields. Tho persons 
whose fields have been injured are now engaged in resisting their measure¬ 
ment, claiming, on the* ground mentioned above, exemption of right from 
water-rates. 

(Id.) Tlic* following shows the complaints received regarding the current 
season's irrigation from Lite. 1st of duly to date:— 
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This executive Engineer of the Eastern Hone Division remarks that in all 
but 1 3 of the cases of complaint of short supply, action was taken in time to 
prevent damage, to the crops. In tho Arraii Idivision 23 applications for addi¬ 
tional outlets have been treated as complaints of short supplw Tin; Exccnsive 
Engineer, Jhixar Division, makes the follow mg remarks regarding tin* complaints 
in that division:— “ Tho total number <»f complaints received up to date is 710. 
Tin; number may seem large, but it mu>t be ivmembrrcd that a separate, receipt 
is now given to each individual who complains. In the Sikmu! sub-division, 
where the number is largest, tho eomplaiir.s about cold-weather sugarcane alone 
came to 303, of which about 2lh> refer to failure of crops, and tin; remainder 
to non-irrigation.

Application for leases is generally made in 
February, ami ilhot* weather leases are not 
taken as well, dead crop is the result, with no pecu¬ 
niary-gain to Government except numerous eon}pluint.s. ,,, The number of appli¬ 
cations received during October and iSo\ember, when the pressure for klnirif 
irrigation occurred, is perhaps the best indication of the number of cases in which 
complaint was made regarding the rice irrigation. They were as follows :—Eastern 
Hone Division 93, Arndt Division 212, buxar Division 213. In former years in a 
crisis of the kind numbers of complaints wore iwi\ d through civil officers. 
This year there were scarcely any. It is, I may fairly say, generally admitted

throughout the districts affected that the efforts of the canal officers to supply 
water in proper time, and sufficient quantity wherever permits had been grant¬ 
ed, was successful, and that even where application was made late in the day, 
or a supply was in very many cases made, available. 

r (15.) The Executive Eriginoers, one and all, bring to notice the efforts 
made by the Sub-divisional Officers to visit every part of their charges, and the 
energy, patience ahd'sltill displayed by them in the distribution arrangements. 
It is my duty to say that X consider that both Executive Engineers and Sub- 
divisional Officers deserve the highest praise for their untiring and successful 
exertions to meet the demands made on them. Amongst the Sub-divisional 
Officers are one European and three native upper subordinates, who have proved 
equal to positions of—for their classes—unusual responsibility. Where all hope 
done so well it is almost invidiousto single out special officers; but I consider 
that Mr. W. A Inglis, tbe Executive Engineer of the largest irrigation division, 
and Mr. H. Barlow, who is in charge of tbe largest and most turbulent sub¬ 
division, should be specially mentioned. The sicknesB amongst the staff added 
greatly to the labours and difficulties experienced. One section changed 
hands four times, and more than half the staff were laid up at one time or other. 
Substitutes, even .inefficient, could not be procured at short notice, and tbe work 
of the sectional officers devolved on the Executive Engineers and Sub-divisional 
Officers.

In accordance with paragraph 2 of your letter No. 4315 of the 26th October 1888, 
communicating to me the points upon which enquiry is required by the Government of 
Bengal, I have the honour to submit the following preliminary report upon the state of the 
rice crop in the area irrigated by the Sone Canals. 

Since the (fate of the receipt of your letter above referred to,*I have been constantly 
on tour through the canal country in the districts of Shahabad, Patna and Gy a. I hav« 
visited all the places suggested by you, and have inspected on the fields the rioo of 226 five- 
year leased areas and 190 annual leases, representing nearly a half of the whole irrigated 
area. 

I have carefully noted the best crops irrigated under the most favourable circumstances 
Vf soil, situation and cultivation, and have compared all inferior crops with them. I esti¬ 
mate that, if 20 annas he taken to represent the very best crop that could possibly have been 
raised upon the area under irrigation this year, or, in other words, the maximum of excellence 
obtainable, tlion the general average throughout the whole cirole will very nearly reach 16 
annas m These figure^ do not pretend to be more than fairly accurate, as they are not founded 
upon exhaustive enquiry; but as they aro taken from notes made from village to villago 
visited, they may be considered as representing the state of all the rice under irrigation this 
season. 

As directed, I have noted the oases in which the crops has failed or has fallen below the 
average, and have endeavoured to ascertain the causes. This task has been rendered easier 
by the existence of the following circumstances:—(1) tho total failure of the Ilathia rain, 
so that, as canal irrigation roceived nc assistance from tho usual rain, whatever deficiency 
there was in the supply of water is easily detected ; (2) .the universal freedom of the rice crops 
from blight, so that failure from other causes cannot possibly bo ascribed to this. 

• Before setting forth the various causes of failure or inferiority of tho crops, it is 
necessary to observe that the rice cultivation of South Beliar is conducted religiously accord¬ 
ing to asterisms (nachatlcs), calculated from the phases of the moon. The Beed beds through¬ 
out the country are, if possible, sown within a period of 15 days, called tho adra nachattra % 
which this year included tho 20tli June and tho 3rd July. Transplantation from the seed 
beds goes oil during the Purtrrbas JPukh and Anraixa Nachattra (18th July—15th August! . 
The water on the fields in which tho young pl&ut has grown up afte: transplantation is 
regular‘y drained off in the Ultra Nachattra (12th—25th September), a period when, as a rule, 
there is little rain, and after the exposure of the soil to the air and sun, the usual heavy rain 
of the next Nachattra , the Ilathia , is awaited. 

Although there are sometimes slight variations in the times of sowing and transplanting 
from those given above, owing to various circumstances, yet the cultivators are extremely 
strict in draining off tho water from the fields ii#the Utra Nac hurra, It ma 3 r be said that 
©very cultivator begins, if he possibly can, to lot oil the water on the 1st day of tlie Utra 
Nachattra , and (lii« is done, without any hesitation, in tho country commanded by the canals, 
because the cultivator looks to the Irrigation authorities to supply him with water, whether 
the Ilathia rain fails entire ly or not. 

It is generally agreed that after this draining or nigar rice plants cannot exist for more 
than from 15 to 20 days according to the soil, unless watered, without rapid deterioration, and 
as no ryot will under any circumstances take water till the Ilathia Nachattra has com¬ 
menced, the Canal Department is called upon to irrigate within a very few days every acre 
under lease. If water is delayed a week alter it is wanted at this stage, the crop suffers ; if 
it is delayed three weeks, it withers beyond redemption. This is the oritieal period It is 
obvious that it is necessary to have ready a full supply of water, and to use tho greatest skill 
in distributing it. 

During my tour I have generally observed that the fields adjoining the large canal 
and the upper reaches of the distributives obtained a sufficient and timely supply of w ater, 
but those towards tho toils of some of the distributaries had evidently had to wait. In almost 
evory case where there has been failure (except on high land for which leases should not 
have been accepted) it has been on tho leases furthest down the distributaries. The causes of 
this seem to me preventible, and ' o require the most careful adjustment of the outlets from tlie 
dietribuiarieB into the village channels. In several cases I found the total capacities of the 
outlets greater than the capacity of the distributary, so that when the distributary is running 
at full supply and all the outlets are open, water oannot possibly get down to the tail, and the 
leased areas low down have to wait until these above are satisfied, a delay ^hioh may mean 
the loss of the crop. In some other eases I found the outlets at the head of the .distributary 
much too large, so that while water woe flowing through them beyond the leased areas and 
consequent wastage and unauthorized irrigation was going on, the areas in lease lower down 
were without water at the most critical time. In most years there is some rain in the 
Ilathia Nachattra , and the immediate demand for water for every lease at the same time is not 
so great, but in & year like the present one, when the rain gives no assistance, any deficiency 
in the regulation of the outlets becomes clearly apparent. It is right to say that the correc¬ 
tion of the outlets is now perfectly appreciated by all officers, and that muon improvement has 
lately been made. 
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The next most important omie of 1he drop faiHivg In ipldoes below the average is the 
delay in the case of annual l#ase§ (or as they should be called orop leasee) in the applications 
for water. The ryots hold off to jthe Very last moment in hopes of rain, and only oome 
in when fcfye supplies of the ahras or oatohment bunds k&vo dried xip. Crops for which water 
was applied for so late, that it oould not be Supplied to doany practical benefit, I have left out 
of consideration entirely, as many sudh have been irrigated only for the Sake of the kfoattf'i Or 
seoond crop sown with the rice. 

Another chief cause of variation in the M Is 'the deficiency of the tnajority df this 
village channels whioh take tbs water from the diktributSrids % the fields. Some very good 
channels made by the Irrigation Department, or by enterprising landlords exist, but the 
greater part of those wbidh are supposed to be made and kept in repair by the villagers ttre 
extremely bad and lead to muoh wastage and consequent unauthorised irrigation, and So pt%. 
vent the fields on the further edges of the leased areas from obtaining a sufficient supply in 
time. The special report called for on the teubjeot trill be submitted at a later date. 

Another re«son for the inferiority Of some fields is the unecrUpuloukneBB of the Stronger**' 
cultivators. When there is likely to be a deficiency Of wdtOr, or When it is very urgetiiy 
wanted, the stronger take it first, whilst the weaker have to wait ahd perhaps go without. ft 
several cases I found the big men had taken two waterings, while the weakerr crops were dying* 
This of course is hard for the osnal officers to prevent, but it exists to a much less exteiit than 
under the nhra system, where the maliks, and the Brahmins’ and Bft.ypUts’ fields, which axe 
generally situated near the reservoirs, are always watered, but the low ebste men’s only if there 
is a sufficiency. 

Again, in some plaoes the cultivators have put up embankments in*the distributaries to 
obtain a greater head of water for themselves to the injury of the areas to be irrigated lower 
down. As these bunds are frequently erected at night, it is difficult to remove them until after 
some damage has been caused. Similarly in several plaoes distributaries have been wilfully 
cut by the villagers, and in one case a large area below one of such Cuts has lost its entire 
crop. 

There are a number of other circumstances preventing the outturn from Teaching what it 
might, but these are entirely beyond the control of the o&nal officers, such as bad ouTtivati^n* 
which is often owing to the sickness of the cultivator, late transplantation, and the sowing of 
crops in seed beds 

Notwithstanding all the mroumSt&nces detailed as having affected the .crop, whioh from 
paragraph 3 it will be seen, I think, reduces it a little more than 20 per cent, from what it could 
possibly have been, the rioe this year, as I have seen it, has reached on the average a high 
standard of excellence, and stands out in very bright contrast with the said picture of the 
almost total failure of the crop which depended upon rain water alone, or rain water stored in 
ahras with small local oatohment basins.

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF DECEMBER 1888. 

The normal meteorology in December of Bengal and Assam is usually very simple* and 
the north-east monsoon conditions are always present in a well-marked degree Tem¬ 
perature generally steadily diminishes, and is decidedly low, while pressure increases and 
becomes very high; humidity remains low, and there is an almost complete absence of cloud. 
Rainfall is also usually entirely absent from the province, except when the normal conditions 
become almost reversed by the occurrence of barometric disturbances whioh appear over 
Northern India, and drift in"a southerly or south-easterly direction. When such depressions 
pass through the province, the sky beoomes heavily olouded, temperature usually increases, 
particularly at night, while pressure falls with the advauce of the depression. If the depression 
is at all considerable, general light rain will al4o usually fall. It is from such actions is 
those that practicality the whole of the rainfall of December in Bengal is received, and from 
the nature of the case the occurrence of any rainfall at all in this month is uncertain, while 
its amount is always liable to considerable variation. A second class of disturbance^ some¬ 
times occur in the form of oydonio storms in the Bay; but usually in December such storms 
are generated in tho extreme south of the Bay, and they ore rarely sufficiently large and 
intense to affect the weather in Bengal to any considerable extent. 

The average rainfall in Bengal is therefore small in all districts; it is slightly over half 
an inch in Orissa, about equal to a third of an inch in Chutia Nagpur and East Bengal, 
and to about a fifth of an inoh in South-West Bengal and South Behor; while in North 
Bengal and North Behar the average fall is even less thau a fifth of an inch. 

Meteorology of the tuonth. —Tho chief features in the moteorology of December have 
been— 

1. Slight excess pressure over the provinoe of Bengal, tho mean excess equalling about 
0-02 inch, the excess being usually largest in the northern districts, and smallest in the 
centra of thb province; while in the upper layers of the atmosphere, as represented by 
Darjeeling, pressure has been in slight defect. In Assam, pressure has been nearly normal. 

2. A mean temperature distinctly below the normal; the defect ranging up to noarly 
2° in North Behar, and averaging 0*8° over the entire provinoe. In Assam, also, tempera¬ 
ture lias been slightly below the normal. 

3. Decided dryness of the air, the humidity being about 8 per cent, below tho normal. 

4. Cloud proportion also decidedly below the normal. 

5. A complete absence of barometric depressions entering the province from Northern 
India; but though no dopression of this kind entered the provinoe in December, yet at 
the latter end of Novembor disturbed conditions had been brought to Bengal by one 
of those depressions, and the effects of the disturbance had not quite passed away at the 
beginning of December. 

fi. A cyclonic storm of small extent, but of very considerable intensity, was formed in 
the south of the Bay, and advancing in a westerly direction struck the South Madras 
coast on the 14th of December near Negapatam. It, however, scarcely affected the weather in 
Bengal. 

7. Except for a few looal showers during the first two or three days of tho month, 
brought about by the disturbance previously mentioned as having passed into tho provinoe 
at the latter end of November, the whole provinoe has been rainless throughout the month. 

With the exception of a few slight local showers, the disturbance, which was passing 
away from the province at the end of November, had ceased to affect the weather, and with 
a falling thermometer and rapidly diminishing humidity, normal odd weather conditions 
returned. The mean pressure was slightly in excess in the early part of the month, but 
though very small changes occurred, the exoess disappeared, and during the second week the 
pressure became almost normal. Very high pressures were afterwards reported by the 
western stations, and though a small depression formed in South-Hast Bengal, over Dacca, 
the mean pressure again became in excess. This was owing to the wave of high pressure 
whioh was passing over Central and North-Western India, extending over port of Bengal. 
The weather in Bengal was very slightly affected by the oydonio storm off tbe South 
Madras const which occurred at the end of tbe second week of Deoember. A few clouds 
appeared in South Bengal and Orissa, but north-east winds continued. The low tempera¬ 
ture that came in with the return of the north-easterly winds at the beginning of Deoember, 
continued throughout the month, a considerable defect being experienced in the first half. 
This gradually disappeared, and by the end of the month there was a small excess above the 
normal. With the exception of tne few showers at the beginning of tho month, and the 
light clouds occurring at the time of thfe Madras cyclonic storm, fine clear weather of the 
ordinary north-east monsoon character with low temperature, and humidity has prevailed 
throughout tho whole month. 

J y reinsure .—Pressure changes have been small and unimportant during the whole month, 
the general tendency being to excess above the normal. A slight fall oocurred in the early 
part of the mouth, but the mean for the provinoe was 0*04 inoh in exoess, the largest excess 
being 0*062 inch at Durbhunga. Though #o important changes took place, the pressure 
was very nearly normal from the 8th to tbe. 16feh-> when there was a distinct rise, after whioh 
procure remained in excess till the end of the month. The most decided change was on the 
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27th and 28th, when the barometer in some places loll almost a tenth of an inch. Thus the 
mean for the month shows a slight excess equal to about 0*02 inoh. Apart from the usual 
cold weather oscillations, the only changes have been a slight fall in the early part of the 
month, a distinct rise on tho 15th, and a fall oil the 27th and 28th. Tho only instances 
of defeot were during the seoond weels, when pressure at about half the stations was below 
normal. 

temperature. —The most notable featuro of the month’s meteorology has been the low 
temperature. H'he decidedly low temperature, which set in on the 4nd and 3rd, continued 
till the end of the third week. In the early part of the month, the moon for the whole 
province was 1*3° in defect, the largest defeot being 3*6° in North Behar. During the 
seoond week the defects increased, and in several districts amounted to more than 4°. For 
the whole province the defect, was about 3°. After that a general small riB© began, and 
by the 20tn the temperatures were slightly in excess at most of the stations. This excess 
remained, and to a small extent intensified towards the ena of the month, but during 
^ the last few days a defeot again became prevalent. The largest exoess of over 2° was at 
Patna and Darjeeling. The monthly mean shows considerable defect. 

The general variation of temperature from the normal during the month is best shown 
* by 4be following table, which gives tho variations of the average maximum, minimum and 
mean temperatures at nine typical stations in different districts in the province from the 
normal values, week by week, throughout the mouth: —

Rainfall .—Except fora few local sliowors at the commencement of the month, rainfall has 
been practically absent. The only districts which have received any falls worth mentioning 
are Bankoora, Moorshedabad, B:»gra, Pubna, and Southul Burgunnuhs, though small amounts 
also fell in Maldali, Bliagulporo. and Manbhoom. Tho largest average fall, however, was 
only 0-16 inch in Bankoora district. 

The following table gives in a condensed form the summary of the rainfall information 
in Bengal for the whole year. It gives a c miparisou between tlie actual monthly and total 
rainfall of the year, with tho normal values in each of the seven meteorological divisions of 
Bengal; the actual fails being expressed as percentages of the normal amounts. From these 
figures it will be seen that the only districts which have received a normal fall for the year 
are South Behar, South-West Bengal and East Bengal:—

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park-street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore *003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, and the mean temperature apparently about 2*3° lower; and 
finally, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Surveyor-General's Office 
during 20 years and upwards is found to read 0*6 higher than the Kew standard thermometer, which 
is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
4th of JANUARY 1889. 

At the commencement of the present week conditions were of ordinary north-east mon¬ 
soon character in Bengal, and nearly normal for the season, though pressure was somewhat 
in defect on the Arakan coast and at the eastern stations, thus giving a somowhat westerly set 
to the winds at the stations in the south of the provinoe and over # tho northern half of the 
Bay. This defective pressure at the eastern stations* generally oontinued for some days, ami 
up till the 1st of January the pressure variations were small and of rather irregular amounts ; 
but from the 1st to the 2nd a brisk increase of pressure took place, which by the morning of 
the 3rd had caused pressure generally to beoome somewhat above the normal. In the middle 
of the week also there was a general reduction of temperature, this reduction being apparently 
doart of a general wave of low temperature whioh passed from Northern India over Bengal. 
Humidity has also been fairly low throughout the week, and the sky has been almost abso¬ 
lutely free from cloud, while no rain has fallen; so that conditions have been of a strongly 
pronounced cold weather character throughout the week. 

^Pressure .—The mean pressuro for the woek, owing to the comparatively low pressure 
prevailing during the greater part of it, has been distinctly below the normal, hut the variations 
at neighbouring stations are a little irregular. Generally Sfieaking, the variations from the 
normal do not exceed 0*02 inch or 0*08 inch. 

Temperature —Has fallen decidedly during the week, and the average mean tomperature 
of the whole of the provinoe is about 1 *5° lower than that of the previous week; whilo in 
South-West, East and North Bengal, the goneral decrease of temperature has equalled from 
two to nearly three degrees. This reduction of temperature has been particularly marked in 
the night temperatures, and some very low minimum temperatures have been recorded. Thus 
temperatures of about 43° to 44° have during the woek been recorded at Kriehuagur, Ram pore 
Beauleah, Maldali, Arrnh, Doomka, and K&nohi, while at Mofihari a temperature of 40 0° was 
rep<Vted on the night of the 1st At Calcutta the lowest minimum temperature recorded was 
48-8°. For the wholo provinoe the defect in the moan temperature from the normal has 
equalled nearly 1°. 

The general range of temperature during the week is shown in the table below, where the 
average maximum, minimum and mean temparuturcs at nine tj'pieal stations in different 
districts of the province are given compared with the normal values for the same period. 
At these stations the moan night or miuimum temperature lias been more than two degrees 
below the normal, while the day or maximum temperature has been about a tenth of a 
degree in excess of the normal: —

4. Every person excavating a hole on a roadway, or a hoiOj pit, tank or well without 
the permission of the District Engineer, within 15 feet from the bottom of a road slope, shall 
be liable to a fiue not exceeding Rs. 50, and to a further fine not exceeding Rs. 5 for every 
day that such hole, pit, tank, or well remains unfilled after due notice given. 

5. Every person driving any vehicle, horse or cattle, or taking any elephant along a 
road, while under construction and before it is opened for traffic, or taking any elephant 
over any wooden bridge, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 10, besides being liable 
to such damages as tlie Court may adjudge.

2 for each day after the imposition of a fiue under 
this bye-law, until the requisition is complied with. 

9. Where liks exist along a road, every driver of a cart must keep to the lik, which 

is on his left hand, except where it is, at any place, obstructed by want of repair or 
accumulation of water. The peualty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding 
Rs. 5. • 

10. Every person carrying bamboos in a cart shall do so in such a manner as to 
prerent them from scraping the roadway. The penalty shall be a fine not exceeding 
Us. 5. 

11. Every elephant or camel proceeding on a road shall bs provided with a bell, 
~nd the driver shall, on the approach of a carriage, cart, or horses, remove the elephant 
or camel to such a distance from the road as to avoid all risk of accident. The penalty for 
infringement shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 5.

I am directed by His Excellency the Hon’ble Arthur H. Gordon, Governor of Ceylon, to 
transmit to you the acoompauying advertisement of a Pearl Fishery which it is intended to 
hold in Dutch Bay on the west coast of Ceylon in February 1889, and I am to request you 
to be good enough, with the permission of His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India in Council, to have them widely circulated. 

PEARL FISHERY OF 1889. 

A>ticb is hereby given that a Pearl Fishery will take place at Dutch Bay, in the Island 
of C^ylou, on or about 10 th February 1889. The bank to be fished is the Muttuwartu Paar, 
iu I^o 7 fathoms water, estimated to contain oysters sufficient to employ 100 boats for 30 
days with average loads of 10,000 oysters each per day.

HILL TRACTS.

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The special proc.-dure provided by Act I of 1882 for enforcing labour con¬ 
tracts in certain specified areas is in force, as far as the Lower Provinces are 
concerned, only in the districts of Cuittagong and the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts. The Commissioner of Chittagong has frequently urged their withdrawal 
as not required in his division; and in reviewing the departmental report for 
the year 1885, Sir llivers Thompson so far accepted this view as to express 
a hope that the time was approaching when, considering the falling off in 
the number of labourers enrolled under the Act, it would be possible to 
adopt the course recommended. As the results of the following year 
showed a further decline. Sir Steuart Bayley called for a special report on the 
subject, which the Commissioner has since submitted. In this communi¬ 
cation it is stated that such planters as had been consulted are unanimous in 
considering that the Aot is not required, the ordinary law being sufficient to 
guard the interests both of employers and employed. This is the view of # the 

District Officers also, and the Commissioner gives his own opinion as follows :— 

• 

“ It ia not adapted to a diatrict where labour ia aa plentiful aa it ia here, and where there 
is, now at lea8t, no objection to taking work on a garden. So far aa I have seen, the Act 
here ia entirely agaiust the interests of the cooly and of the better class of planters, while it 
is favourable to the worst class of planters only. Happily this last class is so small that it 
may be said to be non-existent. I strongly recommend, therefore, that under the provi¬ 
sions of section 4, the Inlaud Emigration Act be withdrawn entirely from the districts of 
Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill Tracts." 

2. In deciding whether the recommendation thus forcibly expressed by the 
local officers should be accepted, the Lieutenant-Governor has to give due weight 
to the consideration that the Government of India has repeatedly indicated for 
adoption the policy of dispensing with special legislation on the subject of 
labour contracts wherever it is possible to do so, leaving the matter to the 
operation of the ordinary law of the country. ** Such legislation," the Secre¬ 
tary of State observed in a despatch No. 102, dated 4th November 1886, 
“ should be considered as temporary only, and clearly ought not to be main¬ 
tained longer than is absolutely necessary for the protection of both the classes 
concerned." Yicwed from this standpoint, it seems clear tnat the retention of 
the system^! theytwo districts referred to scarcely admits of defence. In the 
Ilill Tracdstlig t cannol^e said to be necessary, as it is not now resorted to 
even in the case of a single lftbourer. In Chittagong the number of labourers 
placed under contract according^l^^ahe provisions of >Jhe Act was never 
largo, and has rapidly decreased in recent years: kC was 915 in 1884 
and had fallen to 433 in 1887, with the prospect of a further decrease 
in the immediate future. There is nothing in the condition of the tea 
industry in Chittagong to suggest that it should be placed unaer*an excep¬ 
tional system, different from that prevailing in the rest of the province, 
and particularly in the districts of Darjeeling and Julpigoree, which are now 
the chief seats of the cultivation of the tea plant. Chittagong is more 
densely populated than other tea districts in Bengal, local labour is more 
generally used, and the importation of coolies is resorted to only on a very 
minute scale. The maintenance of the statutory contract system cannot, there¬ 
fore, be looked upon as realiy a necessity in that district, and there is even 
reason to believe that, so far as it has any effect at all, it is rather a hindrance 
than an aid to the progress of tea cultivation. It certainly has not effected 
the object which the late Commissioner of Chittagong had in view when recom¬ 
mending its introduction in the year 1877—that of modifying the system of task 
work in the interest of the labourer. 

3. The Inland Emigration Act leaves to the Local Government, with the 
previous consent of the Government of India, the poorer of altering from time to 
time the area within which the law is in force. The Lieutenant-Governor 
considers that this power should now be exercised, and accordingly issues the 
appended notification with the approval of the Governor-General in Council. 
The Superintendent and Remembrancer of. Legal Affairs to Government has 
advised that this measure will not affect existing contracts otherwise than by 
putting an end to the exceptional procedure by which they are at present 
enforced, leaving them in operation as ordinary engagements within the 
cognizance of the civil courts. V 
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Okder—O rdered that a copy of this Resolution and of the notification 
be forwarded to the Commissioner of the Chittagoni? Division, with reference 
to the correspondence ending with his letter No. dated 13tb August 

1888, for information, and for favour of communication to the Inspectors of 
Labourers and Managers of tea-gardens* 

Ordered also, that a copy of the Resolution and pf the notification be 
forwarded to "the Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, for information.

Tho General Report oxi Public Instruction in Bengal for 1887-88. 

This report is exceptionally couqflete and clear, but tho Lieutenant* 

Governor regrets that it is necessary in reviewing 
Duiuy m submitting the report. ^ $ D notice in the first instance the delay which 

has occurred in its preparation. The date fixed by Government as tho’ 
latest for tiie submission of the annual reports of the Director of Public; 
Instruction was originally the 1st of August, and Sir Alfred Croft proposed 
during the year that it should bo postponed to the 1st of October. The 
present report was not, however, received until the 17th December, and 
no explanation has been given of the great delay thus indicated. The Director’s 
attention will be drawn again to this important subject, and he will be 
requested to make arrangements which will secure the submission of the next 
annual report before the 1st October, 1880. or on that day at latest. 

2. The most important event in tho educational history of tho year under 

this head was the transfer of the control of primary 
< strolling nguntma. education from District Magistrates, acting under 

the advice of Local Committees, to District Boards. On this subject the 
Director observes— 


As to tho general character of the work done by the Dbtiiet and Locel Boards, it 
Lb too early yet any decided opinion It was natural to f-oppose that at tho outset 

they would tolfTiiO very^trongN^vindependent line, but simply confuim to tho traditions and 
practices of the D< p£Sfment to wK^ge duties they succeeded. It appears, however, that the 
Boards have not followed a uniformffeliey y* edu cational mutters. The /Assist, ant Inspector 
of the 3'ihagnlpore Division writes of theim***ldDuring the short tiim'they have been at 
work, there has been not a single instance ot any friction between and tho Depart¬ 

ment ; the suggestions and recommendations of the inspecting officers have been always 
duly considered and adopted, and the Inspector of Schools has been often consulted in 
important matters/ 1 Still, some inconvenience lias been felt from delay in the despatch of 
business by the Boards. In the neighbouring division of Patna ^ less confident note is 
heard. In the districts of Patna and Sanm, there have been no particular changes, and 
the working of the Board has been satisfactory. Of -Gya it is said that the Board has 
done nothing in connection with education that would look like its own work/' But of 
Shahabad—“ it is a fact that the 8h ahab&d District Board has not worked smoothly with 
tho Department/’ 

In the few differences that I have hnd with District Boards, I have found that, on a 
enndid representation of the facts the causes of difference have in every case disappeared. 
When more serious difficulties have arisen, and some form of arrangement or compromise was 
desirable, it has been readily accepted When the Boards were, one after another, coming 
into existence and assuming charge of their duties, I sometimes found it necessary at the 
outset to trench upon the province of the Boards, and to take action which I had ceased to 
have the right to take, in order to avoid obstructive delay and to hand over the business of 
administration as a going concern in working order. In no case has a Board finally refused 
to confirm the action taken. On a general review of tho causes of friction that have arisen 
here and there, I should be disposed to say that while Boards are grateful for advice and sug¬ 
gestions when asked for, and even when not asked for if given with an obviously helpful pur¬ 
pose, they resent interference with the duties that have been entrusted to them. In saying this, 

1 do not wish to utter one word of complaint against any departmental officer. It is only 
natural that officers who have hitherto bad the work of education in their own hands should 
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*till take a keen interest in its progress, and should seek to avert an y lapse from the standard 
to whioh they have been aoouatomed, even though such lapses are inevitable incidents of a 
ohaose of system. But it is no less neoessary for departmental officers to remember that Dis¬ 
trict Boards have rights secured to them under the Act, and that any attempt to limit those 
rights in the interests of education will certainly be resisted. It may be assumed that officers 
of the Department know for the present a good deal more about school management than a 
District Board knows. They oan best utilise their knowledge in tbfe interests of education by 
adopting towards the Board suoh an attitude of frieudly vigilanoe as will make it clear that, 
while always ready to render help when help is desired or is necessary, it is equally their wish 
that the Boar4 should learn how to do for itself, and to do well, the work which has been 
entrusted to its hands. 1 am glad to be able to state that this is the attitude which officers of 
the Department have almost uniformly taken up. 

The view taken by the Director appears very judicious, and its expres¬ 
sing calculated to conduce to the harmonious working of the department. It 
may be added that some of the officers whose views are quoted seem to have an 
erroneous conception of the system which has been superseded by the manage- 
ment of Boards. Primary education since its introduction has never been placed 
under the control of departmental Inspectors, but of Magistrates ana local 
Committees. In one of the districts referred to as administered by a Board 
in an independent spirit, it is within the Lieutenant-Governor’s knowledge that 
this is nothing new, the former Education Committee having shewn even more 
decided indications of a determination to promote the cause of popular edu¬ 
cation in its own way. 

3. Two vacancies which occurred during the year in the superior 
inspecting staff were not filled up, the retrenchment being made in accordance 
with a recommendation of the Finance Committee, provisionally adopted by this 
Government, that the number of such officers should be reduced to nine, so as to 
correspond with that of Divisional Commissioners. The officers whose work has 
in this manner been increased by enlarging thpir jurisdiction report unfavourably 
of the arrangement, as was perhaps to have been expected. But, apart 
from obvious considerations of economy, it seems desirabe to make the 
jurisdiction of Educational officers coincide with the admin«trative divisions 
of the country, and nothing has occurred during tim \%orto alter the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion as to the expediency oi^]iei%trenchnient 
proposed. The Director has very properly notigCu the degree of activity shewn 
by different inspecting officers, conaMNtiRng those who have done best, and 
dealing* in different ways with those who have failed Such disciplinary 
action is particularly necessary, since the travelling allowance drawn for 
journeys of less than 20 miles has been curtailed on financial grounds, and 
the Director plainly indicates that tours have often been conducted in¬ 
efficiently in order to secure the higher rate now given in the caso of long 
journeys, or, as it is otherwise put, to avoid loss. The amendment of the rule 
'which has been the occasion of this difficulty is now under consideration, a 
reference having been made to the Government of India ; but, pending the issue 
of orders on this subject, the defect noticed by the Director may be remedied by 
calling upon Sub-Inspectors to submit beforehand programmes of tlieir tours, 
which will then be regulated by their immediate superiors in the best interests 
of the schools to be visited. The Director will be requested to report upon the 
above suggestion. 

4. The history of higher instruction during the year is marked by three 

striking features-—the foundation of new colleges, 

University Education. the increased attendance of pupils, and the develop¬ 

ment of private cinterprLe, which at first supplemented, and now rivals 
the efforts of the State in promoting this form of education. The new colleges 
are four in number—the Bangabasi, founded by Mr. G. C. Bose, m.a,, 
t. c.s., a returned Agricultural Scholar, which had 53 students at the close 
.of the year; the Boberts’ Memorial College, with 3 students only; the 
Tej Narain Jubilee College at Bhagulpore, with 17 students; and the collegiate 
classes added by the late Baboo JoyKissen Mookerjea to the Utterpara School, 
with 29 students. All these are private institutions, founded and kept up 
without direct aid from the State, aud their establishment raises the number of 
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colleges in Bengal to 33, of which only one-tlurd are maintained by Govern¬ 
ment. The increase in the attendance is shown in the following statement:— 



Some annual addition to the number of students is to be expected as the 
natural result of the gradual progress of the educated dames in Bengal. Tire 
fact that the increase was unusually large this year is, as the UireetOT_ remarks, 
cxTilained by the results of the Kntranoe exainutatiou of 1887, at which 2,409 
cornj eritors were successful, or 69 per cent, of the candidates, against 913, or 29 
' per cent, in the previous year; and it is understood that this success was itself due 
to an alteration in the system of examination designed to facilitate admission to 
• the University, the nnuioerof marks requited for success being reduced from 33 
to 30 per cent, in English, and from 33 to 25 per cent, in the second language 
and mathematics, while the aggregate minimum -of 33 per cent, was net 
insisted on. The development <§ private enterprise, referred to above, as the 
third feature of college administration during the year, » illustrated bv 
the fact that the increase has been greatest in the unaided colleges, boils 
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absolutely and also iu proportion to their previous attendance. With the 
figures shoving the numerical strength of the several classes of institutions, the 
following statement should be considered, as it indicates their efficiency, ascer¬ 
tained by the only test readily applicable, that of success at public examina- 
tious—

• It will be seen that the Government colleges, with reference to the number 
of their pupils, obtained more than their sharo of degrees of all hinds, pnd that the 
proportion in their favour was larger as the examinations progressed in difficulty. 
This is most marked in the M. A. course, and is there entirely due to the superior 
instruction given, in the Presidency College, a most useful and .necessary institp- 
tion, which maintains by its example, as well as by direct support, the standard 
of education in the province. The Director’s observations on this subject 
are in entire accordance with the views entertained by Government. Hp 
writes: “The Presidency College, with its high fee of Ks. 12 a month, has 
nearly doubled its numbers of two years back; and indeed in July, 1888, four 
months after the close of the year, the number on its rolls exceeded 500, a greater 
strength than it has ever before known. The demands made by the various 
courses of the University upon a limited educational staff have much increased 
of late years ; and if, in accordance with the present policy, the strength of the 
Presidency College professoriate be maintained at such a level as to meet all 
requirements, the foregoing figures show that students will flock to its class¬ 
rooms iu such numbers as to more than repay the additional cost involved. 
The Presidency C ollege must maintain its position among-tlio colleges of 
B< ngal as that in which the best and most varied education is gi\en, realising as 
far as possible the idea of a ‘ teaching University.* ipffat eVmu^e secured 
oven though, in order to attain it, we havo to weqj^Tthe stufiW some of the 
less important Government colleges ij^jprovince. Moreover, the rapid 
up-springing of pnmito colleges throughout Bengal affords a clear proof 
tnat collegiate education to a moderate standard no longer demands the 
sustaining arm of Government as the necessary condition of its existence; 
and the policy to which I have adverted will render the gradual transition from 
Govcmmeift control to private management a natural and easy process of develop¬ 
ment.’* The Presidency College is also the principal institution in which scien¬ 
tific knowledge is fostered, a very important consideration, as it appears 
tha t the science course is losing its popularity, and that higher education in 
Bengal is taking a character too exclusively literary. It has long been tbe 
policy of Government to give a practical bent to instruction, and yet, whotlier 
from the effect of the system on which University examinations are conducted, 
or owing to the predilections of the students themselves, the actual tendency 
is in the contrary direction. It is stated that of 61 senior scholars elected in 
1868, only 21 chose the.science course, which in former years was adopted 
by the great majority, and only 78 candidates passed by that standard, 
against 245 by the literary courso. Even in the minor Government Colleges, 
where until lately the scieno course only was taught, it is now to n great 
extent superseded by the more popular form of instruction. The Krishnager 
'.Municipality was asked during thy year to take over the Government College 
,at that station, with a grant-in-aid, and the offer was declined. The Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor can hardly view with regret the delay which has occurred in 
giving full effect to the policy recommended by the Education Commission, 
that of tbe gradual ana cautious withdrawal of the State from the direct 
management of the minor colleges, as private institutions become year by year 
more equal to the task of conducting collegiate instruction. It is, however, well 
that those interested in higher education should understand that the policy in 
question has been accepted, and that the work of carrying it out, or which a 
beginning has been made in the case of the Eerhampore and Midnapore 
Colleges, will eventually be completed. 
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5. The progress of secondary education during the year, as indicated 
- A .. by the multiplication of schools and the increased 

con *ry uc* on. ^ attendance of pupils, has been substantial and 
satisfactory, though it has not keen as great as that made in collegiate 
instructions.

Grants will bo mhctioned ordi¬ 
narily for <i term of threo year* ; but 
the Inapector may at any time during 
Ira currency recommend the rovinioi) of 
any grant. A grant should ordinal ily 
be reduced on renewal, when this 
can he done without Rerious loaa of 
efficiency. In this way money will, 
from time to time, be act free, mid the 
1 deportment will be able t^ aid new 
school* even though the grant-in-aid 
allotment remains stationary. Notice 
of any proposed reduction shall in all 
eaa* # he given t > the managers, who 
shall he allowed an opportunity of 
stating any objection that they may 
have to the reduction.* 


The expenditure of Government under this head was Rs 5,17,23$ in 

1886- 87, and increased in 1887-88 by the sum of Rs. 16,057. The Directed 
notices that applications for new grants have been accumulating for the last 
two or three years, and observes that it is much to be wished that Government 
were in a position to afford more liberal aid. This is doubtless desirable, but 
the fulfilment of the wish is very improbable, considering not only existing 

financial conditions, but also the more urgent claims 
of primary and technical education. Under the 
circumstances, it is necessary to draw attention to 
the rule on the subject of grants-in-aid, quoted 
in the margin, which was framed to prevent 
existing grants from becoming permanent, anil so 
preventing the concession of new grants in rising 
localities. It is not to be supposed that Govern¬ 
ment will be able to maintain all old grants-in-aid 
indefinitely, and at the same time to make new 
allowances from year to year. 

6 It is chiefly in connection with schools of the 
secondar y cl gim that th^/mestion of moral training and the maintenance of due 
disciplinc/^cty>^ UndeShdiis head the Director observes— 

“The question of school oltcipline oontinues to occupy thofittentiou of the higher 
officers of the Department, and the subjewlPBStf'eeu discussed at length in a report recently 
submitted to Government. A school mainly dependent for suprn^ on the fees paid by its 
pupils is at timeB compelled to tolerate breaches of discipline which a well-endowed institu¬ 
tion can punish without fear. In Bengal the number of educational institutions of renlly 
independent position is by no means large. The admittedly superior discipline of a Govern¬ 
ment or of a missionary school is justly attributed to its solvency/’ * 

By way of diminishing the evil noticed, he suggests that the Calcutta 
University should refuse to recognise any school until it lias been two years in 
existence, and until the managers have supplied full particulars of the establish¬ 
ment and accommodation to be provided. Such a measure might do some 
small good; but as the only effect of the non-recognition of a school by the Uni¬ 
versity is that its candidates at the Entrance Examination are entered as private 
students, no great result can be expected The Lieutenant Governor will be 
glad to receive in future reports a fuller account of the discipline and moral 
training enforced in public schools. The importance of the subject is undenia¬ 
ble, but, in tlie absence of provision for periodical notice, it may frequently 
be overlooked 

7. There has also been some slight progress in the department of 
„. „ primary education, the number of schools having 

rinmiy« ata ion. increased from 48,483 in 1886-87 to 48,621 in 

1887- 88, the number of pupils from 1,080,085 to 1,103,422 ; but here the gain in 
numbers is comparatively small, and does not compensate for a loss which occur¬ 
red in L885*h6. Practically, primary education in Bengal has reached a stationary 
state, and such variations as occur from year to year in the numbers are due 
rather to alterations in the system of registration than to any real advance or 
retrogression. The Provincial Government has not iri recent years been able to 
make any increase in the ussig$ment a under this head, and there is not, as in the 
.case of English education, a spontaneous tendency to the spread of elementary 
instruction, irrespective of Government assistance, bej T ond the classes which it 
at present reaches. With regard to the point which has hitherto been attained 
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in the education of the people generally, the Director of Public Instruction 
writes— : - 

“ The population of Bonsai, excluding OooohBehar, Hill i’ippBrah, and the Tributary 
States of Ohota Nagpore, of whioh the schools are not included lb our' returns, amounted 1 
by tile lost census to 66,160,598, of whom 63,917,217 were males, and 34,243,381 were 
females. Reckoned at the usual proportion of 15 per cent., the number of male children 
ofsohool-going age would he 6,087,582, and the number of female children 6,106,507. Of 
the scholars in our returns,. 1,362,119 are boys and 90,826 are gfrla. Henoe, of all boys of 
a sohool-going age over one in four is at sohool; of girls, 1 in 56. It has recently, however, 
been argued that 20' per oeUt. more nearly represents the proportion of ohildren of sohool* 
going age. As the number of towns and villages £n Bengal is close upon 260,000, it appears 
that there is one school to every four villages.’" 

The estimate that one boy in every four is at school indicates how much 
remains to be done, as it implies that three -fourths of the male population have 
not as yet been touched, by our educational system : and there ia reason to believe 
Ahat the estimate itself is sanguine. If fKe school-going' age be taken ad from 
five-to fifteen the proportion of children Which' it includes is not 15 or even 20, 
but 26*93 percent. The population must haVb increased siU6e the censtis of 1887, 
and there is reason to believe that the figures given, Which are taken from the 
return of those on the tOHs at the close of the year, include many children who 
never attend or never learn. Out of more than 1,100,000 pupils Registered, 
only 330,921 were examined under the system of payment by results, of 
whom 199,880 were passed; The census report'showed only ono male in 
ten as able to read and'write. The Lieutenant-Governor ‘regrets the depletion 
of Provincial finances on no account more strongly thah because it prevents 
him*, at least for the present, from carrying' out the recommendations of the 
Education Commission in regard to primary. education, which included a 
considerable increase in the annual expenditure. 

8. The total expenditure from Provincial and District Funds on primary 

education during the year was Rs. 6,82,089i against Rs. 7,36,243 in 1886-87, the 
decrease gf Rs. 54,154 being apparently due to delay in payments, which caused 
large sums due in 1837-88 to fall over into the following ycm*. There was 
certainly no desire on the part of Government to make the traljgfer of these 
schools to District Boards an opportunity fordiminhdKng hich was 

founded on the aetoml expenditure of 1885-86. TJ^TJirector oosbrves that “ the 
total amount contrwuted by municipalj£j^yfR> the support of primary schools was 
Rs. 16,355, varyin|^from Rs. 7,805 in the Presidency Division, Rs. 2,815 in 
Patna, and Rs. 1,968 in Burdwan, to smaller sums in other divisions. In 
the 24-Pergunnahs the municipal contributions foil off by Rs. 1,182. The 
new Municipal Act fur Calcutta contains a section empoworing tne Com¬ 
missioners to spend money on primary and technical schools.” The 
Lieutenant-Governor notices with approval these contributions from muni¬ 
cipal resources, considering the importance of popular education to be 
such that it has a fair claim to aid, even from an income on which there are 
numerous and urgent demands. The mofussil municipalities benefited at the 
expense of provincial funds to the extent of over three lakhs of rupees a year, 
when the police charges in urban areas were assumed by Government from the 
beginning of the year 1882, and it was then assumed that a part of the surplus 
thus created would bo devoted to education. 

9. The following statement shows the manner in which the available 
funds were utilised in the different divisions :—

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The amount for expenditure being so limited in comparison with the 
population to be educated, it is of the uttnost importance that the method 
should be adopted which produces the greatest effect at the smallest cost. 
Experience has shown that this system is for Bengal what is known as that of 
payment by results, as distinguished from the grant of fixed stipends to teacher^ 
and the rules made for the guidance of District Boards recognise no other as 
permissible. These instructions appear to have been generally observed, exoept 
in the distriot of Rajshahye, as to which the Director states that the Board have 
during the past twelve months raised the cost of each school from Rs. 16*5 to 
Rs. 56'3 a year by the adoption of a system of stipends all round, in 
substitution of a mixed system of stipends and rewards; The number of 
schools in Rajshahye has at the same time been reduced from 678 to 291, 
that of pupils from 11,901 to 7,490. The^ Director was informed in December 
last that the change thus made was inconsistent with the rules, and he will now 
be asked to report what action has since been taken to place the administra¬ 
tion of the grant in Rajshahye on a proper footing. A stipendiary school costs five 
or six times as much as one conducted on the principle of payment by results, and a 
general reversion to the former principle could only be interpreted, under present 
financiul circumstances, as the abandonment of the attempt to give an elementary 
education to any considerable proportion of the population. In the 24-Per- 
gunnahs, Moorsnedabad, Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah, the regulation districts 
of Chittagong, Shahabad, Sarun, Pumeah, and Cuttack, the average cost of schools 
to Government has been kept below ten rupees a year. This economy can only 
have been obtained by a careful and intelligent adoption of Bmall means to a great 
end, in particular by utilising to the utmost all indigenous methods and institutions. 
It is believed that results not dissimilar might be produced in some other dis¬ 
tricts, and the subject needs the most careful consideration on the part of the 
Educational authorities. 


10. There are in Bengal 37 institutions for imparting special instructions 

in some profession, art, or industry, as distinguished 
pe n rue »on. from the general education more commonly sought. 

Some details as tj! their strength are given below:—

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It will be observed that the law students are far the npost numerous, that, 
excepting a small and decreasing minority, not constituting a ninth of the 
whole, they read in unaided schools, and that they cost the public nothing even 
when they attend Government schools. These. facts and the increase in the 
number of law students illustrate the popularity of the profession, and its 
profitable nature. The study of medicioe on the other hand, at least on the 
ordinary lines, * is confined to Government institutions, and in its higher 
department is proportionately very expensive to the State,, each student 
costing .Government Ks. 877-8-1 a year, a sum far in excess of that reported in 
regard to any other form of instruction. The number of pupils in the Medical 
College has diminished from 172 last year to 160, though there has been an 
increase of ten in the free female class. On the other hand, the schools where 
instruction is given in the vernacular are advancing in number and reputation. 
There has been an increased attendance in the Engineering College, Seebpore, 
but it is marked as an unfavourable sign that only one student from that institu¬ 
tion passed for the B. E. degree. The condition of this most important school 
has formed the subject of enquiry during the year, with special reference to thft 
small success which has attended it at the University examinations, and the 
report of the Committee appointed to investigate the subject has been very 
recently received by the Director of Public Instruction. The survey schools 
have done well during the year, and their pupils readily find employifient. The 
number of pupils in the Government School of Art increased from 152 to 158. 
As to this valuable institution, which is somewhat of the nature of a technical 
college, the Director writes— 

“ In July, 1887, a revised course of instruction was framed for each class. Arrangements 
have also been mode to hold adnual examinations in free-hand drawing, model-drawing 
geometry, and perspective. Art certificates of the third or higher grade will be awarded to 
those students who execute the prescribed works in eaoh class and paw the required examina¬ 
tions in each group These groups comprise advanoed free-hand and light-and-shado draw¬ 
ing, elementary painting and design, advanoed painting and drawing, arohiteotural and 
mechanical drawing, and modelling. CertitioateB of profloienoy will also he granted to 
oompetent students in the lithographic, wood-engraving, metal-ohasing, emd wood-carving 
classes. Four annual scholarships have been established by thasi’uhll^L WoPh^Deportment 
for competition by students in the arohiteotural and meolwffiieal dnNqgg oltwses. The 
successful students, after completing the preliminary coursas4n the sohool prescribed by the 
Fublio Works Departnmnt, will have the ad^jU||ge of one year’s practical work in the 
drawing branch of the C|uef Engineer’s offie^^wlth an allowance of Its. 15 a month eaoh 
for the first six months, anvan increase of Us. 5 a month if satisfactory progress is made. 
There were seven competitors for the studentships, whose works were submitted for examina¬ 
tion to Mr. W. Banks Gwyther, a.r.i.b.a. , who expressed his satisfaction with the quality of 
the work donuby this newly-inaugurated class. 

“ Their Excellencies the Viceroy and the Countess of Dufferin visited the sohool on the 
27th March, 1888. His Exoellenoy was pleased to award a silver and a bronze medal for 
competition: * the silver medal to be awarded to the student who, at the end of the year, 
has executed the best series of works in any of the classes.' 

“ Mr. Jobbins reports that, as a result of the praotioal character of the instruction 
now imparted, the students are finding remunerative employment. One has lately 
been appointed head-draftsman in the office of the Engineer-iu-Chief, Sind-Pishin State 
Railway.” 


The industrial schools are conducted on a small scalo, aiming at little 
more than the teaching of ordinary mechanical arts to a limited number of 
pupils of the artisan class; but on the whole they did well during the year. 
It may be said generally that the few technical institutions which exist in 
Bengal hold their own, without any marked advance or retrogression, 
being in this respect less successful than tho colleges and schools for 
Eng lish education, which progress rapidly, though receiving muoli less assist¬ 
ance from Government. This remark does not apply to the law classes, 
which flourish of their own vitality, without .assistance, from the State. 
The question of promoting technical education in new directions has been 
examin ed during the year by the Seebpore College Committee, and will come 
before Government again when the report of that body is received with the 
remarks of the Director of Public Instruction. All schemes for instruction of this 
class involve considerable expense, and it has not^been thought necessary to 
expedite their examination during a season of finrfhcial pressure. 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction tho statement of

the Director of Public Instruction that the medical 
education of women made a decided advance 
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daring the year. In the Medical College five young. ladies were reading as 
regular students for the L.M.S. or M.B*. degree, and one of them (Miss 
Virginia Mitter) headed the list of. successful candidates at the first M.B. 
examination. Besides the regular students, 21 young ladies attend lectures 
in the. Medical College for a special certificate under the new regulations. 
A class for instructing females through the medium of the vernacular was 
opened in June, 18813, in- the Campbell Medical School, and is attended hy 15 
students. The progress of female education generally is indicated by the figures 
given below:—'

The Director draws attention to thefact that the greatest numerical results 
ai% produced in this department by rewarding the teachers of primary schools 
for the attendance of girls. He observes that “ a grant-in-aid girls’school- 
costs Re. 178 a year, while a primary grant school costs only Rs. 20. There 
is no limit to the number of girls that oan be educated, in boys’ schools, if 'the 
District and Local Boards, in whose hands the administration of the primary 
grant now rests, find it possible to maintain and increase the existing rates 1 of 
aid.” There has been a most satisfactory advance in the number of girls under 
instruction in the Dacca and Patna Divisions, counterbalanced, to some extent, 
■by a falling off-in some other divisions. In the higher walks of female education 
it is noticed that the Bethune College, the Free Chuifch Normal School, and the 
Doveton Institution for Young Ladies, sent up successful candidates for the 
Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University, while the Bethune College 
also passed two candidates, at the B.A. .Examination. 

12. The number of European schools remained the same as in the 

, _ J previous year, being 72 in all; there was an increase 

Edae&tiotx of EurjpAn.. t b e attendance from 6,391 to 6,541. The Gov- 

eminent dEcpen^jtefre unefcuthis head was Rs. 1,73,018 against Rs. 2,50,367 
last year, the decrease bein^ta the grants for buildings. * The effort which 
has been made for some years fh^gtue to the education of, Europeans a more 
practical turn, by substituting a ; special examination for of the Entrance to 
the Calcutta University, has entirely failed, not a single boy having appeared 
as a candidate. It is evident that, the, authority-of a University having a 
monopoly of the power to grant degrees is sufficient to regulate the course of 
study in all Bengal schools, of whatever class, and this is an additional 
argument in favour of introducing an alternative standard, adapted to the 
requirements of those who need a practical rather than a literary education. 
The allowances to . high schools continue to be regulated by. a very minute 
system of payment by results, involving the examination by a Government 
Inspector of every boy in every subject. The success of the schools may be 
roughly gauged by the. percentage earned of the total possible grant, which 
was 78 per cent., a great improvement-' on the results of the previous year. 
This progress is, however, attributed■■ in part to a change in the system of < 
marking. 

13. The Director notices that there has been a satisfactory increase 

„ . . in. the attendance of Muhammadans at tne higher 

Education of Muhammadans. institutions of instruction. In Arts colleges such 

pupils have increased from. 1.38 to 217; in English schools, from 13,218 to 
14,864; in middle vernacular schools, from 9,053 to 9,860; and/ besides this 
absolute increase, the percentage is in eaeh case higher than last year. The 
total number of Muhammadan students also rose from 366,886 to 401,671, 
and the percentage from 26*0 to *27*8, figures to be compared with tho 
percentage of 31*5 borne by Muhammadans to the whole population of 
Bengal; the apparent improvement is not, however, due to any real -develop¬ 
ment, but to the correctidh of an error made during the last two years m 
the method of registering cerfhin Koran schools, which were removed from 
the aided list, without being placed on thht of private institutions. There is 
still some doubt as to the expediency of the course adopted in withdrawing

METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY OP TBS MONSOON PERIOD OP 1888. 

The following statement is intended to give a very brief history of the 
more important features whioh have characterised the south-west monsoon 
period and the preceding months of 1888 in Bengal. 

The month of January was of ordinary cold-weather character, and was 
rather free from the influence of land-formed storms, for, up till the 22nd, co 
depression affected the weather in the province. From this date the usual condi¬ 
tions wqre almost reversed in Bengal by the formation and advance of a depres-* 
sion from Northern India. The storm first made its appearance to the south of 
Quetta and west of Jaoobabad on the 20th, having apparently been already fully 
formed before it crossed from Afghanistan into India. It then travelled 
through Central India and passed through the south of the province of Bengal, 
entering the Bay of Bengal near Gopalporo and crossing it to near Akyab, 
when it again passed inland or disappeared. As the result mainly of this 
storm, rainfall was decidedly heavier than usual in Chutia Nagpur, South 
Bchar, Orissa, South-West Bengal and East Bengal, though it was below the 
normal in North Bengal and North Behar. Pressure was also above the 
normal by 0-038 inch, while temperature was below it by nearly a degree and 
a half. Humidity was also slightly below the normal, while on the other hand 
clouid proportion was above it. 

In February two feeble low pressure areas drifted across Bengal in an 
eastorly direction, which gave rainfall mainly to Chutia Nagpur and Orissa, and 
Soutn-West and East Bengal, which divisions received falls in excess of the 
normal. Smallh- amounts of rain than usual fell in North Bengal, while 
Behar was mayffloalK- rainless. Pressure in February was practically normal, 
and tempcraturew>4£out onCT deg roe above it, and the normal steady rise in 
temperature during the montfr'was ^learly marked. There t.vere also as usual 
some remarkable oscillations of humnMf^p due to the occaay.nal setting in of 
pioist sea winds from the head of the Bay, and their subsequent retreat on being 
driven back by the land winds. 

In March there was again the usual continued rapid rise of temperature, 
and the mean temperature of the province at the end of the month was 
nearly 10° higher than at the commencement, while temperature remained 
about one degree above the normal. Two periods of disturbance, during 
which hot-weather storms or nor’-westers were numerous, also existed during 
the month, and these gave rainfall heavier than the normal to North Behar, 
North Bengal and East Bengal, while the falls in Chutia Nagpur, South Behar, 
South-West Bengal and Orissa were comparatively small and below the normal. 
Some of these storms were very intense, and probably two of them wore of the 
nature of tornadoes. The first of these was on March 27th at Magura in the 
Jessoip district, which did a moderate amount of damage, and the second was 
on the same day in the Pubna district, when several villages were much affected 
by it. Pressure in March was almost normal, while humidity and cloud pro¬ 
portion were somewhat below it. 

In April ordinary hot-weather conditions prevailed for the first few days, 
and a few ordinary nor’-westers only were recorded up till the 7th, when one oi 
the mqst violent storms on record in India occurred, Dacca being visited by an 
extremely fierce tornado at about 7 o’clock in the evening of April 7th. The 
breadth of the tornado path was about 200 paces, and the length about three 
and a-lialf miles, and it caused 118 deaths, while 1,200 persons were somewhat 
severely wounded. After the occurrence of this storm ordinary hot-weather 
conditions continued up till about the 18th, when again a period of disturbance 
set in accompanied by local storms or nor’-westers, which lasted up till the close 
of the month. Again, one of tBese storms was of the nature of a tornado, nn«l 
Bhudressur, a small town close to Serampore, was partially demolished at about 
8 p.m. on April 23rd, when several persons were killed and many injured. The 
rainfall brought up by these disturbed conditions was in excess of the normal 

amount in South-West Bengal, East Bengal, North Bengal, and North Behar

the normal fall. The only division, indeed, which received a diminished fall 
Wto Ortsto, where the actual only equalled about four-fifths of -the normal, 
blit in South-West Bengal, Behar, and 'Cfcutia Nagpur the falls were parti- 
buSfcsfly heavy. Y &y large defects were hr July again r epo rted in the 
rainfall Of the Cuttack* district, while in the Poore* district ‘the fall wsfe less 
than half the usual amount. In North Bengal also the Bogm and Rungpore 
districts reported rather considerable defects. In this month three barom et ric 
depressions and one small oyclonie storm were formed. Two of the depressions 
were generated over the land and the third close to the Sunderbuns, while the 
small cyclonic storm formed in the centre of the Bay and crossed the Orissa 
coast between PooTOe end Gopalpore. 

In August, again, the monsoon current, as judged by the heaviness of the 
rainfall brought up by it, was exceptionally strong, and, generally speaking, the 
rainfall of the whole of the province was about 40 per cent, in excess of* the 
normal. So heavy in fact was the rainfall in this month that in most districts 
the deficiency in fee rainfall caused by the serious retardation of the monsoon 
current in June was more than neutralized, and the rainfall for the year up to 
the end of August was above the normal in all districts except North Bengal. 
Notwithstanding the heaviness of the general rainfall in August, the Pumeah 
and Julpigoree districts received falls largely in defect of the normal, while 
in Rungpore, Cooch Behar, Darjeeling, Chomparun, and Durbhanga the Sails 
were in moderate defect. On the other hand, some districts, such as Outtaok, 
Howrah, and Gy a, received falls more than twice the normal. The falls in 
Orissa, South-West Bengal, and South Behar were in fact particularly heavy, 
and were partly brought about by the passage of a cyclonic storm which 
was generated over the Sunderbuns on the 19th, and passed through South- 
West Bengal into South Behar, breaking up in the North-West Provinces 
on the 39th. Besides this cyclonic storm, there were also two influential and 
two smaller wed rather feeble depressions which influenced the province, three 
of which fyaied/ave^ the north-west angle of the Bay and part of South- 
West BctZgal, ay fr ad-rawed in a north-westerly direction, while the fourth 
formed id NdFth Bengal vmd moved in a westerly direction across the whole 
of India, only breaking up in ^Uyfcj^unn of Outch. /n August pressure 
was decidedly in defect ot tho normal, while tempqp&ure was also rather 
lower than usual. 

In September the monsoon current weakened much more rapidly than usual, 
and the total rainfall of the month was only equal to about three-foprtlis of the 
normal amount. In addition to the lightness of the rainfall, the greater part of 
the rain was received during tho first half of the month, ana rainfall was 
generally very light for the second half. Indeed, in some districts rainfall 
had entirely ceased before the close of September. Thus in Behar the south¬ 
west monsoon rains almost entirely ceased from about the 37th, and the same 
was to a great extent true in Ohutia Nagpur. The largest defects in this month 
were reported in North Bengal and Norm Behar, where the falls were only 
f cofh one-half to two-thirds of the normal amounts, while in the Pubna, Goocm 
Behar, Pumeah, and Mozufferporo districts the'fells varied from only one-half 
to one-third of the usual amounts. 

Three depressions were formed over the Bay ib this month—the first two 
were unimportant, and they oocurred during me first seven days and gave 
moderate rain only, but the third was a very noticeable storm, and it lasted 
from the 13th to the 30th. This storm apparently originated in the Gulf of 
Siam, and it crossed from feat place to the ttetfe *otf Tat oy into the Gulf of 
Martaban as a well-formed cyclone. It then crossed South Pogu a little to fee 
north of Diamond Island, Strengthening mpidly in its advance, said then 
advanced across fee Bay of Bengal, striking fee Orissa coast near False Point, 
and as it approached the land fee velocity of advance <of fee storm was probably 
at least 30 miles an hour. The atosrm then pianted through Orissa and after¬ 
wards advanced, first in a north-westerly and then, in a northerly direction, 
finally breaking up in fee DfuMOorie and Simla Hills *>n the 20th or 21st. It 
brought very heavy rain in fee line of its Xdvanoe. 
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Whan the effects of this storm passed away, the monsoon current rapidly 
retreated from the province and commenced to retreat down tho Bay, so that at 
the end of September practically no rain was fulling'. In front of the retreating 
current, however, a cyclonic storm of moderate intensity was formed near 
Diamond Island on October 1st, and this very slowly advanced up to the hend of 
the Bay, striking the coast near Burisal on the night, of the 6th, and then 
advancing in* a north-easterly direction. This storm brought heavy rain to East 
Bengal, which received almost its normal full for October; but in all other 
districts rainfall was much below the normal, the falls generally varying from 
a quarter to a third of the normal amount. In South-West Bengal, Orissa, and 
Ghutia Nagpur, moderate showers fell in the early part of the month up to 
about the ?th, but the falls in North Bengal and South Behar were particularly 
scanty, and in North Behar practically no rain at all fell. Even the falls which 
v?ere received were less valuable than they might have been, from the fact that 
they were confined to a few days only in the early part of the month, and 
rainfall was practically absent over the greater part of the province from the 
7th, though a few showers fell in Chutia N agpur and parts of South Behar on 
the 28th and 29th. It must also be added that general rain commenced to fall 
in the south of Orissa at the end of October. 

In previous years it has been the custom to close the review of the monsoon 
season with the meteorology of October, but in the present year the meteor- 
ology of November has been so important that it is desirablo to state briefly 
the general conditions during this month. At the close of‘ October a violent 
cyclone was formed in the south of the Bay, which passed almost over Madras on 
the 31st, crossing the peninsula into the Arabian Sea. The wave of moist winds 
accompanying and following the cyclone then advanced up the west coast of the 
Bay ol Bengal, and gradually and slowly spread over Bengal. This moist cur¬ 
rent gave moderate rain to Orissa from about the 30th October to the 14 th of 
November; moderate rain to South-West Bengal from the 9th to tho Hth; and 
moderate rain to East and North Bengal on the 14th November;And light, but 
rather local, rain in South Behar and Chutia Nagpur from thcJiWth to the 14th. 
The moist winds then retired, but at the end of NouewbUE. a land-formed 
disturbance from Upper India drifted over the wrovinca ^ an o^ood general 
rain was received over practically the whole of JMnar on about the* 28th or 29th. 
AH divisions thplefore received faiij^gpfferal, and in some cases rather heavy, 
rain in November^nd the falls in” all divisions, except East Bengal, were 
largely above the normal. Orissa received an avorage fall of nearly three inches, 
South-West Bengal one of about one and-a-half inches. n North Bengal, East 
Bengal, jSouth Bohar, and Chutia Nagpur tho falls averaged from about four 
to fivo-tenths of an inch, but in North Behar tho average was only about 
two-tenths. The districts in which tho falls were smallest in November were— 
Chittagong, Noakholly, Durbhunga, Chumparun, Mozuffcrpur, Sarun, Backer 
gunge, and Rajshohye. 

The most important features of the monsoon season of 1888 and of the 
months preceding it in Bengal have been— 

1. Tho occurrence of sovoral tornadoes of an extremely violent type 
during March and April. 

2. The general rainfall was fairly normal in character for the first five 
months of tho year, *.e., nearly up to the usual date of the commencement of 
t bo true rainy season. 

3. There was a period of exceptionally intonse heat in June owing to 
tha serious retardation of tlv rains. 

4. The advance of monsoon current took place at about tho usual period in 
the south of the Bay; but owing to the existence of an area of barometric depres¬ 
sion off the Arakan and Pegu coasts, the monsoon winds were deflected towards 
Burma andAssamduring the greater part of June, and the true rains did not break 

‘ in Bengal until the 27th June, or rather more than a fortnight later than usual. 

6. The rainfall current was very strong during July .and August, and 
gave exceptionally heavy rain. ' 

6. The monsoon current was very light in September, and retreated more 
rapidly than usual, and rainfall in this montbsrwas only about three-fourths as 
large as usual. 
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7. In October, except at the commencement of the month and in East 
Bengal, rainfall was to a great extent absent. 

8. In November good general, but in most cases rather light, rain fell 
over practically the whole province. 

9. The following tables give briefly the amount and variation of the 
rainfall in each of thg seven meteorological divisions of the province, month by 
month, for the monsoon season, May to October inclusive:—

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SUMMARY OP THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
11th of JANUARY 1689. 

During the week fine weather has again prevailed over the whole reporting area. The 
very high pressure over South Bengal, and the northern part of the Bay, whioh obtained 
during the early part of the week, was accompanied by light irregular breezes, and almost 
cloudless skies. These light winds had* in Bengal and over the # northern half of the Bay a 
westerly tendenoy, but further south, strong north-easterly winds have prevailed. From 
the middle of the week, the abnormally high pressure began to give way, and, with the excep¬ 
tion of Thursday, the 10th, pressure continued to fall to the end of the week, tho fall on the 
last day being rapid, and at some stations almost equalling a tenth of an inch. The tempera¬ 
ture changed by small irregular amounts, humidity increased, and light variable winds 
became oommon in Bengal and over the Bay. Pressure was above the normal the first three 
days of the week, but during the latter half, the continued falls resultod in a defoct. Tem¬ 
perature has been about normal, and humidity high. Slight clouds have been reported from 
§ome districts of Bengal, but generally fine cloudless weather has prevailed with light variable 
north-westerly winds, high pressure, and fairly steady temperature. 

Pressure .—On Saturday, the first day of the week, a general small riso took plaoe, and 
pressure was almost uniform over the province and the Bay. On Sunday a rapid rise began, 
tho greatest changes being reported from the East Coast stations and those of North-East 
Bengal. The rise continued till Monday, the 7th, when abnormally high pressures were 
recorded in South-West Bengal and Orissa in some cases exceeding B0*2 inches. Gradients 
over the Bay became very steep. Afterwards the pressure began to fall, and this fall con¬ 
tinued, with the exception of Thursday, the 10th, to the end of the week. The fall was most 
rapid at the head of the Bay. The total change during tho week has been very small, and 
but for the difference of pressure in tho Bay being not quite so largo aa they wore, the 
pressure distribution at the end of this week is almost identical with that at the close of the 
precoding weok. 

• The goneral average pressure for the week has boon above the normal in all districts, 
the Gxooss averaging 0*04 inch. Tho excess is, however, smallest in the north of the province 
as indicated by such stations as Purneah and Durbhunga, and in South-West Bengal as 
represented by Calcutta and Burdwan, while it is comparatively large in East and Central 
Bengal. 

Temperature —The changes of temperature have been small and irregular, and there has 
been no general variation from tho mean, some stations rex>orting small and the others 

a similar defect. At tho beginning of the weok a slight rise wri r^^rted from almost all 
stations. This rise continued in Bengal for the three first days cfktAo but a fall, com¬ 

mencing in Burmali on Monday, became general, and slight^alls wre ov^iKhoro reported on 
Tuesday, the 8th. After that, though the changes wopg^ery irrej^rfar, slight falls were 
generally reported. On Friday, tho 1 ltli, a riso^Jccurred over the whole of Bengal, hut 
several Burmali stfcions and (Tiittagonflh**p«rf<l a slight fall. 

Tho mean ten^toaiure for the week for the whole province lins been about one degree 
below the normal; bm while defective temperatures have boon recorded in the north and oust 
of the province as indicated by such districts as North Beliar, North Bengal, and East 
Bengal; on the other hand, South Bohar and Chutia Nagpur have shown excess temperatures. 
The To west temperature reported during the week is from Burdwan, where 44*0° was regis¬ 
tered on the 7th. The minimum or night temperatures have indeed been distinctly low 
during the week. This is shown clearly in tho following table, where the average maximum, 
minimum and moan temperatures for the week at niuo typical stations in the province are 
compared with the normal values for the same period. At almost all these stations the 
minimum or night tom per at ur os have been in defect of tho normal, while the day tempera¬ 
tures have been in considerable excess.

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Rainfall —Has been entirely absent from the province throughout the whole week, except 
for a few drops of rain which fell at Buxa in the Darjeeling Hills district on the 9th instant.

5th —\That the loss of the salt occurred before the completion of the act of formal 
delivery of the boat's cargo. 

3th —That application for reweighment was made without any avoidable delay to the 
Superintendent of the Preventive Service. * 

7th —That before the reweighment the salt was (exoept under special circumstanoes 
which may render this impossible) in the custody of a Customs Officer to be 
deputed under paragraph VI. 

8th —That the expenses incurred for custody of the salt and reweighment have been 
paid by the rowannah-holder or other person concerned with the salt. 

II.—The act of formal delivery of the boat's cargo is to be considered to be completed 
when (a) the salt in the boat has been adulled, or (51 the boat-note has been made over, or (c) 
the boat with a full cargo haa oast off from the ship's side or the jetty at the salt golahs. 

9 III.—Refunds of duty will not be allowed after completion of delivery in the case of loss 
by any accident, such as collision with buoys, the Hooghly bridge, ships or other boats, or 
stormy weather. On the occurrence of a cyclone, the special circumstances of the case will be 
considered. 

IV. —The Preventive Officer is, before commencing delivery, to give notice in writing 
to the rowannahdar or his koyal or sirdar cooly, or the person taking delivery ou his behalf, 
whose name is endorsed on the back of the rowannah, whether the boat into which it is pro¬ 
posed to take delivery is nnsafe or unfit for a salt cargo; and, if the boat appears to become 
unsafe or unfit during the course of delivery, be is similarly to give notice. 

V. —If the rowannah-holder or hia representative (as described in paragraph IV) decide 
to take delivery or to continue taking delivery into a boat which the Preventive Officer has 
stated to be unsafe or unfit for a salt cargo, he is to he required to endorse bis decision on the 
written notice given by the Preventive Officer, and no olaim for refund of duty will, in event 
of loss, be entertained. 

VI. —If the Preventive Officer during the course of delivery, before it is formally 

complete, consider it necessary for the safety of the salt to order that the boat be cast off from 
the ship and beached, he may do so. He is then to arrange for the Oustoms flag to be hoisted 
on the foremast heal lor the information of the Divisional and.

VII. —The special Customs Officer deputed under papag^ph^^I is^^oe paid for at the 

rate of five rupees a day with ttie usual fees for overtime work^rif th^^wanRlk-holder or his 
representative (as described in paragraph IV) declines tactile for the services of a special 
officer, the salt is to ta left at his risk, andnoclaim for refund of duty will be entertaiued. If 
the salt has already K9Q taken into it is not to be given np until all expenses 

have been paid. 

VIII. —On an application for reweighment of salt alleged to have been saved from boat- 
wreck, the Superintendent of the Preventive Sbrviob is to require the applicant to pay the 
expenses of the special officer deputed under paragraph VI and of the reweighment, and is on 
payment thereof to have the salt reweighed at once. 

IX. —The object of this notice is to show the circumstances under which a claim for refund 
of duty on loss of salt by boat-wreck will not be entertained. No promise is made that claims 
entertained will necessarily be granted, and no admission is hereby made that any claim can be 
made as of right under any section of any law.

The bank to be' fished is the Miittuw&rtu P&ar, 
in 5* to 7 fathoms water, estimated to coutain oysters sufficient to employ 100 boats for 80 
days with average loads of 10,000 oysters each per day. 

It is therefore necessary that such boat owners and divers as may wish to be employed 
at the said fishery should be at Dutch Bay on or before 6th February next; and it is notified 
that the first day’s fishing will take place on or about 10th February, if possible. 

Dutch Bay is on the west coast of Ceylon, 25 miles south of Silavatturai and 4 miles 
north of Kalpitiya. It can be reached by sea or by backwater from Colombo. 

The fishery will be conducted on account of Government, and the oysters put up to sale 
in such lots as may be deemed expedient. 

The arrangements of the fishery will be the same as have been usual on similar 
occasions. * 

All payment to be made in ready money in Ceylon currency. 

Drafts on the banks in Colombo or bills on the Agents of this Government in India, at 
ten days’ sight, will be taken, on letters of credit being produced to warrant drawing of 
such drafts or bills. 

For the convenience of purchasers, the Treasurer at Colombo aiui the diffenflP Govern¬ 
ment Agents of Provinces will be authorised to receive cash deposit^ from pupes intending 
to beoome purchasers, and receipts of these officers will be tq£en i^payi^Dt of any sums 
due on account of the fishery.

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The special procedure provided by Act I of 1882 for enforcing? labour con¬ 
tracts in certain specified areas is in force, as far as the Lower Provinces are 
jconcerned, only in the districts of Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts. The Commissioner of Chittagong has frequently urged their withdrawal 
as not required in liis division; and in reviewing the departmental report for 
the year 1885, Sir Rivers Thompson so far accepted this. view as to express 
a hope.that the Time* ^as approaching when, considering the falling off in 
the number of labourers enrolled under the Act, it would <‘be possible to 
adopt the course recommended. As the results of the following year 
showed a further decline. Sir Steuart Bayley called for a special report on the 
subject, which the Commissioner has since submitted. In this communi¬ 
cation it is stated that such planters as had been consulted are unanimous in 
considering that the Act is not required, the ordinary law being sufficient to 
guard the* interests both of employers and employed. This is the view of the 
district Officers also, and the Commissioner gives his own opinion as follows :— 

“ It is not adapted to a‘district where labour is as plentiful as it is here, and where there 
is, now at least, no objection to taking work on a garden. So far as I have seen, the Act 
here is entirely against the interests of the cooly and of the better class of planters, while it 
is favourable to the worst class of planters only. Happily this last class is so small tlia^it 
may be said to be non-existent. 1 strongly recommend, therefore, that under the provi¬ 
sions of 'section 4 , the Inland Emigration Act be withdrawn entirely from the districts of 
Chittagong and. the Chittagong Hill Tracts." 

2. In deciding whether the recommendation thus forcibly expressed by the 
local officers should be accepted, the Lieutenant-Governor Ifas to give due weight 
to the consideration that the Government of India has repeatedly indicated for 
adoption the policy of dispensing with special legislation on the subject of 
labour contracts wherever it is possible to do so, leaving the matter to the 
operation of t-b* ordinary law of the country. “Such legislation,” the Secre¬ 
tary of State observed in a despatch No. i()2, dated 4tlY*I*,.'vember J886, 
“should g^nsidered as temporary only,* and clearly ought not to be main¬ 
tained lonfftii than is absolutely nect ssary for the protection of both the classes 
conceimed.^nTCjewed.Jiromjft^ standpoint, it seems clear tnat the retention of 
the systernjn^^ie ty^o dyfftfTcts referred to scarcely admits of defence. In the 
Hill Tractg£^&-A^caniS^ 'be said to be-necessary, as it is not now resorted to 
even in the case of a fcingle^*Ja>urer. In. Chittagong the number of labourers 
piaeed under contract according . provisions of t^e Act was never 

large, and has rapidly decreased 5n recent years: in 1881 

and had fallen to 433 in 1887, wifli the prospect of a'* further decrease 
in the immediate future. There 1$ nothing in the condition of the tea 
industry in Chittagong to suggest that it should be placed uuaer # an -excep¬ 
tional system, different from that prevailing in the rest of the province, 
and particularly in the districts of iytrieeling and Julpigorra, which are now 
the chief seats of the cultivation i n the tea plant. Chittagong is more’ 
densely populated than other tea df .tricts in Bengal, local labour is more 
generally used, and the dmporratior * of coolies is resorted to* only on a very 
minute scale. The maintenance of lbe statutory contract system cannot, there¬ 
fore, be looked upon, as really a necessity in that district, and there is even 
reason to believe that, so far as it ha,j any effect at all, it is rather a hindrance 
than an aid to the progress of teqj.cultivation. It certainly has not effected 
the object which the late Commissioner of Chittagong had in view wlienrecom- 
mending its introduction in the year 1)877—that of modifying the system of task 
work in the interest of the labourer, i 

3. The Inland Emigration Actljicaves .to the Local Government, \vjth the 
previous consent of the Government aL-India, the power of altering from time to 
time th& area within which the law; is in force. The Lieutenant-Governor 
considers that this power should nowloe exercised, and accordingly issues the 
* appended notification with the apprl val of the Governor-General in Council. 
The Superintendent and liemembraiJ er of Legal Affairs to Government has 
advised that this measure will not afirct existing contracts Otherwise than by 
putting an end to the exceptional i/ocedure by which they are at present 
enforced, leaving them in opetmion as ordinary engagements within the 
cognizance of the civil courts.

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
18th JANUARY 1889. 

At the end of the previous week the barometer was falling at all stations. On the 12th 
a brisk fall of pressure occurred over the greater part of the province which resulted in the 
formation of a shallow but distinct low-pressure area over Central and West Bengal and over 
the greater part of Behar. In oonsequenoe of thiB depression moist southerly winds set in over 
the i^gth of the Bay and the neighbouring districts, though northerly grinds still continued 
to blow in the centre and south of the Bay. With the reversal of the winds in Bengal 
temperature increased very rapidly in the southern districts and became abnormally high, 
while at the same time humidity became very high, and in some cases the air was almost 
saturated with moisture. On the 13th pressure rose briskly in Bengal and the shallow depres¬ 
sion filled up, hut still southerly winds continued to blow at most of the stations near the 
sea coaBt. At this time also it would appear that the disturbed conditions which had boon 
travelling south-eastwards along the line of the Himalayas existed over the hills to tho 
N^thof Bengal, and there is little doubt that tho -southerly moist winds blowing from 
theUfed of the Bay went to feed this disturbance, for on the 13th fairly general rain 
was reported over almost the whole of Behar, and on the 14th the rainfall liad extended over 
considerable parts of North Bengal and Ohutia Nagpur and to a few districts in Central and 
East Bengal. The disturbance, however, rapidly passed away, and on the 16th practically 
no rain was reported from any station. The rainfall was decidedly heaviest in North Bengal, 
but falls exceeding an inch wore only received at two or three stations. Notwithstanding 
the filling up of the depression and the disappearance of the disturbanoe, light and rather 
variable, but usually southerly winds still continued to blow at tho head of the Bay for 
sevoral days, and tomporature in South Bengal continued to increase, whilo humidity remained 
very high, and these conditions remoiued almost unchanged over this district until the close of 
tho week. Northerly winds were, howevor, commencing to blow from the middle of the week 
in North Bengal and North Behar, and were slowly driving back tho moist southorly winds 
which prevailed in South Bengal; and thus while at the closo of the week conditions over 
the north of the province were normal for the cold weather, very abnormal conditions as 
to temperaturo and humidity prevailed over the whole of South Bengal. 

Pr&ttirc. —B yssujj fci^s been slightly in defect over almost the '^bole province, a few 
stations only in Fjlrtfongta and Chutia Nagpur reporting jflight excVs. On the 12th 
a very abnormal distribution oociftred. There was a generdrfall, in sonl> cases amounting 
to nearly a tenth of nn inch, in South Bengal, and causing t\mro ■ slight c^SjfcsHion, which 
decidedly influent d tho wind directions and weather djnig tie whole oMKio week. On 
Sunday, tho l*>th, the depression begap to fill up, though, o&ig tcRjsligh^mu on tho follow¬ 
ing day, the nrrmol distribution was not restored till about thffltaidcmof to week. Though 
pressure lias ljei-n highest over Orissa, tilde has boon a s^ght deK^L Tl*e hr gest 

defect is in South-West Bengal in the neighbourhood of where it amounts to about 

*05 inch. The .J^nciffcl changos have general fall reported on Saturday, 12tb^ 

and, with flome elfifiijppns, a slight steady rise until the lust day of the week, when there ifuSV 
again a general fall. “ 

Temperature. - The main feature in the temperature changes during the week was 
the extraordinarily rapid rise which took place from the 11th to the 12th at the southern 
stations, an<b from tho 12th to the 13th further inland. The rise was most rapid in 
South-West Bengal, where at several stations the minimum temperature increase?! 10° and 
upwards in the 24 hours. Temperature also continued generally to increase iu all dis¬ 
tricts except the north of* the province, and thus the average temperature for tho week 
for the greater part of the province has been largely in exoess. The excess in the mean 
temperature fur the week iu South-West Bengal has been nearly 7°, while in Ohutia Nagpur 
it lias boon nearly 8°. Smaller excess temperatures have beon registered in all other districts 
except l^orth Behar, where a defect of 1*4° is registered. 

The general range of temperature during the weok and its large variation from that 
usually obtaining at this season is shown in the table below, where the average maximum, 
minimum and mean temperatures at nine typical stations in different districts of the province 
are given, compared with the normal values for the same period:—

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Bain fall .—The average rainfall in North Bengal during the week has equalled nearly 
three-tenths of*an inch, while in East Bengal, Behar, and Chutia Nagpur it has averaged 
from one to two-tenths. In South-West Bon gal the average fall has been smaller than this, 
while Orissa has been rainless. Taking up the rainfall district by district, the following 
districts have received an average fall from half to one inch:—Piifena and r R«jshahve ; the 
following falls averaging from a quarter to half an inch lleerbhoom, Moershedabad, My- 
mensing, Bogra and Maldah; and the following falls from a tenth to*a quarter of an 
inch:—Oomillah, Dinagepore, Rungpore, Mosuflerpore, Garun, BhagUlpore, SonthdfrPer- 
gunnahs, Lohardugga, and Manbhoom.

No. 285.—In exercise of the power conferred by Act I of 1870, the following Rules 
for Quarantine against Cholera have been made by the Government of Bombay, with the 
previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council: they have effect from the 18th 
instant in the Port of Aden and at Perim as a temporary measure : — 

I.—The Commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native craft, 
arriving from Bombay, shall, before entering the harbour, indioate by signal 
the port from which such vessel has come. 

XI.—Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any communi¬ 
cation, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with 
any other vessel or boat in the harbour. c 

HI.—Immediately on arrival, the Commander shall cause the letter R of the Com¬ 
mercial Signal Code to be hoisted, and shall keep the said flag flying 
during his stay in port, or until authorized by the Health Officer to haul 
it down. If communication with the shore is not desired, the vessel shall 
anchor at such place as may bo pointed out by the Port authorities, having 
regard to the season of the year. If communication with the shore is 
desired, the Health Officer shall go alongside the vessel, and, after all 
necessary enquiries, s^jdl direct the Commander to take the vessel to the 
quarantine anchorage duly appointed and notified in that behalf by the 
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Resident, there to remain for a period of seven days from the date of 
arrival, or for the shorter period prescribed in liule IV, and undergo dis¬ 
infection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, effects, and 
Buspectible goods. 

IV.—If the Health Officer of the Port has sufficient evidence that no cases of a sus¬ 
picious nature have taken place on board during the voyage, and if the 
vessel is besides in good hygienic condition, the duration of the quarantine 
will be diminished according to the following scale:— 

After eight days of voyage ... ... six days of quarantine. 

Do. nine ditto ... ... five ditto. 

Do. ten ditto ... ... four ditto. 

Do. eleven ditto ... ... three ditto. 

Do. twelve ditto ... ... two ditto. 

Do. thirteen ditto and upwards ... twenty-four hours of quarantine. 

If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid, any case 
or eases of cholera should occur on board, the said vessel shall remain in 
quarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the last case occurring 
and be subject to all the prohibitions provided for in Rule III. 

•‘When any vessel has been placed in quarantine aB aforesaid, the Health Officer 
may direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as may not 
be Buffering from illness, and whose services may not be required on board 
the vessel, to such particular spots as may from time to time lie selected by 
the Resident as places of quarantine, there to remain for a period of seven 
days. If a case of cholera ocours among such passengers and crew during 
any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine for a period of 
fifteen days from the date of the occurrence of the last case of such illness. 

VII.—Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 
landed under such precautions as the Health Officer may deem necessary to 
prevent the spread of the disease.

7 th —That before the rew< i^iiment the salt was (except under special circumstances 
which may render this impossible) in the custody of a Customs Officer to be 
deputed undi-r paragraph VI. 

8 th —That the expenses incurred for custody of the salt and rewoighment have been 
puid by the rowannah-holder or other person concerned with the salt. 

II. —The act of formal delivery of the boat's cargo is to bo considered to be completed 
when (a) the salt in the boat lu»s been adulled, or (6) the boat-note lias been made over, or (c) 
the boat with o full cargo has cast oft from the phip'a side or the jetty at the salt golabs. 

III. —Refunds of duty will not be allowed after completion of delivery in the ousts of loss 

by any accident, such as collision with buoy’s, the llooghly bridge, ships or other boats, or 
stormy weather. On the occurrence of a cyclone, the special circumstances of the case will be

IV. —The Preventive*Officer is, before commencing delivery, to give notice in writing

The Chairman shall supply to each polling officer a sufficient number of copies of 
so much of tho list of voters /evised in accordance with Section 22, Act II (B.C.) of 
1888, as may relate to the wards for which such polling officer is appointed to take 
votes, and no vote shall be received by the polling officer or bis assistant?, unless the 
name of the voter is entered in such list. The Chairman shall also furnish the polling officer 
with the names of the candidates for each ward as announced in 9 accordance with Section 31 
of the above Act, and no vote shall be received in favour of any person other than one of such 
candidates. 

5. All votes must bo given at tho poll on forms to be provided by the Chairman at 
the polling stations.

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unable to write, the names and number shall be written at the dictation of the voter by the 
polling officer or one of his assistants, and such polling officer or assistant Bhall in that case 
append his own signature to the form. 

6. The Chairman shall circulate to the voters of all wards for which there will be a poll 
under Section 3.1, a post-card containing in English the name of the voter, the number of votes 
be is entitled to give, the names of the candidates for his ward, the polling station, and such 
other directions as th'e Chairman may think fit ; such post-card shall be poBted not less than 
two nor more than seven days before the date of election.

(3) That the name of the candidate voted for corresponds with the form aeqfgned for 

such candidate. 

(4) That the post-card, if brought by the voter, is attached to his voting paper or one 

of his voting papers ; 

(5) That the voter has not given more votes than he is entitled to. 

10. No objection shall be taken at the polling station to the name of any voter entered 
in the list or to the number of votes assigned to him, but if any objection is taken to the 
identity of any voter, it shall be recorded on the back of the voting paper by the polling officer 
or his assistant. 

11. If any voter gives more votes than he is entitled to, and the mistake escapes detec¬ 
tion till after the voter has loft the poll, a sufficient equal number of votes shall be 
deducted from each candidate voted for to bring the number ox votes within the number allotted 
to the voter.

I am directed by His Excellency the Hon'ble Arthur fl! Gordon, Governor of Ceylon, to 
transmit to you the acoompanyiug advertisement of a Pearl Fishery which it is intended to 
hold in Dutch Bay on the west coast of Ceylon iu February 1889, and I am to request you 
to be good enough, with the permission of Ilis Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India in Council, to have them widely circulated. 


PEARL FISHERY OF 1889. 

Notice is hereby given that a Pearl Fishery will take place at Dutch Bay, in the Island 
of Ceylo®, on or about 10th February 1889. The bank to be fished is the Muttuwartu Paar, 
ill 5 to 7 fathoms water, estimated to contain oysters sufficient to employ 100 boats for 30 
days with average loads of 10,000 oysters each per day. 

It is therefore necessary that such boat owners and divers as may wish to be employed 
at the said fishery should be at Dutch Bay on or before 0th February next; and it is notified 
that the first day’s fishing will take place on or about 10th February, if possible. 

Dutch Bay is on the west coast of Ceylon, 25 miles south of Sildvatturai and 4 miles 
north of Kalpitiya.

The Lieutenant-Governor has had under consideration the circumstances 
connected with the outbreaks of cholera among emigrants on their way from 
Bengal to the labour districts of Assam, and the means best calculated to check 
hucIi epidemics. The present law (Act I of 1882) recognises two distinct systems 
of emigration; labourers executing engagements under the first are kept under 
strict sanitary supervision from the date of i pruitment to that of their arrival in 
Assam, every detail as to their lodging in dcpb^, their journey, tlmir food, and 
their clothing being regulated on an elaborate n an, while those who adopt the 
second system, known as that of free emigration, do n t execute any ijp^al 
engagements until they reach Assam, and are on that account, as e t iVin^ 
travellers, exempted from any special sanitary while passim V 

through Benga^ The latter constitute the great majority, and it has been 
ascertained tha^ they aj|i\conveyed in large bodies, and detained for a consider¬ 
able period it dcpoLs,/io\hat their position, so far as the necessity for sanitary 
contiol is concW"ncd,/40M not differ from that of labourers engaged under the 
Act. Tim 0 \vmisij d for their reception at Rancegunge were recently 
, inspcctcfafolie insfcaneetos^he Indian Tea Associ\y ; ^. Ity \lic Superintendent of 
i, ’immigration, wlio reported that'h^qj^pg^' 1 tiio sanitary i* meats to be 
very defective, the water-supply to he drawn in maiA-^ases from more 
or less unclean tanks, the cooking of the food to be impenv.tly attended 
to, and the total absence of special hospital acconfmodatiori for the treatment 
of coolies attacked with cholera or oilier contagious diseases, and of satisfactory 
arran"ertftvits for the disposal of the dead or of their belongings. It seems 
to the Lieutenant-Governor to he most necessary that these depots or rest- 
houses should be brought under sanitary supervision; and, the question whether 
the law should not be amended with this object has been submitted for the 
consideration of the Government of India. In the meantime it seems desir¬ 
able to tz«ke such temporary measures as are within the power of Government 
for the prevention of the more flagrant sanitary abuses, without having 
recourse io the suspension of emigration, which had to be enforced in 188B 
in certain districts. 

2. A cholera shed and place of inspection for coolies going to Assam, 
with the necessary establishment required for the proper treatment and care 
of the sick, was last year established at ICurigram, aud the agency sanctioned 
for medical inspection at’Mugra was at the name time transferred to Naihatti, 
emigrants having ceased to break (he journey at the former place. 
Arrangements were also made for the proper treatment of emigrants during 
ihe transit by rail, and fur reporting by telegram to she Emigration authorities 
at Dhubri all cases of cholera occurring along the line of railway and at 
Goal undo. 'J he Commissioners of yte Oliota Nagporc and Kurdwan Divisions 
wore further instructed,cpending/the contemplated amendment of the law, 
to take such executive measures as they could adopt with the co-operation of 
municipalities to mitigate the sanitary abuses brought to light by the inspec¬ 
tion of tue depots in both divisions by the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal. 
These orders arc now repeated; and, in addition, the Lieutcuant-Govornor desires 
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that the Sanitary Commissioner or the Superintendent of Emigration, as they 
may agree between themselves, in conjunction with a Magistrate to bo deputed 
for the purpose by the District Magistrate, should inspect the private depots 
at Raneegunge, and indicate to the owners any sanitary, improvements which 
the inspection may show to be urgently necessary. It is hoped that such requi- 
• sitions will be obeyed, but if they are not, it will probably be jjpcessary to take 
further steps under the municipal law, or by stopping emigration from infected 
areas. The depbts at Calcutta should be similarly inspected, in communica¬ 
tion with the Commissioner of Police. The Municipality will be requested to 
ensure the due disposal at Raneegunge of the bodies of coolies dy ing at the 
dep&ts: cremation need not be insisted on, but all interments should be duly 
performed. The Superintendent of Inland Emigration will also be instructed 
to open a temporary cholera hospital at Raneegnnge for infected coolies on 
a plan which be has prepared. In the event'of an outbreak of cholera a medical 
officer will be deputed fb the Sealdah station, and another to the Raneegunge 
station, to examine emigrants, and, in communication with the Railway 
authorities, to prevent those infected from starting, The depdt from which 
an infected coolie comes should be ascertained in each case with a view to the 
adoption of precautionary measures. 

The increased expenditure involved in these arrangements should be 
borne by the Inland Labour Transport Fund.

Rfsoltttton.— The question of improving the means of communication 
between the Dooars tea districts a^jj^Tulpigoree has been brought several times 
to the notice of the Government of Bengal. In September 18S7, Messrs. 
Finlay, Muir and Company anf others again urged upon tbe Government the 
. l>r^ connecting the tea-gardens in the Dooars with the Northern 

Dr^alotatc K A lway s and asked for a guarantee of four per cent. for a fixed 
period to enable wMft. to raise the capital required. The Lieutexltfnt-Governou 
then determined to have the surveys for the lino tarried om by the Public 
Works Department and expressed his willingness to givfjfceeol! the. land,

2. In Nrwember 18S7, the Government of Bengal ordered the bommenc *- 

ment of the surveys and the preparation of the necessary plans aud csnmancH 
of tin* cost of constructing the tramway. — ^ 

3. Two proposals had been submitted for connecting the tea-gardens 
with the railway. The first, and that which had received the most support, was 
fur a tramway starting from the bank of the river Teesta opposite ddilpigoree 
and running north through the country to the west of the Durlah river t<> a 
point above its junction with the Cliel and below its junction with the Mai 
and the Neora. Crossing the Durlah in this locality, the line would run along 
the general alignment of the' Mai road to near the Mai post-office, thence run¬ 
ning west via the Bullabaree bungalow to the Ctiel. To serve the Nugracnttu 
gardens there would, be a braneu leaving this line at a point b* low the cross¬ 
ing of the Durlafi and running in an easterly direction to the point where tlio 
Nagraeotta road crosses the.Juldaka river. The length of the main line would 
be 35 miles and that of the branch about 6 miles. 

The second proposal was for a line joining the Northern Bengal State 
Railway .at Silliguri. This line would run in a north-easterly direction to a 
point on the Teesta below jCs junction with the Ghecsn, where there would be a 
steam ferry. From this point, ihe line would trend towards the north, ruuuing 
between the Gheesli and the Chel rive* to some point on tue latter at 
which it could be bridged. It would theJLrun in an easterly direction as far 
as the Mai river, beyond which it was undersefcod it could not be carried except 
at. great cost. 

4. The survey for the‘line was begun in December 1887, and, after some 
correspondence as to the proper route to be adopted, was completed in August 
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1888* The plans and estimates of the cost of constructing the tramway have 
now been completed, and the whole project is, sufficiently matured for the con¬ 
sideration of any definite proposals that may be made. 

6. The project as it now stands is for a tramway from a point opposite 
Julpigoree on the east side of the Teesta river to Mai, a mart in the centre of 
the Western Dooars, with branches to Dam-Dim and Ramsahai, the whole 
being 40 miles m length. The reasons for placing the line as laid down are 
>given in detail m the report' on the estimate which* accompanies this Reso¬ 
lution. The line will provide access to most of the tea-gardens, and it is capa¬ 
ble* of being extended to tne Ghalsa gardens hereafter. 

6. The total* cost of the tramway was estimated by the Inspector of Local 

Works who had charge of the surveys at Rs. 12,60,682. The estimate has been 
revised and corrected ih this .office, and now stands at Rs. 11,26,017, as 
shown in the accompanying; note (Appendix F). The estimate as it now'stands 
is believed to be a reliable one, but the Government can undertake no respon¬ 
sibility for its accuracy. . * 9 

7. The estimate of the traffic can at best be only approximate, and the 
Government of Bengal cannot be responsible for its correctness. Returns of 
traffic will be found appended to this Resolution, and it is for thos& who propose 
to take up the scheme to estimate what portiod of this traffic would be carried on 
the tramway, and what receipts would be derived from it. 

8. It is now left to those interested to submit proposals framed in. accor¬ 

dance with the “Bengal Tramways Act, 1883,” for the construction of this 
tramway. The demands on the District , Fund are such as to preclude the 
District Board from giving any guarantee for payment of interest on the 
capital required for the undertaking, and *th^ 1 concessions which the Govern¬ 
ment is prepared to make must be considered as. limited to ^hose sp^c^ * in 
the first paragraph of this Resolution. i

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
25th JANUARY 1889. 

The meteorological conditions in Bengal at the end of the previoffe week wero Tory 
abnormal from the faot that temperature was excessive, while humidity was also high, and the 
most important *weather changes during the present week have been—first, the reduction of 
temperature in Bengal, in some districts of which an exoes^of 7° continued during the two 
first days of the week; second, the decrease of humidity reported on Sunday, the 20th, 
especially in South Bengal with the renewal of northerly winds; and third, the changes 
consequent on the extension towards the end of the week to Behar, Santa Bengal, and 
Orissa, of two disturbances whioh had formed in Central and Northern India. 

On Saturday, the 19th, a few showers fell in B har, but the ekios were everywhere 
rapidly clearing, and fine weather became general over* the whole of the province. Temperature' 
was still abnormally high, and southerly windB recommenced at tho head of the Bay, in 
conseqwBnoe of the low-pressure area whioh prevailed over North Bengal. This low-pressure 
area filled up, however, on the following day, and northerly winds returned over South 
Bengal and the Bay, and these caused a large reduction of humidity, though the 
temperature still remained rather high, specially in the southern districts. The excess 
temperature was generally largest during the day, and wlion the high lemporaturo began 
to give way, the change was greatest in the night temperatures. On tho 21st pressure 
increased rapidly in South Bengal and Orissa, and was accompanied by a large reduction 
of temperature, tho fall amounting iu some cases to almost 10°. From the 21st to the 
•24th fine weather prevailed in all districts, until tho fall of the barometer and increase of 
humidity in Orissa and Behar wer^fcsed by the eastward movement of the disturbances 
in Central and Northern India. those days tho pressure and temperature were 

falling in South-West Bengal awT Orissa, giving a slightly defective temperature in the 
western parts of tAese districts, (ft the 24th pressure continued falling in Orissa, due to the 

fly movomoii of the depression whioh had formed in Central India but rose elsewhere, 
Kw-preH«*urI area became distinctly marked over Orissa and part of West Bengal. 

[lib affect'd in Bengal on Thursday, giving cloudy weather^na slight showers, 

he disturbance rapidly passed away, and had almost ceased to exist o m Friday, the 25th. 
The few showers and humid cloudy weather whioh obtainfiAin Delusion Thursday were 
caused by the eastward passage of the Beoond depression had fSned in Northern 

India, but its influence also rapidly disappeared, and withdme lising ^Ksure on Thursday 
fine weather was quickly restored, and ordinary north-eas^ipCT ^db J^finditionB obtained 
generally at the end of the week. 

Pressure .—Pressure*at thehggiWmng of the week, and for the fir 
two dayB only smyMrregular cliangefcfcsJp^JiBi^w4f!K5t sensibly altering the variation from' 
the normal *at Uj^PAflereut stations. On Monday, the 21st, a general, and in some districts 
a rapid, rise ocuffed, giving everywhere an excess. The rise was most rapid in Behar, North 
Bengefo ld Aftm, tlie greatest ohange of over one-tenth of an inch being at Pumeah. This 
n^S^srtly removed on the following day, when there was a general fall, largest in Rebar, 
where it averagod about ’05." On Wednesday the fall continued with gwnt* rapidity in 
Orissa and the western districts of the Province, * in connection with tho low-pressuro areas 
whioh had formed in Central India and the Punjab, both of which moved eastward. On 
Thursday the low pressure over Orissa and the north-west oomer of the Bay intensified, and 
was made more decided by a rise elsewhere, espeoially towards tho east. The depression 
rapidly fillod up, a general rise being reported on Friday, especially in Orissa and South-West 
Bengal. The important changes during the week were therefore the rise on Monday, the fall 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, and the filling up of the Orissa low-prossure area. The changes 
were otherwise irregular, and the normal pressure conditions with which the week opened 
were almost restored at the close, though the average pressure for the wook was slightly higher 
than the normal. 

Temperature, —Notwithstanding the rapid fall of temperature which took plaoe in the 
early part of the week, the average mean temperature for the Proviuoe lias been about 8° above 
the normal, the excess boing strongly marked in Orissa and Chutia Nagpur, whero it has 
equalled from 4° to 5°. 

Tho general range and distribution of temperature for the week and its variation from 
the normal is shown in the following table, where the average maximum, minimum and 
mean temperatures at niuo t; epical stations in the Province are compared with the normal 
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values for the same period. Inhoth day and night readings it will be seen that temperature 
has been considerably in excess

Rainfall —The average rainfall in North Bengal, Behar, and Chutia Nagpur for the week 
has been between a tenth and a fifth of an inch ; elsewhere it has been practically rainless. 
The largest falls have actually occurred in the Sarun, Darjeeling, Jupigoorco, Cooch Behar, and 
Shahabad districts ; but even Jhere the falls havC^ o-eraged considerably less than half an 
inch. ‘*1.

THE BRUCE INSTITUTION. 

I.—The Bruce Legacy. # 

1. The testatrices of this bequest, Miss Sarah Bruce and Miss Mary Aim 
Bruce, were the daughters of Mr. Alexander Bruce, who was for many years 
engaged as an indigo planter in Indfi'i. After making a fortune in this country, 
he returned to England wifti his tti, o daughters, at that time of a tender age, 
and took up his residence in London. In 1827 Mr. Bruce died, and left his 
two daughters all his fortune. They had only one near relation, a Colonel 
Bruce, who was thoir first coutin, and who is reported to have been a Waterloo 
veteran, and to have fought with Wellington throughout the Peninsular war. 

2. The elder sister. Miss Sarah Bruce, actuated, it may be presumed, by a 
knowledge of the lamentable condition of the poorer classes of the domiciled 
Christian community in and about Calcutta, was desirous of leaving the bulk 
of her property for tho purpose of founding an institution in Calcutta for the 
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maintenance and education of Eurasian female children. She persuaded her 
sister to follow her example, and they finally executed wills by which 
they defeated the greater portion of their joint fortunes to that object. 
The trusts created under those wills directed that the bequests should be 
applied ‘‘for or towards the foundation and endowment of any institution at 
Calcutta or at any place within 50 miles thereof for the education and main¬ 
tenance of half-caste or Eurasian female children, whether legitinAto or other¬ 
wise, and in particular orphans or those doserted by their paronts, such child¬ 
ren to be admitted only between tho ages of 5 and 10 years, and to be main¬ 
tained until thoy can be provided for in some rcSpectable and useful station 
in lif o 

3. The cider sister died in 1878, and the younger in 1880. The sums 
received under Miss Sarah Bruce’s will, after deducting log.il expenses, amount 
to £28 766-11-6, and further securities valued.at £22,000 will be added to the 
bequest on tho death of two legatees mentioned in her will; the amount 
received under Miss Mary Ann Bruce’s will is about £17,000. The ultimate 
value of *the joint bequost may therefore be estimated at nearly ten lakhs of 


4. It appears that as early as the year 1886, the Secretary of State for 
India had received communications from tho Misses Bruce, intimating their 
intention of founding this Indian charity. In 1881, however, aftor the doath 
of tho testatrices, the Government of India, at the instance of tho Secretary 
of State, requested tho Government of Bengal to prepare a scheme for the 
administration of tho legacy. On The recommendation of the Director of 
‘ Public Instruction, Bengal, the suhgJit was referred to tho Committee appointed 


to consider tho question of Euroupan and Eurasian education in India. The 
Director of lhiblicllnstruotion, a* President of tho Committee, in his report on 
tho svl^rct pointef out that a serious difficulty presented itself at, tho outset 
in tMPmiaiung tetc^^jpehed to the term ‘ institution ’ AVas itgftoeessary to 
b„ ifcT and maintam^separate home and school; or would it he &*ncicnt if the 
girls to be benefited by the trust were placed in one or nujre exisflig institutions 
having similar objects ? A further and more serious d^jLilty pksonted itself 
in the absenco of any reference to religious distin«icLs. ^ 'Mm wills made 
poverty and necessity the solo grounds for admissioAto^y; the 

trust- but tho Director proceeded to sayj in rofgm|Me to tho claim of the 
Roman Catholic Cbgfccli to conta>l'V*aft4lupcc«rillH education of children of that^ 
communion, tbatjJPreligious distinctions are ignored, the necessary result 
will be to de|#fve tho majority of the class for whom the trust was dovisoU 
•from any share in its benefits.” “ It is only by recognising religious distinctions 
that the benefits of tho trust can bo extendod to all denominations of tho 


Eurasian cominuuity.” . ^ 

5. This was also tho view which commended itselt to the Governments 
of India and Bengal. On the receipt of the Committee’s report, however, the 
Government of Bengal, in consultation with the law officers of Government, 
finally resolvod to have a scheme for the administration of the trust prepared 
undor the direction of the High Court of Calcutta A suit was accordingly 
instituted (the Advocate-General of Bengal versus the Secretary of Stalo for 
India in Council) “ fr the construction of tho wills of Miss Surah Bruce and 
Miss Mary Ann Bruce, deceased, os to the charitable trusts tlurein mentioned, 
and to have a scheme framed for administering the said trusts, &c.” By a 

decree of the Ilon’ble High Court, dated tho 26th August 1886, a schome for 

the administration of the Bruce Legacy Fund was adopted, and provision was 
made for the establislmic.it and management of tho Institution on an un¬ 
denominational basis. 'The costs incurrod iu this suit, on both sides, amounted 

to a sum slightly above ns ^'>,<>00. . . . , , _ 

6. Under this decree it was declared tliat “ an institution shall no estab¬ 
lished for the purposo of carrying out the trusts tor the benefit of balf-casto or 
Eurasian female children, contained in the 4ills of Miss Sarah Bruce ami Miss 
Mary Ann Bruce, and of administering tho T^uds provided for that purpose. 
The Institution shall be called tho Bruce Institution,” and “ shall be under the 
management of twelve Governors .... The Governors shall provide an office 
in Calcutta at which .... tlie business of tho Institution slmll bo earned on 

Tho girls to receive the benefits of the Institution shall bo elected by tho 
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Governors. Each girl who has been elected shall be educated and main- 

tained by the Governors at such suitable boarding school as they may from 
time to time select. In selecting from time to time the school at which the 
girls ahull be educated and maintained, the Governors shall take into account 
. . . . the religious denomination of the school and all other circumstances 
which they may deem material.” By the interpretation thus given to the 
term ‘ institution,,’ the religious difficulty altogether disappeared. 

II.—- The Bkuce Institution, 1887* 

7. Control .—Under the scheme the management of the Institution is vested 

in a representative body of twelve Governors, five ex-officio and seven others, 
nominated in the first instance by the High Court for a term of three years, 
and thereafter to bo appointed by the Local Government. The ex-officio Gover¬ 
nors are the lion’ble the Chief Justice of Bengal, the Bishop of Calcutta, the 
Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals in Bengal, the Chairman of the Calcutta 
Municipality, and the Director of Public Instruction. ^The^GovernorsJiave the 
entire control of the Institution and of its income, subject in certain cases to the 
approval and confirmation of the Local Government. The first meeting of the 
Governors was held on the 1st December 18S6, at which Sir Alfred Croft, Director 
of Public Instruction, was asked, and consented, to accept the appointment of 
Honorary Secretary to the Institution under rule 22, and it was agreed that 
with his consent the office of the Director of Public Instruction in Writers’ 
Buildings should, for the present, be the office at which, in conformity with 
rule 21, the meetings of the Governor should take place, and the business of 
the Institution be carried on. Mr. WilmdThv^Dover was appointed under rule 
23, and placed in charge of the office. ^ 

8. During tlie year 1887 there were two changes in tlijf Board of Gover¬ 

nors : the Government of Bengal under rule 10 appointed tlm^ *fen’ble 
F. 11. MioY^ll, Officiating Archdeacon of Calcutta, f^r.^o. Governor*^ the 
Institution, ri^tho Ven’ble Archdeacon Atlay, retired ; ancf"the Reverend GV \ V. 
Manson, Officiating Sy^or Chaplain of the Church of Scotland, to be a Governor, 
vice the RevCrend Gillan, on furlough. Mr. C. H. Tawney, while officiat¬ 

ing for the I^eptnp^fjRPublic Instruction, acted as Honorary Secretary to the 
Instittfriotir, a*f%rid$ of four mfonths, from May to September J887, during 
Sir Alfred Croft’s absenWs&t). deputation. 

9. Capital and Income.— funds of thrf*Listitution, invested 
in Government securities and in the hands of the Nu^retary of State, 
amount to Rs. 6,33,900; a further investment of Bs. T^OOO was made 
by the Governors out of tho accumulations of interest in May 1887, making 
in all a total of six-and-a-half lakhs in round numbers—a sum , nearly equal 
to the**'aggregate capital of the trust funds, _ about thirty-six in number, 
administered by the District Charitable Society of Calcutta. Tlie cash 
balance of the fund, amounting to Rs. 13,266-3-5, was made over to the 
Governors and placed to the credit of an account current, opened in the name 
of the Institution in the Bank of Bengal. The annual income of the Insti¬ 
tution. amounts to nearly Rs. 26,000, and is applied solely to the objects 
specified in rules 3 and 20 of the Bcheme of management. The accounts were 
closed up to the 31st December 1887, and were audited by the Examiner of 
Local Accounts; the report of the auditor, together with a copy of the 
accounts, was forwarded to the Chief Secretary to the Government of BengaJ. 
under rule 28. 

10. Elections. —Tho preliminary election was held in the month of Febru¬ 
ary, and tlie first annual eloetion in August 1887. The opinion expressed by 
tho Director of Public Instruction, in his report abovementioned, that “the 
Eurasian poor are more than sufficient to fill joany times over the Bruce 

institution,” and that there would “bo no want of candidates.who fulfil, 

in every respect of poverty and destitution, all the conditions roquired by the 
trust,” was fully borne out by subsequent facts. For the preliminary election, 
applications for admission wenv^ceived on behalf of 221 girls, and at the 
election held in August 1887, about 80 applications were received for the ten 
vacancies that were notified. At the preliminary election, it was held by 
the Governors that all children who had attained the age of ten years not earlier 
than the month of August 1886, the time fixed for the annual election, should be

considered eligible; and except in the case of children who had lost both parents, 
preference was given to thoso who were approaching the highor limit of age, 
and tx> those who were members of large families. Ou the report of a Sub¬ 
committee appointed to consider the applications for admission, 69 children 
were elected to the benefits of the Institution at the preliminary election ; at 
the election in August, 10 othors were added to the number ; making in all a 
total of 79 girls, who are being educated and maintained at flie cost of the 
Institution. ^1’ho following statements exhibit particulars as to the class and

12. Nature and Coat of Education .—The naturo of the education afforded 
to the girls is that of primary and _ middle schools as defined in tlio Code 
of Regulations for European Schools in Bengal; in special cases, however, 
a higher standard of education may be imparted. The end sought is to fit 
the girls for a respec ubfo and useful station in life. The average monthly cost 
of the education of each girl on the Foundation amounts to Ks. 16-2-11 • an 
additional allowance is made to the Praft Memorial and Calcutta Girls’ Schools 
on account of outfit. The total amount phid under tho head of “ Education and 
Maintenance *' during the year 1887 was Ks. 11,435. 

13. Examinations .— As all the schools at which the girls are at present 
placed are under Government inspection, the Governors have prescribed 
no separate examination, but obtain from the Inspector of European Schools 
copies of the reports of his annual examination and inspection of each school 
together with copies of the examination schedules of each girl on the Founds^ 
tion. Tho subjoined table shows tho results of the annual examination for tho 
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school year 1886-87. A large number (33) of the girls, being at present in the 
infant class, were not examined :—

These results were considered by the Governors to be satisfactory. 

14. Inspection .—The Governors, however, reserve to themselves full 
powers of inspection and supervision over all matters affecting the health and 
comfort of the girls ; and for this purpose they appoint one of their number 
to be a visiting Governor for six months, whose duty it is to visit each school 
within that term, and to report upon them at its expiration. Favourable re¬ 
ports have generally been made of the girls in regard to conduct, application 
and attendance. Thoy have generally enjoyed good health, with the single 
exception of a girl, named Hilda Pereira, who was admitted to the Kntally 
Convent in March 1887. It wa> remarked Convent authorities that the 

child was ailing at the time of her admission. On Vie 27th July she was removed 
by her mother to the Calcutta Medical College Hospital, where,/about a fort¬ 
night later, she died. 1

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6. Inspection. —Mr. W. H. Ryland was appointed visiting Governor for 
the first, and the Reverend G. W. Manson for the second half year, the Venable 
Archdeacon Mich ell taking up the work of visitation during the absence of the 
Reverend G. W. Manson, on leave. A favourable report has been generally 
given by the school authorities of the conduct, application, and attendance of the 
girls on the foundation, the only exception being that of a very young girl in 
the Calcutta Free School, who was accused of stealing. 

Mr. Ryland in his report states that a spacious dormitory Las lately been 
added to the building of ^he Loretto Convent, Entally, which has in this 
respect an advantage over some of the other institutions, but that in the 
provision made for the health, comfort, care, and cleanliness of the girls, 
nothing seems wanting in any of the schools to which girls on the foundation 
have been admitted. 

7. Meetings .—Four meetings were held during the year, and among the 
various resolutions passed, the following may be noted :— 

(a) To allow a uniform rate of Rs. 32, plus Re. 1-8, Burial Board fees, 
for the funeral expenses of girls dying while on the foundation 
(S) To support the authorities of the schools in any disciplinary 
measures, which they might adopt in order to secure the punctual 
return of girls on the foundation to school after tho close of 
a vacation.

points are pioved to the satisfaction of the Board of Revenue:—

6. For section 3, sub-section (tf), of the Bill as introduced we have substituted 
a section (section 5 of the revised Bill) providing that no offence relating in any way 
to the “issue” of unauthorised pieces of metal for use as money is to be cognizable 
by the police or, without the previous sanction of the District Magistrate or Sub- 
divisional Magistrate, by any Magistrate except a District Magistrate or Subdivisional 
Magistrate. 

7. In section 4 we have reduced the maximum period of imprisonment to one year for 
a first offence, and to three years after a previous conviction. 

S. We have added to section 5 of the Bill as introduced (section 8 of the revised Bill) 
a clause making it an offence for any person on behalf of a railway-administration or 
local authority, or on behalf of the lessee of any tolls leviable by such an administration 
or authority, to receive as money any piece of metal which is not coin as defined in the 
Indian Penal Code. 

9. As regards section 6 of the Bill as introduced (section 9 of the revised Bill) we 
agree with Mr. R. J. C isthwaitc, the Judicial Commissioner of the Central Provinces, in 
thinking that the effect of that section might be to weaken the existing law as to Queen's 
coin, and we think that the purposes not only of section 231 hut als'^ of other sections 
of the Indian Penal Code will be better servedaby the addition to the definition of “coun¬ 
terfeit”, in section 28 of that Code, of an Exblanatior^ applicable as well to coin as to 
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every other thing with reference to which the word €t counterfeit ” is used in the Code

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


FOURTEEN years have passed since the law relating to Indian*ports and port-dues was 
last consolidated. During that time places which were ports have ceased to be so, and 
places which were not previously ports have had the Poiffc Act of 1875 extended to them. 
The Act has itself been amended by no fewer than nine Acts, and a Bill for further amend¬ 
ing it was pending in the Council of the Governor General when proposals for the introduc¬ 
tion of a further Bill for still further amending the Act were received by the Government 
of India. In these circumstances it appeared to the Government that the time had come 
for again consolidating, as well as amending, the law relating to ports and port-dues. A 
Bill was accordingly prepared in October last and submitted for the criticism of the 
Governments of Madras, Bombay, Bengal and Burma. The replies of those Governments, 
and the opinions of the authorities consulted by them, have now been received and con¬ 
sidered, and the Bill has been amended accordingly. Effect has not been given to all the 
suggestions received, partly because some will, it is believed, be more suitably complied 
with in a Bill whirl) is about to be introduced into the Council of the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, and partly because others a**e such as should, in the opinion of the Government 
of India, be left for consideration by the Select Committee, which will have the advantage 
of hearing what the mercantile members of the Council have to say about them. 

2. The principal amendments which it. is proposed to effect in the existing law will 
now be stated in the order of the sections and schedules in which they occur in the

Section 6 , clause (*-) —The mention of il passtfrayrs ” suggested by the 
Governor of Bombay in Council and the LieutenSfct-(i»crnor of Bengal. 

(4) Section 0, clauses (£) and —These clauses ^p®i>ew re-modelled in the 

direction suggested by the Lieutenant-Governj^Slil^i^il and the Governor 
of Bombay in Council, respectively. 

(5) Section^, clause (o) —Tliis^l^l^has been proposed by the Board of Trustees 

foi^^me Port of Bombay, and is believed to be as necessary for other ports in 
India as for that port. 


(t>) Section 2r f sub-section (2), clause (c ).—This clause is suggested by the case 
reported at I. L. R 9 Cal.

(y) Section 75, sub-section (5), clause (c), and section 65 —Tl^^e clauses are 
designed to authorise for the future, and validate as regards the past, certain 
contributions which Port Commissioners and Trusters make in aid of sailors’ 
homes, coffee-houses and other institutions for purposes connected with the 
we ll-being of seamen ashore. Apart irom legal considerations, the action of 
Port Commissioners and T rustees in this matter appears to have been, and to 
l>e, generally defensible and proper. 

{8 / Section clause ( t f).—This clause has been suggested by the Commissioner 
of Customs at Bombay to meet ihe ca^c of lire wood and other articles being 
conveyed from one port to another on rafts which are incapable of being 
measured as ships.

{12) First Schedule, Part //.—This Part of the Schedule is still unsettled, its 
detail^ being under the consideration of the Governor of Fort St. George 
in Council and local experts, including the members of the Madras Chamber 
of Commerce. 0 

(13) First Schedule , Part III .—The rate of port-dues for coasting steamers 
visiting ports of the Northern and Southern Groups in the Bombay Presiden¬ 
cy has, at the instance of the Commissioner of Customs and the Collector of 
Salt-revenue, been modified in favour of ship-owners. 


(14) Second Schedule.— It will be for the consideration of the Government of Madras 
whether Act II of 1872 of the Governor in Council need be maintained. It is 
obviously desirable that the power to make port-rules should be as uni¬ 
form as possible for the whole of British India, and it appears that, up to the 
beginning of last year at any rate, it had not been found by the Madras Gov¬ 
ernment to be necessary to make any rules under its Act of 1872. 

It may here be observed that a clause in the direction of clause XVI in that Act 
has been supported by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Bombay, but 
has not been adopted at this stage of the Bill because a power to detain 
the master, and therefore his ship, for the purposes of a departmental 
inquiry as to the conduct of a port-official or pilot ought not, in the opinion 
of the Government of India, to fye given unless the power is conclusively 
proved to be necessary in the pul>Iicrvucrests. 

The power conferred on the Madras Goverm|(ra 1 by clause XVII in its Act of 1872 
for regulating the use of day-signals is proposed to be taken in clause («.) 
of section 6 of the Bill.

Sixty-feet Loch .—About 3£ lakhs of excavation were taken out, and pver If 
lakhs masonry and 2,500 square feet of foundation were done during the quarter. 
The two end and centre sections of the look have been built up to coping level. 
Tho founding of tire intervening sections was well in hand on our inspection, 
and arrangements were being made for the erection of the gates. 

Eighty-feet Entrance .—Over 6| lakhs of excavation were taken out, and 
56,300 cubic feot. of mascary and 5,440 square feet of foundation were done 
during the quarter. The foundation of this work is now well in hand. 

Tidal Basin .—Over 6J lakhs of excavation were taken out. Work on the 
quay walls was stopped, pending further progress on the eighty-feet and double 
entrances. 

Graving Dock .—This work is now well in hand, and good progress may be 
expected; During the quarter over 9 lakhs of excavation were removed, 
and nearly 1-J lakhs of masonry and 7,840 square feet of foundation were done. 

Double Entrance .—Over 5J lakhs of excavation were taken out, andr nearly 
3 lakhs of masonry and 17,280 square feet of foundation were done. This work 
is now in good progress. 

Dock No. 1.—XJp to date about 75 per cent, of the total quay wall masonry 
has been completed, and about half the total excavation taken out. During 
the quarter 251 running feet foundation and 240,346 cubic feet masonry 
were done and 34 lakhs of exoavation removed. 

Boat Canal .—The piers and abutments for the road bridges were com¬ 
menced, and good progress was made them, and excavation for the 

foundations for the lift lock and syphon culvers was commenced. 

Expenditure .—The tot;<l expenditure up to end of tho quarter was reported 
to be Rs. 1,19,51,253, of which Rs. 93,83,903 were spent on sAiuua.Bjf jynrks 
and Rs. 25,67 350 for land. __ :

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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
Tut FEBRUARY 1»89. 


Thk week commenced with fine settled weather everywhere, pressure wag generally a 
little above the normal, and was increasing with moderate rapidity ; teinpop&ure was high, 
and was also undergoing slight irregular upward changes; winds were northerly, and humid¬ 
ity fairly low. The important changes have been, first, the fall of pressure, which began 
everywhere on Sundhy, and continued in North Bengal till the end of tbe week; second, 
tlfe rapid fall which occurred in Bengal about the middle of Lno week in consequence of the 
eastward movement of the low-pressure areas iu Central and Northern India ; third, the 
rapid increase of humidity and temperature, and the general rainfall lasting almost every¬ 
where for about two days. 

The fine weather .with which the week commenced continued everywhere iu Bengal 
till Monday, and exoept Behar aud South Bengal till Tuesday. The barometer con¬ 
tinued rising on Saturday, but on the following day the fall set in, and oontinued 
without interruption for some days. During these days changes of temperature wore 
somewhat irregular, but generally it was falling slightly on Saturday and Sunday, and 
rising about the same the following two days. On Monday the fall of pressure was 
fairly rapid in South-Wost Bengal, and on Tuosday it fell there more rapidly. The greatest 
change on Tuesday, however, was in the extreme north-west of the proviooe, where pressure 
gave way about a tenth of an inch. The humidity and temperature increased, nod the wind 
direction in South-West Bengal became south-westerly, forming part of the cyclonic circulation 
of winds in Tentral India The slcy was overcast in Behar and Assam, and a few showers 
fell in parts of these districts and South-West Bengal, the heaviest fall being 1 »J inches at 
Miduapore. On Wednesday the barometer continued to fall, and the disturbed conditions 
extended over the whole province. Except frrOrissa, rain fell everywhere, more especially 
in Behar and some parts of South-Wesjm^ngal. The south-westerly, winds ha 1 extended 
over almost the whole province, and tpc temperature was still increasing. On Thursday 
the oentre of the disturbance was over Bengal; tbe barometer fell rapidlv in South Bengal, 
in sonic parts k an eighth of an mob. Wind force increased, and the oy<; onio motion 

was fUsffiffiP^^hough cloud still continued, there was general rain only in >orth 

Behar and Wwth Be^jgi^ut in parts of those districts more than two inches full. The 
temperature still rose, and humidity remained high. The depression jummI rnpully over 
Bengal, and on Friday was on the extreme east of the provimJ^^ In we north and east, 
pressure was still falling, but iu the west it began to rise riHka rjmidly. I tain had 
almost ceased to fall, except in East Bengal, and tomporature and were beginning 

to be reduced. The disturbed conditions began *ou tlie samfdfc^gimhthe north we^t 
and south west corners of the provinoe, and after affecting th^p^ffuer conditions everywhere 
during the latter half outlie week, passed east. 

Prcstm (\—ProsHinplchanges have been, except as to intensity, of the same nature during 
alnjost the whole vteeJfT On Saturday, the first day **f the week, the barometer rose in 
some cases with considerable rapidity. In parts of Behar and North Bengal the rise was 
over a t^ntS^o^ an inch After that a fall everywhere se in. slowly and irregularly at 
first, but with increasing intensity, especially in .Behar aud South-Bengal. 
Up till Tuosday the greatest fall was u tonlli of an inoli at Patna on the 29th. Considerable 
falls occurred on the two following days, aud altogether the reduction became about a 
quarter of an inch in Behar. During these days slight falls*had been ooourriug in the 
southorn districts, but they rarely exceed a twentieth or on inch. On Thursday, however, 
the baroinoter fell much more rapidly in South-West and East Bengal. At Miduapore the 
reduction amounted *o three-tenths of an inch The total fall of pressure at Miduapore is 
therefore considerably greater than at any of tho stations in Behur. The total full at 
Burdwau and Balasore was in oaoh case about '20*. The contro of the low pressure area 


must therefore have passed near Midnapore. Thus two low pressure areas almost simul¬ 
taneously entered Bengal—one from the north-west over Behar. tho other of a little greater 
intensity from Central India. On Thursday there was a distinct depression passing east¬ 
ward ovor Bengal. It moved away rapidly, and on Friday the pressure wrs rising on tin* 
west of tho province 

Temperature. —At the beginning of tho week, temperature, though g-n«rally in o\o ‘*s. 

1 was only slightly so exoept in Orissa. On Saturday t uttick had an excess of 8°. On to** 
two following days the changes wore generally small, and the excess amounts became very 
little altered. During these three days the temperature in Behar was ab>ul normal On 
the 29th a general rise set in, c&uAng everywhere an execs* of three to four degrees the 
greatest being 7 8° at Calcutta On Wednesday, tho Both and Thursday small irregular 
rises were general, and in many places continued on Friday but the iucrecse was usn illy 
small, and on the west of the province tbftj&fm]goro^ro had bepiti to fall. The tamperat.iirn 
has therefore boon increasing, though slowly, durinf^ilmost fne whole week, and tho m *au 
for the week is, except in the north, considerably in excess. Ii^ifissa and Chuti i Nagpur 
the excoss is about 5 a .

Rainfall.—OLein commenced to fall in South-West Bengal and Behar on Tuesday, the 
29th, and became general over the whole proviuoe the following day. The largest falls were 
in one or two oases over three inches in South Behar; bat at many places in Behar and 
North Bengal, and at a few in South-West Bengal, more than two inches fell. The rain 
continued in North and East Bengal on Thursday, but was practically absent from South- 
West Bengal and Orissa. In some crises heav^hbwers fell on Friday in East Bengal, one 
station reporting almost two inohes. The average i\\ has been largest in North Behar, 
amounting to nearly two and-a-half inohes. The average in North Bengal is exactly two 
inohes, and in South Behar very nearly two. South-West Bengali|wftW'd only three- 
quarters of an inch, but the fall there, though general, was very irref?STa^ T u .ssa the 
average is little .over a twentieth of an inch. 4

11 fA February 1889.—The following revised rules which havo been framed by the 
Chief Presidency Magistrate for the guidance of Benches of Magistrates in the Town of 
Calcutta, under seotion 21 of Act X of 18S 2, and sanctioned by the Lioutenant-Governor, 
are published for general info matron }f. suf&rsession of the rules published in the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 4th July 1888 :— 

1. The Honorary Presidency Magistrate* '’hall sit in the rotation arranged by the Chief 

Magistrate. V 

2. Tlie Honorary Presidency Magistrates sheqf try only suoh cases as may be referred 
to them by the Chief Magistrate or by his orders. 
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3. The Honorary Presidency Magistrates shall ordinarily open thoir Courts at noon, 
and riAo at 5 f.m., on the datos fixed by tho Chief Magistrate. A special bench may, 
however, be convened on any other day or any other hour by the Chief Magistrate. 

4. A bench shalL ordinarily he composed of not less than three Magistrates, when 
the^r are all Honorary Magistrates; or of two when one of them im a Stipendiary ; but the 
Chief Magistrate may, in his discretion, permit any two Honorary Presidency Magistrates 
to proceed with the hearing and disposal of oases. 

. 5. Tho Chief Magistrate may, should he deem itAosirable. appoint any Honorary 

Presidency Magistrato sitting singly to be a Court, and on business being sent to him by 
tho Chi of Magistrate, he shall dispose of the same, but not otherwise. 

6. Should any Honorary Presidency Magistrate named for attendance on a Bench 
fail to bo present on the appointed day, the Chief Magistrate may, in his discretion, either 
summon another Magistrato, or direct that the Bench Ihould proceed without the absent 
member. 

7. The Stipendiary Magistrates shall ho ex-officio mombers of benches: the Chief

The firea referred to as excep¬ 
tionally situated is. a narrow strip, stretching for about 90 miles from east 
to west along the Nopal frontier, through the northern parts of the districts 
of Chumparun, Mozufferpore, and Durbhunga, with some extension, not so 
clearly defined, in Bhagulpore. In the eastern part of this tract* as noticed 
by the Collector of lJurbhunga after a careful enquiry village by village, 
the aroa of crop failure is not so continuous as elsewhere, fair and tolerable 
patches of land being interspersed with those on which the loss w^s almost 
complete. The rainfall in the afflicted area was very small, and it ceased 
premat/urcty, with the result that the winter rice crop, on which the culti¬ 
vators mainly depend, was almost all lost, and the rahi % which is of no groat 
importance in that i Hugh hour hood, was sown under unfavourable conditions. „ 
This, taken with the high prices at present prevalent, has produced among 
the poorer inhabitants of the area in questLm a certain amount of distress, 
very different in degree from that felt dunf^ actual famine, but nevertheless 
quite unmistakeable, and such as to call for relief. 

2. This relief has hitherto been afforded mainly in the form of employ¬ 
ment on earthwork, ‘which has been provided throughout Jto distrfUsed 
area in a great, ^mmber of places, so that every one desi^^^fc^carning a 
maintenance canjb;et it within easy reach of liis or her own lr^mo. The 
wages given aroyixed in accordance with tlio provisions of the Famine Code 
according to thef varying price of common rice, which in that port of 
1 he country is th^ 1 snaffle‘food of workmen, the scale lacing'so adjusted that 

4^those who accept piece-wi^Jf. can earn’ the value of a full ration on the scale 
laid down by the Code, while those who^MMfrrmly perform ligb wort get 75 per 
cent, of the value of such a ration. Work has to bo given tv all who seek it 
without exception, to women and children and those unused to*the kh^dali^ 
as well as to skilled labourers, and payments are made daily under ^triet 
supervision.^ A largo number of applications have been received for advances 
under the Land Improvement and the Agriculturists Loans Acts, and these 
are, for tho most part, under enquiry. A small grant has also been made for 
charitable relief, with the intention that as long as there is no acute distress, it 
shall be used only for tho support of wanderers, and in other urgent cases. The 
system adopted may therefore be described as consisting in supplying work for 
all on the wages prescribed by tho Code, and supplementing tho relief thus ‘ 
afforded by loans in approved cases after due enquiry, and a sparing resort 
to charitable assistance. In other words, the system laid down by the Famine 
Code is being adopted gradually and tentatively in adjustment to the deepening 
necessities of the situation. Tho works have been, and in some cases still are, 
merely test works, intended to load up, should occasion arise, to tho full devel¬ 
opment of large works conducted by professional agency; to bo supplemented 
by circle establishments (organised at present only on very modost lines) for 
village enquiry and gratuitous relief. Tho aim of the Government has been 
to secure itself from being taken by surprise, and to arrange such an organi¬ 
sation as may easily be developed gradually in strength sufficient to cope with 
deepening distress. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor yt*xs most gratified to observe that those in¬ 
structions had been observed b$r the disL^ict officers under the direction of theCom- 
missionqfc^hey have shown great zeal^^ougliness and intelligence in this work, 
which has been carried orNjjith a due sonsHof their responsibility for preserving 
life on the one hand, and on the other for observing economy.iri the expenditure 
of public money. The statements submitted by Mr. Power, Collector of Chum¬ 
parun, with this report show a daily average of 5,535 labourers employed in

his district during the fortnight on works carried on at tho expense of this 
Government, 1,937 on private works, and 963 on the. works of the District 
Hoard,—ih all 8,435. Of these, 1,476 are women and 1,304 boys. The 
Government works in Chumparun, 32 in number, and also thoso conducted by 
private agency, take tho form of facilitating irrigation, by re-ox caving old 
tanks, and by damming up hill streams, and distribute^ thiL^vimta*» thus 
collected at a head by means of pynes or channels. Tho labour for damming 
tip; streams was generally obtained simply by calling the villagers together, 
who worked voluntarily to save their crops by a traditional method. To the 
energy and intelligence of Mr. Henry, the lato Collector, and to the profes¬ 
sional skill and supervision of Mr. Scaly, District Engineer, are duo the carry¬ 
ing out of those most useful works, but their task was greatly facilitated by 
the fact that the dams and tho channels wore all in tho property of a single 
owner, the Maharajah of Bettiah, who gave all p ssihle assistance, and thoro 
was none of the friction arising from tho existence of numerous share¬ 
holders or divided ownership, which has in other districts baffled the endeavours 
of tho local officers to got similar works undertaken. These irrigation 
, channels lxaare done immense good, and their value is thoroughly appreciated 
by the people. They are also so located as to make the assistance afforded to 
those wanting employment very com]dote. In Mozufferpore 927 persons were 
employed on the roads, at the expense of tho District Board, during tho first 
week of the fortnight, and the number during the second week increased to 
4,100. 'Pile excavation of tanks at Government exponso employed 1,902 
persons, of whom 718 wore women and 2H8 children. Mr. Bolton, Collector 
of Mojfiifl'erpove, writes that he liaiuvnruincd from undertaking tank work more 
extensively, because the entire cost is borne by Provincial funds, while in his 
opinion the zemindars, who derive the chief gain from works ol this class, 
should ^ontrilnta^u portion of the cost, lie proposes in future to offer to 
excavate tant^^t^e zemindars pay half the expenses, which* the Collector 
can advance under the Land Improvement Act. ThijB suggestion is 
approved in principle by tho Lieutenant-Governor, who would, llmvover, leave to 
tlie discretion ot the” local officers tho conditions undor Aliich assistance 
should be demanded from zemindars rather than lay dow^ji bawl-and-fast rule 
such as that proposed. The Commissioner’s report d otfmm. givo tho actual 
number employed (taring the fortnigbfc^p tho worksTn Durbliunga, but from 
the figures given t^he .Lieutenant-Governor whilo on tour, the daily average 
employed by tlift District Board on roads in the affected tract appears to have 
been ii|)out 4,000. Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that 
private persons, in particular the Maharajah of Durbliunga, aro excavating tanks 
<>u thoir own account. No expense has as yot been incurred by Gdtermnent, 
but a list is being made of tanks upon which work can bo commenced here¬ 
after, should occasion arise. 

4. A large share of the burthen of providing test works and ultimately 
relief works has fallen on tho District Boards, tho sums devoted to this 
purpose during tho current year luting in Gya, Ms. 13,000; iu Mozufferporo, 
Us. 6,000; in Chumparun, Us. 11,000; and in Durbliunga, about Hs. 1,00,000. 
Much of this is only wliut the District Boards would in ordinary circum¬ 
stances liuvo devoted to the repair and raising of the roads in the affected 
tracts ; hut iu some instances they have forestalled the period for such 
work, and in others they Imvo specially diverted suras from other parts of the 
district for relief purposes, and in all eases they have accepted tho necessity of 
regulating their rates and methods of payment in accordance, more or loss com¬ 
plete, with the requirements of tho Famine Code. In a ease like the present, 
where in no district is distress general, or extended beyond limited tracts, 
there is a natural tendency ol the part of members representing tho unaffected 
area to object to -money and establishment being diverted from the usual 
channels of district expenditure to the specktl purpose of rcliot in the distressed 
area. But in the Lieutenant-Governor’^ opiniop there can be no doubt 
that the duty of providing relief ii^ps way of work should Jail in a 
gtadual scale with tho deepening^Tf distress first, ^ on Looal^ secondly, 
on Provincial, and tliirdly, on Hnperial funds. Tho District Boards 
are not an organisation altogether outside tho Government, but form 
an integral part of the administration of the country, specially organised 
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for tlie proper local expenditure of funds raised by local taxation, and from 
this point of view it becomes their duty, just as it is that of other depart¬ 
ments of Government in timo of serious distress or famine, to subordinate the 
ordinary objects and methods of their expenditure to the special consideration 
of saving^ jfe. This is the general principle, the application of which, however, 
has toHSCfrcf^hited, both in regard to funds and establishment, as well as 
in regard to met bods, by the intensity of the distress in each particular 
case. The Lieutenant-Governor does not doubt that, should distress be 
found to deepen in the early months of the coming financial year, the District 
Boards will not he unwilling to act on the principle above laid down, 
and to devote (especially in the case of Mozufforporc) considerably larger 
sums to the special purpose of providing relief in the affected tracts. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is prepared, apart from the works which are or maybe 
carried out by their own civil or professional agency, to assist the District Boards 
with additional establishment, and where, by employing the methods prescribed 
in the Famine Code, the cost of the work is materially increased beyond what 
under ordinary conditions it would have amountod to, the Lieutenant-Governor 
is willing to consider favourably applications for recoupment from ^Provincial 
funds. 

5. In order to legalise the action which the Boards may take for the relief of 
distress, the Lieutenant-Governor has consented, at tlio suggestion of the 
Commissioner of Patna, to extend section 99 of the Local Self-Government Act 
of 1HS5 to that Division. 

6. In Chumparun and Mozufforporc nil relief work is managed by officers 

of Government or by the District Board dimply, while in Durbliunga the inter¬ 
vention is permitted of gangers, or petty contractors. These men are supposed 
to mako no profit out of tlio earthwork, being remunerated for their services 
by the rate given for “ finishing,” &c., and they are compelled k^-yulo to 4U)ploy 
ail comers. ThiHCommissioner desired to extend the systcn^^^fKbit elsewhere 
to Durbhuuga al/'., as he is not satisfied that the arrangements ni;i\in the latter 
district are sucL as to ensure that all applicants will really receive work, while 
the Chairman of the^Local Board wished to retain an agency which he was 
satisfied ho cojlld^ control, and which certainly secured excellent results as far 
as the quality or done is concerned. The Lieutenant-Governor was 

convinced by the result; of local encmjjijigfcs that all applicants -were admitted 
to the works, and that all who worked"^were regularly puicr^o that the system 
had .acted well up to the date of inspection. Moreover, lie wtis satistiQd that* 
owing to the extraordinarily bountiful rice crop of the previous year and to 
other causes, the people in this sub-division of Mudhubani are not as ‘yet so 
hard pressed as tlieir neighbours to the west, and that for tlio present at all 
events it is unnecessary to apply to this tract the full rigidity of the 
Famine Code. For these reasons, Sir Kteuart BayFy is most; unwilling 
to interfere in the details of arrangements made by a Board like that 
of Durbhuuga, which has hitherto borne the whole cost of charitable relief, 
and is willing to permit the continuance of the system, as a temporary 
arrangement, as long as no acute distress is felt, in Durbhunga, provided "a 
proper agency is appointed to secure that all who seek work obtain it, and 
that wages are paid regularly. The fact that these objects have been secured 
u]) to a certain date, when distress was but little felt, is not, in Ilis Honor’s 
opinion, a sufficient assurance that they will always be attained. As suggested 
by the Commissioner, the system must be supplemented by the provision of 
task work, under direct management, for the feeble. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to receive the Commissioner’s state¬ 
ment that grain stocks are everywhere reported to he sufficient, that prices are 
fairly stationary, and that there is no apparent iiufcase of crime. The Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor was specially glad to observe that wandering had nowhere 

vunmenced, as it does where famine is felt, ami the small expenditure on 
charitable relief denotes tho^ibsoncA.of eases of this class. The works now 
open sorye not merely to mitigattMi^miediato distress, hut are also a tost by 
which £he jjpessuro of the scarcity oairv,' gauged. Should the attendance at 
thcfto at any time indicate *that the resources of the villagers arc exhausted, it 
may he necessary *1o adopt the more active measures of relief, for which timely 
preparations have been made, but the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the 
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recent rain will have done much to dissipato this danger. The Collector of 
Durbhunga reports in a demi-official letter that it has already had an excellent 
effect, a'Vid that the people are busy putting down cheena and mung which they 
will harvest in liaisakh, and which will help to tide them over to the next 
bhudoi. Ploughing for the next dhan crop and the preparation of Adigo lands 
are also reported to have begun and to bo giving work to^heTftbouring 
classes. •

► l»-43 Vo V*G<> inches. The Lieutenant-Governor having, during his recent tour through all 
the districts <»f Orissa, had the means of making personal observations, as well as of consulting 
n,(. local officials and experienced residents, is happy to be able to stsite that J^ere is now no 
reason for Berious apprehension in regard to that division. This statement docs not extend to 
the Tributary Mehals, us to which the information received is imperfect, owing to the absence 
of communications, and the difficulty of ascertaining with precision the real facts in States 
administered by Chiefs possessing a considerable degree of independence. All that can be said 
in regard tg these States is that there is no reason to expect, any distress which will be beyond 
the resources of the Guiefs themselves. The expenditure sanctioned on account of relief in

3. In Bengal Proper there ha3 never been any anxiety as to the Eastern districts, the 
question in their case being only as to the amouA of surplus food available for exportation. 
This w.ll bo considerable in the Chittagong I^Asion. ijfSe autumn and winter harvests in 
the Western districts have been bad, and thetylSmot bo said to be altogether out of danger, 
but there is no immediate prospect of tbeir^quiring relief. 

4. Anxiety is now concentrated on iKshar, which, for the present purpose, may be taken 
to include the Patna Division, with the adjoining district of Bhagulpore, having a total popu¬ 
lation of 17,030,102 souls. Intimation of the condition of this part of the country was 
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conveyed to the Government of India in the telegraphic summary of weather and crops for the 
week ending 23rd October 188$, and in subsequent summaries, while a copy of the correspon¬ 
dence on the subject has recently been forwarded to the Government of India with toy letter 
No, 3682—156Fam., dated the 20th November 1888.

The failure of the winter rice crop on this traot has been almost complete, ufhile in parts . 
the autumn crop failed also, and the prospects of the coming rtibbee are indifferent. 

7. It is believed that distress is also threatening in a strip on both Bides of the Bagmnlti 
river, in the Sinhar thana of the Mozufferpore district. In Gya a tract near Shcrghati is 
said to he affected, and in Shahabad parts of the thanas of Bhabua and Ohowsa. The 
Commissioner has not yet been able to supply a map of the worst tracts, but he is pre¬ 
paring one, and the importance of expediting the work has been urged upon him. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor in the early nart*of last month requested Commissioners 
to furnish full and accurate information as to cropland to pay special attention to the repair 
of roads and improving of ferries used for the purposes of traffic in grain. Mr. Ileriry, 
Collector of Chump.irun, rendered valuable assistance to cultivators by damming up the 
streams of his distiict, so as to utilize the water, and at his suggestion^ther.C'ollt'f^ors have 
been encourage d fo follow bis example, the expenditure of a mode rate jK^yit from Provin¬ 
cial revenues for the purpos-e, and the employment of Government E!P5fTiieiji3|Leing sanctioned. 
Mr. Henry has rc/Vntly been appointed to assist the Commissioner, whose* duties are at 
present very onerous. The general policy adopted in regard to relief is indicated in the follow¬ 
ing extract frog/ a letter addressed to the Commissioner of the Patna Division on the 5th 
instant1 ^ f 

“The action takUntej^Jjocal Boards in opening test works, and works designed to give 
relief, is entirely approved? 1 *'As pointed outhv-you, ‘ the attendance on these test works, 
where the rate of wage to he given trust nofflS^n excess of the amoft of wage prescribed in 
the Code, will ail'ord valuable information as to the actual pfessure upon tl*^ people/ You vvi*i 
understand that, in order really to serve this purpose us a test, these works muf-t Lcspiopeii*' 
supervised to ensure, in the first place, that wa^cs are paid daily as prescribed by section 41 of 
the Code, without deduction or delay, and in the second place that the rates are duly fixed in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter X. It is desirable to give piece-work under 
section 130 where practicable, as in that case labourers can obtain the full wage. If the system 
of task work is adopted, care must be taken that the tasks are not excessive, that their perfor¬ 
mance is enforced, and that the wage does not exceed the maximum defined in section 131. If 
these prescribed precautions are not observed, test works may not only be useless as an index 
to the degree of distress prevalent, but positively injurious, as suggesting false conclusions. 
The Board’s works specified in Mr. Martin's note appear to be very suitable. It is, however, 
desirable that they should be supplemented by plans for further works to be undertaken in 
case a very large number should have to be accommodated, and the organization should be 
such as to preclude panic and oonfusion in the event of a sudden rush sor employ meat at a 
critical period, such as occurred in Durbhunga in 1883-84. 

“ Steps will be taken to prepare for the construction of the line of railway Tecommended 
from Durbhunga to Setamarhee should such a work be found necessary, and arrangements 
will also be made for the survey of the proposed line from Sukri to Joynuggur. The 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot, however, give any assurance that the railways will be constructed, 
as the determination of that question rests with the Government of Indin, and if the lines are 
not held to be reproductive, the work, regarded mcrfely as one of relief, is open to the objection 
that the expense will be out of all proportion to tbo amountJbf employment given during the 
continuance of the scarcity. Pains, such as those profVJsed for the Gya and Ghuxnparun 
districts, will probably afford far more employment ut a smuller cost, and officers will be 
deputed by the Public Works Department to mature the plans proposed for this purpose by 
Messrs. Grierson and Henry. % 2^. 

“ The instructions issued by yon ^^dlectors contemplate the opening of civil agency 
works at the expense of Government, and thin^urse will probubly be necessary in the strip 
of land aloug tne Nepal frontier, where til® failure of crops has been most complete. If 
tiie.se works are of moderate Extent, the Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to leave their 
supervision to District Boards, paying the cost from Provincial funds. Proposals for reason¬ 
able advances or grants to District Boards on account cf works to be conducted under the 
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Code in distressed areas will be favourably considered ; l>ut it is to be remembered that by the 
rules for the grant of loans under the Local Authorities Lian Act, 1879, this Government 
cannot assign more than Rs. 5.000 for any one work without the consent of the Government 
of India. 

“ The Board of Revenue will be requested to see that advances for the construction of 
wells are mode by tbe Opium Depa'tment in as liberal a manner as possible durii^ the present 
season in the distressed areas. As to the definition of these areas forfthat you are 

requested to communicate directly with the Opium Agent. If in any mstande the officers of 
the Opium Department find that the construction of a well is desirable*but that the cost can* 
not properly be advanced by the Department, the amount can be lent under the Agriculturists’ 
Loans Act, 1834. 

“The Lii'ut-iiant-Governor entirely approves of your proposals for making advances 
under the latter Act, and the sum asked for l>y you on that account in j*our letter No. 17G—-F, 
dated the 28th November 1888, ha? hcfn sanctioned in my letter No. 3823—165Fam., dated 
3rd December I8s8. 

“ In the same letter I communicated the Lieutenant-Governor’s sanction to the sum 
asked for by you on account of gratuitous relief. It is understood that this money is needed 
merely for the casual assistance of wanderers and others, whose immediate wants it may be 
necessary tex relieve. The facts reported do not as yet warrant anything of the nature of an 
organised s&irch through ohowkidur* or other village agencies for cases of distress—a proceed¬ 
ing which could hardly fail to create the expectation that Government was about to undertake 
the support the dependent portion of the population, which, as you are aware, forms a 
Considerable proportion of the whole. The Code contemplates the grant of gratuitous relief 
only where relief circles have been regularly organised under section 11, and any attempt to 
give away money on a large scale without 6uch organisation would probably lead to the worst 
consequences. 

“ In the sixth paragraph of your circular, dated 29th November 1888, you notice the 
recommendation of a Collector that (Jo^rnmem should import rice with the object of 
keeping prices down, mid in connecter with this suggestion j r ou refer to section 14 of 
the Code, under which local officers may appoint contractors for the supply of grain. It is 
most desirable to p »iut out. that conttactors so appointed have nothing to do with importa¬ 
tions for purpose of controlling prices, being merely the agents through whom relief officers 
buy thc^rain tbjg[feay require for gratuitous distribution, or for wages pai<| in kind. Where, 
owing to the traders, or to the localities affected being difficult of access, a reserve 

ha? to be form JrTfiom which grain may be sold, the special orders of Go^*nment are required 
(sections 152, 157). In It char the c mmereial class is efficient and com uiwi cations are excel¬ 
lent—conditions which seem to preclude the idea of any interference ffith tBp ordinary course of 
trade. The Lieutenant-Governor has at present no intention of exercTfcna tfc power of accumu¬ 
lating rcseivce, and can anticipate only evil results from any eflMUiclv may be irregularly 
made by local officers to regulate or sup plement the ordinary Action of the law of supply and 
demand, by which tjfe necessaries of liflmpkhstributed. Such action would very possibly 
paralyse trade, privat^iidividnali* being unwilling to compete with the State in supplying the 
nia r ket»j and thd officers who might thus destroy the existing channel would be quite unable 
*Tu supply its ptaoe. -This should be cjearly indicated to Collectors, as they will probably receive 
many proposals suggesting their interference to put down combinations among tbe dealers in 
grain, to use influence for the reduction of prices, to import at the cost of Government and 
sell cheaply, or otherwise to interfere with the course of trade. Tne temptation to take action 
in this direction when prices are high is frequently great, and dread that Government officials 
may yield to it has probably a deterrent influence on private enterprise. On the other hand, 
a general and beneficial stimulus would be given to the trade by the assurance that its opera¬ 
tion will remain free and uncontrolled. 

“The result of your call upon Collectors for proposals as to establishments is awaited 
with interest. The Lieutenant-Governor is disposed to think that the formation of relief 
circles may be necessary in the area on the Nepal frontier, but that elsewhere it will be 
sufficient for the present to appoint officers to the charge of suoh works as may be opened for 
the purpose of affording relief. If it should subsequently be found desirable to undertake the 
work of relief organisation on a wider scale, it will always be possible to extend the scope of 
the system.”

I have the honour to submit the report for the fortnight ending the 15th December 
on the prospects of the crops and the condition of the people in the districts of the Patna 
Division.

2. The Collector. writes :—“I have much pleasure in reporting that according to the 
lalost and best information I possess, thore is no portion of thd district in^ which the failure 
of the crops has been so oonsidlff able that relief measures will have to be undertaken. On t 
the 281 h and 29th November, there was general rain throughout the district, the quantity* 
recorded id tlio several registering stations varying from • 24 at fill sa to 1-5 inches at Barh, 
and this rain has been of immense service to the growing rabi crop, and has also enabled the 
cultivators to sow rabi over a considerable additional area. There is now every prospect of 
a full outturn of rabi, which, if realized, will remove all cause for anxiety.” 


SARUN. 

3 The Collector of Sarun writes :—“ As you are well aware, Sarun is, humanly spook¬ 
ing, quito secure for the coming season, and I do not expect anything more than the incon¬ 
venience whioli results to th« lower classes from a rise in the price of food-grains. The rain¬ 
fall in the last week of November lias doue infinito good to tho rabi I jfc.ve already 
telegraphed to you that the rain scouts to have been from an inch to an inch and a half every¬ 
where in i he district, and I have now from detailed enquiries little, reason to modify this 
report. Tho rain has been partial, os it has boon all through the year, bu r it has been 
sufficient almost evorywlioro. Private letters confirm the official reports. Prices have fallen, 
and I have no doubt that under tho excellent prospoots of tho rabi f they will fall still 
further. *

6. Arca affected. —Tho area affected by tlio total or partial failure of tlio paddy crop 
remains the same as last reported, viz. a tract of from 300 to 400 square miles in the Nitn- 
ijj arid sub-division lying along the Nepal frontier from Majorgunge on the north-west to 
Bheta on tho east, and including the villages south of Bheta as far as Charout on the Madhu- 
bani boundary. 1 his area is shown in the coloured tracing of tho Mo/.utForporo district map 
bore with bent. Tho explanatory statement attached to tho map gives information as to tho 
outturn of the dhan crop in tho various areas of tho affected tract, and also as to the popu¬ 
lation. 

To this area of 300 or 400 squaro milos, above described, may have to bo addad an 
unascertained as yet area of Sheohur thana. Mr. Maopheraon. late Officiating Colloctor, has 
proceeded on a tour through this thana jurisdiction, and 1 hope to he able in my next fort¬ 
nightly to give all necossary information regarding this area also. 

7. General state of the affected tracts. —The outturn of the paddy crop is now estimated 
at nine annas in the Sunder sub-division and at 11 annas in tho Hajiporo sub-division, and 
this estimate the Collector believes to bo rather under than over the truth. In both these sub¬ 
divisions the rabi prospects have much improved, groat, benefit having resulted from the rain 
which fell on the 28th and 2t)th November. In llajipore nAl(i-anna rabi crop is expected. 
In tho Sudd-r mib-Uivision the prospects of the rabi are favfurable in the south, but not so 
good in tlio north. 

I s un*ming up the situation, tho Collator writes : — u There is no cause for anxiety with 
ipgnrd to tho TLajipore sub-(livisio\. and I no cause for present anxiety with regard to 
any part of the IS udder sub-division.” 

A a n*g:irds the hitamarhi sub-division, the^Ldlootor is unable to report any improvement 
in the outlook. He quotes from a report furnishes by the Sub-divisional Officer as follows :— 
“ There has been no alteration in the state of tho affooted tracts. Since iny last report no

rain has fallen, and the country is getting more and more dry. The tanks nro fast drying 
up, and there is ovoy reason to apprehend that, even before the hot weather sets in, thoro will 
be a great scarcity of water within the above tract-/' 

The Collector is of opinion that there is serious cause for anxiety with regard to the 
condition of fho people in the affected tracts, the great majority of whom are potty cukivutnrs 
and labourers who are immediately affected by the failure of the paddy crop, by the high 
prices of food-grains, and by the loss of employment resulting from there being no paddy 
crop to cut. Mr. Bolton writes that the planters and zemindars arc unauimuu sfci stating that 
flio failure of the paddy » rop has boon very serious, and that the pedfdo severely 

in consequence. 9 

Bh tftoi and rabi are not important crops iu the affected aroa, and the rabi is said to be 
# not doing well. % m 

8. It will be seen from the explanatory statement attached to the map that in North 

Pupri nnd Sursand, which represent about, one-third of tno population of the alfccted tract, 
the outturn of the harvest is estimated at six annas, and in North Sitamarhi, which 

represent., about one-sixth of the population of the affoefed tract, at four annas. It scorns 
improbable, therefore, that, distress on u largo soale will be felt for some time to come ovor a 
considerable area of the affected tract. 

Works have been opened, but no figures of tlie attendance upon them which can be 
considered trustworthy have as yet been submitted by the Co 1 lector. The wages given 
being, in my opinion, iu excess of the rate of wage prescribed by the Famine Code, instruc¬ 
tions wore issued to the Collector to modify his rates accordingly, and I am awaiting informa¬ 
tion as to the actual wages now paid and the attendance on these works 

9. I iV'o deputed the Inspector of Local Works, Mr. King, to carefully inspect all the 
test works open ill Ohumparun and Mozuffcrpore, and to ascertain and report whether the 
work test is being strictly applied, and whether the wages given are those prescribed in 
tTmpter X of the Famino ("ode. Upon receipt of Mr. King’s report the necessary orders will 
issue and information will be. supplied t«* Government. 

10. At present it may be Sfiid that wo have uo indication of any value, from the lost 
works opened iu the Sitamarhi sub-division, as to the pressure upon the people. This informa¬ 
tion will, however, be supplied in my jmAx report. No works are at present being carried 
out through timcavi loans. Zemindad^navo been invited to take loans for this purpose, and 
it is expected that some will do eo. The Maharajah of Durbhunga has directed tlie excava¬ 
tion of five tanks at a rust of Hs 10,000.

12. Grain stotjjf —Mr Al^iephorson’s enquiries lend him to believe that the stock of 
grain in Situm?* *lii is sufficient, and that at present it is being hoarded. Importations of 
► gr. , uii*froiii surrounding districts are being made, and maize is coming iu from Nepal 

1^>. Organization of Cif' /.vs. — Tlio affected aroa has been divided into three circles— 

UL —The Majorgungo and Sonbursa outposts in charg e of the Sub-I)iAsioiial Officer. 

2nd —The Bela outpost and part ortho North Sitamarhi. tliaua in charge of the Sub- 
Deputy Collector 

3 r<L —The Sursuiid outpost and part of tlio Pupri thana in charge of a kanoongo. 

In these three circles the officers in charge are recording the outturn of the paddy crop 
ami prospects of the rabi village by village, are receiving applications for advances under 
tho Agriculturists* Loans Act, and are making enquiries regarding infirm porsotis to whom 
relief" mn y berenl’ter have to be given. 

This eub-divisiou of the affected area into three circles seems sufficient. I have informed 
Mr. Holton that if lie needs more as.d stance, I will appoint two kanoongos. i am separately 
addressing Government regarding superior officers.

14. Sub-dirmioiml Establishment. —Tho whole affected tract has been thus provided for. 
Upon receiving fuller information as to auy further inerooso of establishment required, I 
will address Government, if necessary 

Dis'riut Engineer's Establishment and Tools .—Such civil agency works as may heronff-r 
be opened will be under ih*IJ.District Engineer for tlio present. Tho increase already made 
to tho District Engineer’s es-lablislivnont is shown in annexuro to this letter. 1,300 kodalis

15. The Collector of Gya furnislic*yFio Secretary to Govornmeut in the Public Works 
Department with a oolourod map showing the affectod areas, and he has sent me a copy of this 
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map. His estimate, as shown by the map, being 1 less favourable than facts appear to justify, 
ho has been referred to demi-oifioially. I am now in a position to submit an estimate which 
J have reason to believe more correctly represents tbe actual state of things. Mr. Grierson 
reports an average mue-anna dhan crop in his district, and with an average nuist-anna crop 
there need be no apprehension that distress will be felt over any considerable proportion of 
the district area. I have shown on a tracing which accompanies this report the localities in 
whioli the Collector now states “ there is apprehension of distress occurring witliiu the next 
month, and wy-re relief works will probably be necessary.” 

DetailtfTSnie^nng trfoRo areas are given in the explanatory statement attached to the map 
tracing, xvhi'ffi 1 have, not, however, coloured. I deem it better to send this information, 
imperfect ns it is, to delaying the divisional report. « 

lb. It will be soon that-tllb revised estimate puts the affected area at 310 square miles 
with a population of about 147,000 persons. Over a tract the population of which re¬ 
presents two-thirds of the population of the affeoted area, the dhan outturn is estimated at 
from 4 J to 5 annas, and no immediate distress there need bo anticipated Over the remain¬ 
ing area the failure of the crop has boon almost complete. Mr. Grierson shows uuotlier 
area “ where there is no immediate apprehension of d 1 stress, hut where relief measures may be ' 
necessary later on.” This area he estimates at 1,465 square miles, with a population of 502,000 
persons. I propose discussing these figures with Mr. Grierson, and if necessary will, on 
return from my present tour, carefully visit portions of this tract. Until 1 have satisfied 
myself as to the full meaning of these figures, I will not ask Government to take them into 
consideration. 

17. General state of affected tract*. - Test works have been opened, but as labourers are 
not flocking to them it may bo interred that the reaping of the harvest is giviirg sufficient 
employment. The attendance upon these works when the harvesting has boeu completed will 
afford evidence of the actual pressure upon the people. 

Tlioro appears to be no cause for entertaining apprehensions regarding the condition 
of the Jchamibad and Aurangabad sub-divisions, and only comparatively small areas of' 
the Sadder and Nowada sub-divisions liavo suffered from the failure of the crops 

Mr Grierson writes:—“ The late rainfall, though satisfactory in the north, centre, west 
aud south-west of the district, was not sudicient for tlra^plu sowings elsewhere. Still, even 
whore it was least copious, it has done great good to the rahi crops which wore already sown, 
und taking the district as a whole has facilitated the sowing of more than half of the rain land 
which had hitherto been lying untouched for want of moisture. ^ 

“In the No wad sub-di vision it has enabled the cultivators to sow halfjjBLjmsown. imn, 
and so in the Suddcr sub-division except in pergunnah Shorghati and portion 

of tiarraohuti, where Ifyfp* tracts of rahi area, called tear lands, remain unsown^No special 
cases of distress have fcjoen reported from an v portion of the district. The paddy crop is 
being harvested everywhere, whioli gives the labourers plenty of employment.” 

One or two goodJtiowc/i of rain during the month ending the loth January next will 
everywhere improve tile lNaM^S^ts of the rain crop, and will, in tne Collector’s opinion, reduce 
iJi*) apprehensions of scarcity to%l%iiniinum. 

18. Public works upon in or near affected jf/Wff^-Test works have lAoi opened by the 
District Board oxi the roads shown by numbers in the accompanying maj^racing, but no re¬ 
turns have as yot been submitted. The attendance, if there is any, upon* these wmrirs is 
extremely small. The District Board has set aside a sum of Its. 12,000 for expenditure on 
tost works, and at Mr. Grierson’s earnest, request, and as the outlay will prove remunerative 
to the Governingt estate, I have, in anticipation of the sanotion of Government, authorized 
him to incur expenditure up to a limit of Its. 1,000 in making gendas or water reservoirs in 
Sarawan. As the District Board has provided funds for test works, I deem it desirable that 
Government, in its status of landlord of Sarawan, should also assist in the same direction. 
The sum sanctioned will be expended on work oarried out in accordance with the provisions 
of the Famiuo Code. 

19. Gratuitous relief. —A sum of Rs. 200 has been allotted to the district under this 
head, but there has been no expenditure up to the present. 

20. Grain stocks .—At present there is sufficient grain in the market for looal supply. 
People of all classes ore getting food from the paddy that is being harvested. Bengal rice 
is being imported by rail and distributed to the mofuseil from Gya town. 

21. Organization of Circles .—Mr. Grierson has submitted an elaborate sobeme of ciroles 
which he will be asked to reconsider. No circle organization will be required in this district 
for the month ending the 15th January. 

22. Sub-divisional establishment.— No immediate increase of establishment is oalled for. 

If necessary, 1 will depute one or two kanoongos to assist Mr. Grierson. 

23. Jfistrwi Engineer's establishment and tools. —The Inspector of Local Works will shortly 
proceed to Gya and decide, in consultation with the Collector and District Engineer, what 
increase of establishment will be needed. The Collector has Ifien instructed to make provi¬ 
sion for spare kodalts and baskets, so that labour may be properly utilizod.

24. Area affected.— The area affected by tEeNatal or partial failure of the paddy crop 
is shown in the map now forwarded. The part in i^ioh the failure of tho crop has been most 
complete is marked in purple : that in which the failure has been loss severe, or in which. 
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owing to irrigation and other causes, present prospects are somewhat better, is ooloured 
indigo. 

Roughly speaking, the affected tract is now reported to comprise about two-thirds of 
the jurisdiction of the Dhaka thannn, about 200 square miles. According to the census 
of 1881, the population of the Dhaka thanna amounted to 253,992 persons. Allowing for a 
normal increase at the rate of 1*2 per oent. per year, it may b^now putjtwQ at about 
275,000 persons. The population therefore pf the affected tract as slown ^ffthehiap may 
be put down at 180,000. ^ , 

25. General state of the affected tract. —No information has been furnished as to the 
estimated outturn of the dhan harvest in the Bettiah Bub-diviStbn, and the remaining por¬ 
tion, i.e., the unaffected tracts of the Sudder sub-division. The latest information, which, 
however, is not new and may have to be modified, as the result of later observation gave the 
estimated outturn of the dhan harvest at 9 annas in the Bettiah sub-division and at 6 annas 
in the Sudder sub-division. There is no reason to anticipate that the condition of the people 
anywhere outside an area oqual to the Dhaka thanna jurisdiction neod cause any apprehen¬ 
sions. Excellent reports have been reoeived by the Opium Agent regarding the prospects of 
the poppy crop in the Bettiah sub-division, and in the Sudder sub-division, although the 
crop is reported to be backward, it is not reported to have failed. 

2G. Tost works have been opened iu the affected tract. A statement is appended 
which shows the attendance on these works. The number of persons on them has increased 
very rapidly, although the rate of wago given is below the rate usually given in the distriot. 
If the work t^t has been strictly applied—and I have deputed the Inspector of Local Works 
to ascertain from personal observation and to report upon this point—-there can be no doubt 
that the attendance upon these works in Ohumparun indicates that pressure is already being 
felt. The rates givon are 7 dibuas or lohit/a pice to full-grown men, 5 dibuas to women, and 
1,J2, 3 and 4 dibuas to oliildron, six and-a-half dibuas representing one anna. 

The District Engineer has furnished me with a statement of the actual cost of the 
1 ration defined in the Famine Code, and from his figures it would appear that tho rate of 
wage given on tho test works—where nnhfthn present only task work has been demanded— 
represents not more than 75 per cent, offthe full wage. Instructions have been given to him 
to introduce without delay, wherever practicable, the system of payment-by-results, aod I 
hope in my next fortnightly to be able to state what result this measure has in affecting the 
number^f pcrsoimgtoon the works. Considering that dhan harvesting operations are not yet 
finished, the tho works in Chumpurun must, if the work test Las boon properly 

enforced, be holjfro indicate that pressure resulting from a marked failurcflsf orops is felt over 
a well-defined tract. 

27. Gratuitous relief. —No gratuitous relief has been given. 

28. Grain stocks .—The grain supply in the local markets is 
are Btoady at fairly low rates. No complaints of insufficiency of

29. Orgamzatiomff Collector reports that there is no neod to open relief 

circles before Match. Should circumstances then render it desirable, two relief circles will be 
4f>ened.* I neod not now give any fuller information under this head, as establishment to 
man theee circles is not at present required. 

30. Sub-dt vision* l establishment. —No extra Deputy Collector will be reqiJ&rod for the 
next three mouths. Should the Collector represent the necessity of having one or two extra 
kanoongos, I will comply with his requisition and report my action for the sanction of 
Government. 

31. District Engineer*8 establishment and tools .—The following extra establishment is 
required by the Distriot Engineer—

Having regard to the limited establishment under Mr. Sealy, the Ohumparun Distriot 
Engineer, and to the large attendance upon the test works, Ac.—attendance which may be 
expected to increase considerably during the next month—I request that the officers now 
applied for may bo directed to join at once. It is impossible to start the payment-by-results 
system or to supervise and oontrol effectually labour upon task work with a smaller increase 
of establishment than that now applied for. I trust therefore that Government will be 
pleased to pass very early orders japun this application. The Collector has already been 
instructed to make due provision V kodulis ana baskets, so that labour may be properly 
utilised. 


32. Later observation has enabled tho ColLgpfcr to modify his estimate of the affected 
areas in his district. 

A map tracing is attached to this roport^which is a copy of the map furnished by the 
District Engineer to the Secretary to Government in tho Public Works Department. 
Mr. Boadon, after explaining that in his opinion the map furnished to Mr. Martin gives 
* r an erroneously exaggerated account of tho drought.,” has thus embodied his own estimate 
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of the actual condition. He writes—" I have shadod with pencil what I believe to be the 
area of total failure, and with check lines the part where the crop may not have been on 
the average above four annas. The former strip I should put at about. 60 miles by 8, 
or 480 miles. The next portion would be a strip representing in length the widest ctretoh of 
the district with an average breadth of five or six miles.” 

The whjf ii of the district here is about 60 miles, so this area, ue, 9 the area indicated by 
check linfSfwob&^i bo same 300 square miles. 

33. General state of the affected tract .—Adverting to the condition of the distriot as a 
whole, the following information fa of value . 

The dhan orop in the <Tajpore sub-division is reported to he " a' £ood 12-anna crop. 
The moisture for the mbi is fairly good. An ordinary amount of ram in January ok 
February will produce a good rabi. 

The Manager of the Nurhun estate in that sub-division writes—" All fear of the failure 
of orop has been dispelled by the rain of the night of the 28th and 29lh November, and I 
sanguinely hope that we shall have bumper mbi crops in the villages of this estate. Tfce 
outturn of the aghani dhan has been about 124 annas.” 

In the Durbhunga sub-division the outturn of the rice harvest is better than was expected, 
and the light showers which fell on the 29th November are reported to have benefited the 
rabi, 

Mr. Beadon reports that he has suooeoded in obtaining an estimate, villas© by village, 
for 115 villages belonging to Rai Ghinga Prasad, situated in all parts of the distriqf, which 
g veson the whole an average outturn of 104 annas for the dhan crop. The ej0$m&te which 
was prepared two months ago, Mr. Beadon, as the result of his personal observation, states 
might bo raised to 124 annas. Regarding the eastern portion of the Durbhunga sub¬ 
division, the Distriot Superintendent writes:—" The crops all along the road from Rosera to 
Bene]iore are excellent.” 

Rain fell subsequent to the dates to which tlie above opinions refer, and the rabi Has 
bonefited thereby. The Collector writes 4 * Driving through the town of Durbhunga I- 
could see no traces of high prices telling upon theV^jhysique of the people.” As the prices 
now reported to be prevailing there are rioe 16 eSfcrs, makai 22 seers, mama 23 seers, it is 
quite certain that the people are not suffering in any way from pressure of high prioos. 

33. Tho following information relates to the Madhub&ni sub-division. The places 
named are marked on the mapffe. f 1 * 

In tho Phu]paras and Madhuboni thanos the dhan is being liar^MK tho prospects of 
the rabi crops are fqjrpurable. 

On the 12th Atfeoember the following are the reported rates for coarse rice at tho various

34. Mr. Beadon writes:—"Personal enquiry by myself and Mr. drier, Sub-divisional 
Officer, lias satisfied us that the outturn on the Alapore pergunnah will be 9 or 10 annas at 
least. In Jubdee there is an 8-anna crop, though hore and on Alapore there aro scattered 
villages which have suffered much. All tho way from Naraya to Mohadeo Nath (nine 
miles) the crops are first-rate, but they are less good, though very fair, up to the frontier. 
For this reason I have greatly curtailed the area of total failure, os already explained.” 

35. It is much to he regretted that up to tho 15th instant the Collector had not opened 
any tost works as direoted He explains that bo omitted to do so, as ho misapprehended the 
purport of tho orders communioated to him. He has now received explicit orders to open 
these works at once. 

The attendance upon the Pistrict Board’s works, where tho normal rate of wages is paid, 
affords no indication wnatever of the pressure upon the people. In the - first place, these works 
are under oontraotors who engage only what may be termed skilled labour, and consequently 
women and other feeble persons can get little or no employment on them, however great their 
need. Skilled labourers, on the other hand, are able to earn muoh more than the full wage of 
the Famine Code. 

I have asked Mr. Beadon to open some of the'works sanctioned by his District Board, 
and for whioli funds have been allottod by them, as test works. By introducing the system of 
payment-by-results, theso works can be executed without wasteful expenditure of the Board’s 
funds. 


36. Tho estimates framed of tho abta&l oondition of this distriot have varied So muoh 
from time to timo that I oonside\‘he procwal evidence which test works, properly supervised, 
would afford of tho pressure upon the jMijde, of more importance than estimates of crop 
outturns which, under tho most favourable conditions, must be more or less conjectural. 
While uttaohing much value to estimates whilh have been so carefully considered by tho 
Colloctor, I think it necessary to have tho correctness of theso estimates, affecting the condition 
of the people, checked by the evidence (which, if the supervision is efficient and rules attended 
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to, must bo considered to be positive evidence) afforded by test works. I shall at once place 
myself in correspondence with Mr. Beadon, who. in his roport just received, discusses the 
relative value of test works and works carried out under normal conditions, and issue to him 
explicit instructions for his guidance. 

37. I am at present on tour in the Durbhunga diet riot, and in my next narrative 1 hope 

to be able to express an opinion, the result of personal observation, ob to the condition of the 
affected tracts. At present, I oan only forward the Collector’s estimate, I have 

remarked, is not supported by any evidence obtained from attendanoe on tert^woSS There 
can be no doubt that there has been a marked failure of the rice harvest in well-defined areas 
in this district. As to the effoot this failure has had upon the condition of the people. 1 
ti&gret to say I am not at the present time in a position to give precise information. 

38. Gratuitous reliefs No gratuitous relief at the expense of Government has been 
given. 

39. Grain stock —The Collector, who has made enquiries from everybody whom ho meets, 
is satisfied that there are stocks of. grain in the country. He discusses figures of export of 
grain obtained from the railway authorities in support of his opinion. He is able to give a 
statement showing stocks of over three lakhs of maunds stored in the Madhubani sub-division, 
which stocks do not inoludo any portion of the new crop. He writes ■“ In the face of the 
above returns, 1 can have no doubt that the stocks throughoqj the sub-division (Madhubani» 
are ample for the support of the population. For the rest of the district the stooks of grain 
are wholly sufficient. ” 

40. Tim Collector is of opinion that no cirole organisation is required at present. 
Assuming hi?estimate of the failure of crops to be correct, it seems desirable that the area 
which he considers to be seriously affected should be divided into two or three circles, which 
might be placed in the charge of .officers of the status of kanoongos, whose duties would he 
to mako enquiries in cases of applications for loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act, 
verify estimates as to the crop outturns, and genorally collect all information of value 

. shouid it be necessary hereafter to organise systematically mea-urcs of relief. Unless some 
such sub-division of areas is carried out, i tjp possible that the Sub-divisional Officer may not bo 
kepf fully informed ae to the conditionpeople. The Collector will bo addressed regard¬ 
ing this. One kunoongo, one mohurir and ono peon would be a sufficiently large establish¬ 
ment for each of thoso circles, and if their entertainment is doomed necessary, I will pass ord rs 
which ^11 bo subsequently represented for Government confirmation. 

41. —No increase is requirod at prosen^ An experienced 

Joint-MngistrajAris^Wlftioiied at Madhubani, Mr. Greer. Mr. H. Lee is under orders to join 
at Durbhungafrind if vestod with appellate powers tinder the CriminaJaProcedure Codo, and 
powers under certain colleotorato laws and rules, will bo able to relieve Ml Boadon of much 
routine work. The references necessary upon this point will be made A Government in th« 
Judicial Department. j 1 

4*2. District Engineer's establishment and do o Is. —No applicaU^sAJK been submitted Iot an 
increase of tho District Engineer’s establishment The ColldStor has not, it would appear** 
from his report, npnwiondpd that tost wBfHP are to bo under supervision of tho District 
Engineer. For t^e^orks carried out at normal rates from the Distriot Board’s funds the 
^Di9tri*t Engineer appoints establishment as required. Mr. Stevens has applied fi»r tho follow¬ 
ing increase of establishment “ to enable him to conduct relief works, and at the same time to 
carry on the current duties of his district ^ 

1 Assistant Engineer. 
f> Overseers. 


It is desirable that Mr Stevons should have a sufficient establishment, and that all test works 
opened should be placed under him. 

The Collector has expressed no opinion upon the scale of establishment applied for. J 
havo no information which enables me to pronounce upon it, and I leave the matter therefore 
for the consideration of the Public Works Department. I shall bo glad if very early orders 
are passed, and that any officers deputed to Mr. Stevens’ assistance may be ordered to join 
without delay, so that, he may be in a position to take over chargo of test works. 

The attention of the Collector will bo called to the necessity of having a sufficient supply 
of tools in stock.

Of this sum the District Board supplies Rs.-8,676 and the Maharajah of Bettiah Es. 1,707, 
leaving a balance of Ks. 37,295* for whiorthe Collector requests that a grant from Govern¬ 
ment may bo made. ' 

Until the reports of the Inspector of LocSfcOTorks are reoeived, I am not in a position 
to say whether the attendance upon the test wo^s cannot be diminished, or at any rate 
prevented from increasing over rapidly by a more rigid adherence to tho provisions of the 
Famine Code. I will therefore only ask Government to sanction a grant of Rs. 10,000 
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to Chumparun for civil agency works. In my next report I shall bo able, I hope, to make 
a foreoast based upon fuller information of the probable expenditure during the coming 
month. 

44. I have submitted in some detail information upon points of importance for all 
districts of the division. It will be seen that the areas which are stated to have suffered 
severely from the failure of crops in the several districts of the division are — 

An area of from 300 to 40u Bquare miles in the north of thei Bitaqpefltaath-division of 
the M ozuff erpore district, with a population of about 250,000 persons, plus an unascertained 
area in the Shewhur thana to the west of the sub-division. 

An aggregate area of about 310 square miles, the component areas being situated in the 
Sudder and Nawada sub-divisions of the Gya distriot, with a population of about 150,000. 

An area of 480 square miles alon^ the northern frontier (with a population of about 
270,000) of the Modhubani eub-division of the Durbhunga distriot, and immediately below 
this an area of 300 square miles with a population of ubout 200,000. In this latter tract 
the failure of the crops has been much less marked. 

Test works have been opened in Gya, but no labourers have flocked to them. This 
indicates that at present the pressure resulting from failure of crops is not severe, labourers 
being able to obtain more lucrative employment elsewhere. I learn from the Opium Agent 
that the prospects of the poppy crop all over the Gya distriot are magnificent; and as tbo 
outturn of opium in this district varies xrom 14,000 to 16,000 maunds in a good year, there 
'is reason to expect that the Gya cultivators will reoeive nearly 30 lakhs of rupees for their 
opium year. Taking this fact, with others, into consideration, I entertain hopes that 
the distress to be experienced and dealt with in Gya will be much less than indicated even 
by the revised estimate I have now submitted. 

Test* works have not been opened in Durbhunga and Mozufferpore, and so there is no 
trustworthy evidence to show what the pressure upon the people thoro is. There seems to be 
no reason to doubt that tho crops liiivo seriously failed over well-definod areas, and that 
assistance will have to bo given to a large number of persons in those tracts either in tho form 
of advances of money, or by providing them with employment. More than this cannot be 
now said. 

In Chumparun the attendance upon tho test works has increased very ominously. If the 
work test has been strictly enforced, as the wage given appears to bo the wage prescribed by 
th# Faminc^jod©. wo have for this district at least a trustworthy and positivo indication that 
pressure felt, and that w© may expect to have on our hanms a gradually increas¬ 

ing minder ofpersons to whom assistance in some form or other must no given probably 
until the harvesting of the next bhadoi crop, drain stocks everywhere are sufficient, and 
importations of Indian-com aro being made from Nepal, which show that in tho Torai there 
is a surplus of grain available for export. Thfe is a faot of nlkch importance, as the Nepal 
Torai immediately adjoins the affected tract sin Mozullerpore^flhwipt'un and Durbhunga A 

f I he prices of gruin are fairly steady, and except at stations in tho nortly^r 

Modhubani are njt excessively high, ndibtpgb above tho normal. 

No cases of^Pfstross lia^p been reported, and it has not been found necessary to give 
gratuitous rebel'. 

A scheme of works upon which the largest numbor of persons likely to flock for 
employment can bo employed has been prepared for each district. 

The strengthening of establishments where necessary has been considewd. 

Orders have issued for the immediate opening of test works, and tho Inspector of Local 
Works has boon deputed to inspect them, and to soe that the ordinary contract system is not 
introduced, that the work test is rigidly applied, and that the prescribed rates of wage are 
given. 

Finally, I may add that I am myself on tour, and will visit the Madhubani and 
Sitamarhi sub-divisions bolero returning to bead-quarters.

Taking the work at Its. 2 per 1.000 cubic feet, and calculating the number of persons at 13 for the 
rupee, these works wore for 23,000 persons' employment for three months. 

It is impossible to say which particular civil agency work is more necessary than another. The 
circles into which they have been grouped are so small that there would bo no difficulty in people of any 
part of the tract attending any of these works. « 

It should also be noted that the calculation of 13 persons working per rupee assumes that they 
are all adults obtaining the full wage. This of course is not the case, and employment wduld therefore 
bo afforded by these works for many more people than the above numbers.

It does not appear that tho stock of grain is in any place deficient. In regard to the 
district of Gya, in South Behar, you have not yet satisfied yoursolf of the extent of the 
failure, and the Lieutenant-Governor accepts the fact that the matter is still being discussed 
with the Collector as evidence of the pains taken to arrive at the truth. ” 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor notioed with approval that ’you are giving effect to the 

instructions conveyed in my letter No. 3857, dated 5th December 1888,'os to the measures 
of relief to be adopted. The strict obsoryanoe of the rules prescribed by the Famine Code for 
the control of test works is properly insisted on by you as essential to the attainment of the 
objeot with whioh such works are maintained. It seems that it is only in Chuthporuh that 
any attempt has hitherto been m^e to carry out the rules, but it is uncertain whether they 
havo been effective even there, and the Inspector of Local WorkA has,* ‘it is observed, been 
deputed -for the purpose of ascertaining tnis fact. -Since tho submission of iho report the 
Lieutenant-Governor learns with satisfaction that Drnriot BoadLs have permitted their works 
to be executed on the Code system. . ■ # 

4. Separate orders have been issued sanctioj^mg the grant of Rs.' 10,000 proposed by 
you for civil agency works in Chumparun, anjj^lie extra establishments for whioh you apply. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to observtrthnt the Maharajah of Durhhunga has givon 
extensive relief on his estates.

3. Gy a. —The Collector, in his report for the fortnight ending the 81st December, fully 
confirms the accuracy of the information already submitted to Government that in the Gya 
district the affected area is 310 square miles, with a population of about 147,000. With refer* 
enee to the area of 1,465 square miles with a population of 562,000 persons, in which the 
Collector reported that ** there is no immediate apprehension of distress, but where relief 
measures may be necessary later on,” I am now able to report that over this area the outturn 
of the dhan harvest is reported to bo 7 4 annas, or about half ah average outturn. This infor¬ 
mation appears to mo to fuljy justify the opinion I had formed that in this tract the jpressure 
upon ihe people cannot be so groat as to necessitate Government intervention. Mr. Grierson 
will be at Bankipore when the Lieutenant-Governor arrives on tho 12th instant, and by that 
time he will have been able to oolleot fuller information regarding this debateat^fe tract. 

The Collector considers that only three-fourths of the area ordinarily under rubbee has 
been sown down this year. He gives no information as to the prospects of the standing' 
crop, regarding which all that can bo said is that so far it is healthy and would benefit from 
a fall of rain. 

4. Tho test works opened by the District Board in the vicinity of ofteotod traots not 

having attracted any labourors have been closed, but will be 
re-opened after thd^K^w crop has been harvested should this 
be necessary. On ink. test works opened at Government 

expense in mehal Sarawan, whore payments* are made by results to able-bodied labourers and 
by task work to females and children, the attendance is 45 persons only. These facts 
indicate that at present thf harvesting of the winter rice crop has supplied aj^lio employment 
required, and alsoy, it may be said, that the pressure upon tho peyy^^Wi.t present not 
marked. A 

5. None has boen given. 

in all tho markets are sufficient. Coarse rice is soiling at 
from 17 to IS seers (Government weight) in tho interior, and 
at 16 seers in the head-quarter towns. 

7. No iucreaso of establishment roquired. 

>n, who spent^jir- 17th December aift the six following 
days in inspecting the wlioki of tho arxtrted tract, is able to 
confirm the information alroady submitted' to Govorupaovl 
that the area of bod failure comprises from 300 to 400 square miles, os defined in the map 
forwarded to Government with the last report fr<>m this office. The Collector states that tho 
average outtugi of tho rice crop for the whole of this area it as not exoeeded two annas, while 
in tho worst part on the east, including Bela and Parihor, the failure has been complete, less 
than one anna being harvested, lie writes : 44 In numbers of villages practioally no crop 

has been gathered, and even the small outturn of two annas would not have been reached had 
not much of the crops of particular villages beon saved by irrigation from streams and tanks.” 

While the Collector was on tour in the area already reported as affected, Mr. Maopherson 
made a careful inspection of the Sheohur thana, which area was referred to in tho last 
divisional report as tho (< unascertained area.” Mr. Maophorson found that, while in some 
villages the crop had completely failed, in others there was a very fair outturn. Tho average 
outturn for the whole Sheohur thana is estimated at 4 annas. 

The Collector does not at present wish to include this thana in the affected area, as it 
has a large area under rubbee ; and if tho outturn of this harvest prove favourable, it will not, 
in his opinion, need much in the shape of relief. A test work has been opened here, and the 
tract will be carefully watched. For the present, therefore, 1 will not ask Government to 
include the Sheohur thana as an affected area. 

I crossed from the Durbhunga district to Mozufferpore close to the Nepal frontier, walk* 
mg a short out through Nepal territory. There was hardly any rubbee , but curiously most 
of tho rahar that 1 saw was very good. In some villages, where either my tent was pitched 
or 1 obaugod horses, there were orowds of people roady to clamour for help. There were, 
however, very strong sign that the clamour was prompted by recollection of tho extensive 
relief operations of 1874. At Sursand I met Mr. Bolton, and with him Mr. Disney, the 
District Engineer. The condition qf this parVof Sitamarhi is exactly like that of the conti¬ 
guous parts of Madhubani, and the\nproved^t going south to Bupri is as strongly marked 
as the opposite change going north from Kamt&fiL

Gram.Htook, and prices o oo -grains. j g ^eing exported. The Collector, in tho course of his 

tour, noticed that rice was being imported into the affected area from the south of the 
distriot. I reproduce a statement, from which it will be seen that there has been a rise in 
prices during the past fortnight—

Tl 
wtjck on these roads is l^ng met by the DisfeMw^oard. Payment by results is made, and 
the Collector has satisf^R himself t^iat labourers cannot earn more than the full wage. Tlic 
contract system lias been absolutely prohibited. Civil agency works have boon .-tartod at 
l^urfnoWli, Dastoa, and Cliarout, where tanks are being excavated. Tho two former works 
arc being.supervised by tho Assistant Superintendent of Police. Payment by result is made, 
and instructions have issued to give out the work as far as possible by families. Fnll 
attendance figures have not been supplied, but on tho 30th December there wore 1,090 
persons working at tho Dastea tank and 95 at the Kunliowli tank. 

'1 ho following works are being carried out by private agency:—A largo tank at 9 el a, 
four tanks in tho neighbourhood of Sonbursa. The attendance on all these works is small 
and not increasing. 

Work was started at Parihur on a tank by the Assistant Manager of the Durhhanga 
ltaj ; but as tho supervision was inefficient, the influx of people became so groat .that the 
Assistant Manager stopped work until his staff was strengthened. 

No works are at presont being carried out by moans of tucoavi loans, but as tho Collector 
lias received applications for such loans, a roforenoe for funds under this head may bo 
expected. . * 

12. No gratuitous relief from Government funds has been given. On the 8tli Decem¬ 
ber 1,004 persons received gratuitous relief from tho 
Gratuitous rohof. Maharajah of Durbhunga’s Parihur office; this number had 

decreased to 415 on the 22nd Deoember. The Assistant Manager explains the decrease by 
stating that he gave gratuitous relief until he was in a position to provide employment. Tho 
majority of tho persons formerly receiving this gratuitous relief will now have to ‘work on tho 
Bela road. The result is docidc^y satisfactory, as the distribution of gratuitous reliof to 
able-bodied persons has a demoralimng effect. 

13.. The Collector has not submitted any proposals for increase of establishment. An 
Ent ir hment. Assistant Engmoei# has alropdy reported himself, and tho 

a > lanment. overseers, four inj^nber, Hot©, I understand, also joined.

My observation 
of tho look of the country, the number and condition of the threshing-floore/tMl quality nf 
the corn being threshed, confirmed the previous reports received from Mr. Beadon Prom 
Durbhunga north to Kamtoul there was nothing to complain of. Between Kamtoul and 
Sauhman (iMt, a distance of about five miles north, there were still no strongly marked 
signs that anything was wrong. From tho ghat north I fonnd a quite different slate of 
things; khalihans much less frequent and less well supplied; large maidans with little or 
no stubble, and hardly any rubbi. The some general features were seen throughout mv 
journey till 1 reached Narayonporo, about fourmileJ^ta of Pupri in Sitomarhi These two 
places, Saulimau Ghut and Narayanpore, are on or oldae to the boundaries of affected tracts 
given by ihe district officers. As far. then, as observation of the state of affaire the 
reports hitherto given may be considered very accurate and improving in accuracy * 

I found, that test works had not been set going; but there has been so oorTefoond- 

ence on this subject lately, and the wishes of .Government have bevheJ%Vth so doarlv 
that 1 will not refer to it again. The usual heavy southward traffic had oeasft almost com¬ 
pletely, and in its rfiaoe there was a very much smaller northward transport of grain Sweet 
potatoes formed parftjf the remnant of southward traffio. Cattle showed good oonditi .n but 
wero being driven hj ino yf/soid from fairs in considerable numbers. Tanks were drv’to a 
very great extent. *xn ^Jfc^iorth-west corner of Madhubani poppy was thioker than I 
s havo seen it anywhere evSfrvin Gya, but there were loud oomplaints that there was no 
water.

In this opinion I am not prepared to oonour 
and os it seems to me that the rate of remuneration fixed is, with referenoe to possible outturn 
of work and present selhng prices, too low to.represent the full ration, I anrinstructing the 
Inspector of Local Works to visit these test works and asoertain by imhmi trial whether the 
rate given is or is not sufficient. 

Under existing conditions, no significance can be attached to the on the 

Durbhunga test works, as it appears that during the fortnight ending the 31st Deoember 

work was being carriod on or near the affected tracts simultaneously by (1) Distriot Boards 

under the contract system; (2) by the Sub-divisional Local Board; <3) by private agenov- 
(4) persons who had taken advances under the Land Improvement Act. e o * 

Mr. Beadon has stated that the contract system will be absolutely abandoned, and before 
long I hope that much of the work now being carried on will be executed under the conditions 
prescribed m the Famine Quae.. ,

19. The Collector has made careful enquiries regarding grain stooks, and has ascertained 
fu ",™i r "> ookB * ond “ mn K P rio « « f * ho * P-MQ « being imported into the affeoted tracts from 
. ,. Madharpora Bahera, and Husera on the south-east. The 

stretch of land, lying unmediatelV to theTaorth of .Durbhunga, which or din arily supplies 
tho Durbhunga market, has fine oreqis this ya^^and is exporting direot to the nor th. The 
Durbhunga merchants have expressed their w&ngness to export to any part of the district 
where puces are high, if Government builds ship's to serve them as temporary shops; while 
two of them, Mohesh Chandra and Bam Lai Sahn, have expressed their intention olPopening 
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golahsin the affected tracts very soon. All the information received gives reassuring 
indications that private trade is active and sufficient for all requirements. r lxie prioe-current 
of the 31st December showed the price of common rice at Durbhunga as 14 -J-ft s©ors, 
J&adhubtfni 14 seers, Taj pore 14 r V seers. During the fortnight there has been a slight 
tighteuing of prices due probably to exceptional causes which will not continue to exist. 

20. In accordance with instructions conveyed to him, the Collector has nogv established 
. four circles. The existing staff of tftie sub^djAigp has beeu 

o orgttDutt on. utilized on the duties connected with tnese circles, which 

have been so constituted as to be capable of being sub-divided into stnallor circles directly 
any officer reports fthe necessity for more detailed work in his ^neighbourhood. The instruc¬ 
tions issued to the circle officers are sufficient, and we may now feel satisfied that early and 
reliable information as to the condition of the people will now reaoh the Collector 
from all parts of the affected area. For purposes of reference, I may note that the circles 
have been constituted according to polioe jurisdiction.

notice in this report are— 


1st .—That the skeleton cirole organization has been carried out in the Durbhunga 
district. 

2nd .—That in tho Mozufforpore and Chumparum districts, the payment by results 
system has been introduced on all works. 

3rd .—That two test works have for the first time been opened in the Durbhunga 
district under conditions however which do not seem to me to be suitable. I 
am in correspondence with the Collector on the subject, and hope that his 
District Board will furnish a number of these works to be carried out under 
the Code system. I have deputed the Inspector of Local Works to Madhu- 
bani with instructions to visit works in progress and to report to me upon 
the rates paid and the amount of work whioh is exacted, and generally upon 
all matters which have a bearing upon tho usefulness of tnese works as 
affording indication of the pressure on tho people and as supplying employ- 
menl to pereoi^ ; u need of if. 

26. I give no financial stnioment in this Report, as, owing to the break caused by tho 
Christmas holidays, the district reports are not sufficiently full to enable me to give precise 
information. All districts have sufficient funds mv immediate requirements 

27. No rain has fallen throughout the^^ision daring the fortnight under report. 
There has been no marked tightening of affloes, except iu the Madhubani sub-division, and 
these may be attributed to speoial and temporary causes A tendency to a rise in prices is 
noticeable, however, in Cbumparun and ilurbhunga.

2. The Collector of Shahabad writes 


« The prospects of the standing crops coutinue on the whole fair, though rain is badly 
wanted to prevent them from suffering. There was slight rain on the 13th, but the fall was 
not general and not enough to do any good to the crops. The price* of food-grains a^e 
stationary. Coarse rice is selling at 15 seers, barley at 18 seers and makai at 19 seerl the 
rupee.” 

3. The Collector of Sarun writes 


“ The rubbi and poppy crops have much benefited by the showers which fell ou the 13th 
instant, and their prospects are excellent. 

“ The prices of food-graius obtaining in the market ou the 15th instant were—

4. The Collector of Patna writes *— ^ 

u The prospefts of the standing crops are favourable. The Bub -divij fc^l Officer, Barh, 
reports that there was a good deal of hail in his sub-division, whiftf^mamp^jssibly have 
injured the young ugppy plants, but the extent of damage has not been ascertained.'” 

The fluctuations apparent in the selling prices of food-grains are unimportant. 

Coarse rice isH seliirt at 154 seers the rupee, makai at 204, barley at 204 at head¬ 
quarters : slightly Lstfur Lu antities are given for Barh. 

5. Area affected.— There is no change in the affected qyea. * % 

G. General state of the affected tract.— The Collector writes * 

“ Distress is spreading among the poorer classes of the cultivators, but not yet in an 
acute form ; numbers of them resort to the relief works, but complain that not being tt accu«- 
tomed to mafiual labour of the kind required, they find it difficult to earn a full ration at 
piece-work. Arrangements have been made whereby, with ordinary diligence, they can earn 
fully 75 per cent, of the full wage as prescribed in section 131 of the Famine Code. The 
effect of the change from payment of daily wages to piece-work has beeu to reduce the 
numbers of persons, especially of women and children, and to increase the numbers of appli¬ 
cations for loanB and advances. Prospects of crops continue unchanged ; there were a few 
drops of wn on the 13th, and the weather has been cloudy off and ou since. Poppy is 
holding on satisfactorily ; numerous kutcha wells are being excavated to irrigate the crop. 
The water-channels from the dams on the three rivers north of the affected tract have done 
immense good to the rubbi , Elsewhere this crop is beginning to look somewhat yellow.” 

7. Public works open.—I annex three statements A, C, and D, which show the 
attendance on works carried out at the expense of the District Board, of Government, and 
of private individuals. All these work* are under the District Engineer. It will be seen 
that, while the system of payment by results is being introduced as largely as possible, due 
provision has been made for the requirements of the more weakly and less efficient labourers 
by supplying task work. The Collector's action in this respect has my fullest approval. 

8. &ram»s(Qcks and prices of food-grains. —The supply of grain is reported to be 
sufficient. Mr. Power writes :—

“ There is a tendency towards equalization of prices all aver the district. Coarse rice is 
still procurable at a fraction above 12 seers per rupee in the affected area and cheaper food- 
grains (makai, &c.) in proportion.” V 

9. Gratuitous relief .—No gratuitous \Micf has as yet been given. The Collector 
reports that a commencement has been madefi^jbe preparation of Register A under section 
11 of the Famine Code in an unostentatious marinkr. 

10. Establishment and circle organization .—Tho Collector requires two additional 
canooDgocB, and arrangements have been made to send them to him at ouoe.

12. jQeneral state of the affected tract .—The prospects of the rubbi continue favourable. 
Mr. Grierson writes:—* 


“ There has been no rainfall during the fortnight. At Fatehpore, where Ifcave been in 
camp, there haB been some rain for a few miles all round, which hMs don^gffflhhgcod. If 
there be a good shower of rain followed soon by dear weather, the prospects of the rubbi 
will be further improved " 

• 13. Public works open .—The ordinary acnual repairs of village roads are in progress 

under the Local Boards. 

No report of attendance figures on the test works in the affected tract of Nawada, which 
have been lately re-opeued, has been received. 

On the teat works opened in mehal Sarawan for the construction of gendabandi, the 
average daily attendance of labourers is 130. Mr. Grierson writes 

“ I would also draw your attention to my proposal that the earthwork on the new 
railway to Benares, when it passes through the south of the district, should be commenced 
not as a Telief work, but as a good thing likely to save tbc necessity of relief works at a later 
stage when much pinching will be felt by the poorer classes/’ 

I commeM Mr. Grierson's proposal to the consideration of Government. 

14. Gram^stocks and prices of food-grains .—The supply of grain is reported to be 
sufficient everywhere in the district. Common rice is selling at 15^ seers the rupee in Gya, 
1G to 17 seers at sub-divisional head-quarters, and at 21 seers at Govindpore, an outpost of 
the Nawada sub-division. 

15. Gratuitous relief —No gratuitous relief has been given. 

1G. Establishment and circle orcwfzation. —Mr. Grierson needs the assistance of 
another Deputy Magistrate, but this wifTbe dealt with in a separate communication. 

No change in circle organization. 


MOZUFFE RPORE. 

17. Area Effected .—The area affected remains unchanged. The CcMector writes :— 

“ I am not yet satisfied that it should be extended so as to embrace Che southern por¬ 
tion of the Shewhur than a. I have already explained that Cultivation in that 

part is fairly large, and a good rubbi outturn may .considerably Ac state of things. 

Oup of the recently-appointed canoongoes has been deputed taritfhewhur. His reports give 
a somewhat gloomy jjpeount of the tracSHmfr the Sub-divisional Officer is not disposed to 
attach much important to them^and 1 am myself of opinion that they are much exag- 
ceiated. Mr. Maude will shortly visit Shewhur, and I shall also go there after a brief stay 
Mozuffcrporc. For the present, work is provided near Shewhur, and this will suffice for 
the labouring classes, who are the only persons in need of assistance/' 

18. General state of the affected tract .—There has been no improvement in the state 
of the crops in the affected tract. The Collector writes :— 


“ The absence of rain has done much harm. Signs of rain have been frequent during 
the past week, but beyond a few drops on the 13th and the early morning of the 19th there 
has been no fall. In Mozufferpore and further south fairly good rain has fallen, and the 
rubbi must have much benefited. There is now every reason to hope that a very good 
rubbi harvest will be gathered in these parts of the district, and that will to some extent 
benefit the distressed tract by causing a fall in the prices of rubbi food-grains, although 
infinitely greater good would have been done by a fall of rain in the tract itself, sufficient 
to enable cultivators to sow cheena and mung. It has already been reported that rubbi 
cultivation is very slight in the 1 affected tract, rahar being the principal crop now seen. 
The crops generally appear stunted and unhealthy (except rahar ), and unless rain falls 
shortly the outturn is likely to be very small. The people are using such water as there is 
in the hill streams for irrigation of the rubbi within a few hundred yards of the banks." 

The people are reported to be in fairly good health, and the cattle to be in good condi¬ 
tion everywhere. 

19. Grain-stocks and prices^,' food-grains .—It is satisfactory to note that there has 
been a slight fall in prices during the fortnight. Exact figures cannot be given, as the 
Collector had not the returns for the several markets by him when writing • out he is 
able to report that there is an improvement <wabout onp seer in the selling price of 
rice and of about two Beers in marua and makdD The CAlector reports that the supply 
of grain is sufficient in all the markets, and tlmj |ftfiakai continues to be imported from Nepal 
and rioe from the south, although the quantiyis not large in either case. It would appear 
from the fall iu prices that a large supply onhese grains came into the market during the 
fortnight. 
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20. Public works opened .—The average daily number of persons employed on road 
work carried out at the expense of the District Board is shown in the following state¬

The above figures show a large increase for the whole period. The Collector reports 
that there has been a further increase on the 12th and on the 15th instant : he estimates 
the number of persons on the District Board’s works in the affected tract at 5,000. Details 
of the number of men, women, and children on each road will be given in the next report. 

The civil agency works'consist of three tanks, Konhowli, Dostia, and Hanmannager. 
The total number of persons working on these tanks was 1,902, of whom 899 were men, 718 
women, and 288 children. The total numbers of persons on works in the affdBted tract of 
the Mozufferpore district on the 15th instant may therefore be put down rousmly at 7,000. 
The Collector reports that women and children resort more freely to tank wqfks than to the 
roads. On the former the work is allotted to families. Mr. Bolton writes that this arrange¬ 
ment will be tried on the roads. * 

It appears that upon one tank the rate at first given was too high; when this rate was 
roduced, the number decreased, and labourers wenrable to stay away because the Sursuud 
zemindar started some work in the neighbourhood^l^ing daily wages without regard to the 
quantity of work done. Piece-work has, however, since been introduced ou these private 
works, and the people have again commenced to flock to the civil agency tank. 

Mr. Bolton proposes extending tank work throughout the affected area. He writes :— 

“ 1 have refrained from undertaking it more extensively hitherto the entire cost 

is borne by Provincial fuudB, while I am of opinion that the lernindlMe^^fc derive the chief 
gain from works of/jhis class should contribute a portion of the cost. 1 propose in future to 
offer to re-excavatftauks provided the zemindars bear half the cost.” 

The Collector# is prepared to make advances to them for the purpose under the 
Land Improvemei^! Aot,/tnd has intimated his intentions to the zemindars of the affected 
tract. * * 

The Maharajah of Dunmunga and othe r zemin dars are excavating tanks at their own 
cost. Figures of the attendance on these prMISagency works pre available. 

21. Gratuitous relief .—The only gratuitous relief giv&i is that needed in urgent cases. 

Mr. Bolton writes:— * « ^ v 

“ There is still no necessity for organizing charitable relief, but I shall shortly select the 
villages whigjh will serve as the centres for such relief, if it must be undertaken hereafter. At 
Parihar, the Maharajah of Durbhunga is reported to be still giving gratuitous relief to several 
hundred people, a number of whom are, the Collector considers, not proper objects of charitable 
relief. The Raj Manager has given orderB for the exclusion of able-bodied persons ; so a 
diminution in the number of recipients may be expected. At Sursund a zemindar and 
near there three mohunts are also giving charitable relief on a limited scale.” 

22. Establishment ,*—The Collector considers that the time has now come for some 
increase of establishment. Details will be given when the proposition statement is received. 
The Collector is having a list prepared of old tanks which could be usefully re-excavated, 
and will also select the moat suitable centres for the distribution of gratuitous relief, should 
it be necessary later on to afford relief in this form. His arrangements have been carefully 
considered, and the action he is taking, while it will not in any way excite public feeling or 
raise false hopes, is required to ensure that the best pwsiSle preparation shall be made 
against a possible time of greater pressure later on in the season. 

23. Circle organization ,—No alteration in the scheme of circle organisation is reported. 

24. Grain-stocks and prices of food-grains ,—The Collector writes— 

“ Stocks are not showing signs of depletion, except in so far as a very slow and slight rise 
in price is concerned, but this only in certain places. The Deputy Collector charged with the 
duty reports that several mahajans have sent orders for riegf from Burdwan, Ranigunge and 
other districts in Bengal. The Sub-divisional Officer repots that there is a tendency to rise 
in prices, but that nowhere has this rise been marked. Mr. Greer writes from the south¬ 
east of Madhubani and^the Durbhunga Sirfder sub-division, large quantities of grain atfe being 
carried across the frontier to Nfl^al wher«fehore is also scarcity. The export of food-grains 
from railway this year shows a marked as compared with the corresponding period 

of previous years. On the other hand, thcreSk a marked decrease in the amount of imports 
from Nepal. So far as available, information can\uide us to an opinion, there seems to be little 
doubt that up to the present private trade is sufficiently active and extensive to maintain the 
stocks of grain in the load markets up to the actual requirements. 
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2b. Gratuitous relief —**Has been given to some twelve persons only. The Collector 
folly realises the necessity of not giving relief in this form uutil the circumstanoes of the 
persons who, on account of infirmity or disease, are fit recipients, are such us to render the 
administration of relief in this form absolutely necessary.

26. Area affected. General state of the affected area .—The area affected remains unchanged. 
The Collector has had detailed estimates, village by village, for the A^tdhubauHkub-division, 
made of the outturn of the dhan harvest, and of the probable outturn of th^nto&t* harvests. 
These statements 1 reproduce on a separate Bheet. * 

It will be seen that the whole jurisdiction of the Madhubani Rudder than a has harvested 
cftmsiderably above an 8-anna crop : regarding this area therefdfie there need be no appre¬ 
hension. la the remaining three thanas of Benip&tti, Khajouli, and Phnlparas, representing 
• With a population according an aggregate of 59b villages,* it will be seen that on 37*75 
to the laat c«naufl of 696783. per cent, of these villages, or on about 240 villages, the failure of 

the dhan has been almost complete, 2 annas or lets having been harvested, while in l,b*44 
per cent., or on about 110 villages more, there was a 4-anna crop only of dhan harvested. 
The significance of these figures is obvious. The Lieutenant-Governor, who has lately 
visited a portion of these Darbhuuga affected tracts, has satisfied hitnself that the condition 
of the people there is better than in the affected tracts of the neighbouring districts, 
Mozufferpore and Chumparan, and there are many indications to support this view. 
Whether this relative superiority wHl be maintained, it is not so easy to determine. My 
own opinion is that, if failure of the dhan harvest is correctly shown in this figured state¬ 
ment, and ll have every reason to believe that the information was carefully collected and 
examined, theVoudition of the people in the 240 villages of the Madhubani sub-division, in 
which the rf£a\crop almost completely failed, must sooner or later conform to the condition 
of the people in the affected tracts of the neighbouring districts. A considerable proportion 
of the agricultural, population (and in agricultural I include all tne non-urban population) 
possess little or no reserve, and if their dhan fields this year yielded them au outturn of 
two annas or less, such stocks as they possess will very soon be exhausted, and assistance in 
some, form or other will have to bjp^pven to them. As already Btated, there are no indi¬ 
cations that at present the pressure upon the people of these villages is severe, but that 
it will become so before long appears incontestable if the Collector’s estimate is correct. The 
local oncers will continue to make fullest enquiries and to watch the attendance figures 
upon the worksdflfthave been opened, and we may hope therefore to receive timely warning 
of the neoessirj^snlPlfd such necessity arise, of affording employment on a more extensive 
scale to the population an! of giving special relief to the infirm and^aged in exceptional cases. 
The Famiue Commissioners have estimated that in the worst famine new more than 15 per 
cent, of the population seek relief. Taking the population of the 240 viSages in which there 
has been an almost complete failure of the rice crop at 275,000 Versoim (and it is not less) 
the largest possible number that would come on»to our works affected tracts ot the 

Durbhunga district jwould at no time, exceed 40,000 personi^uid I have no doubt whatever 
that the local officeiJwoutd be able to deaPVffh this number, as the District Engineer's staff 
lias been strengthened, and thd*present skeleton circle organization is oapabie of considerable 
w efcpLnsion. 

We must also not lose sight of the extra strain that may be put upon our organization 
by the influx in large numbers of residents of the Nepal Teral. The Sub-divisional Offioer, 
Madhubani, reports that the scarcity in the Terai resembles the condition of oftr worst tracts, 
and if his information is correct we may erpect Nepalese ryots to flock to our works iu 
large numbers later on, and if their condition is one of severe distress, it will be our duty 
to allow them to secure employment on our works, provided that these works are being car¬ 
ried out in strict accoz dance with the rules laid down in the Famine pode. 

27. Public works open .—In my report for the fortnight ending the 31st December, 

I stated that the coutract system had been prohibited on all works carried out by the District 
Board. This statement was made in error. Work is carried out by the District Board on 
a modified contract system. The restrictions imposed are that contractors must accept all 
labour which offers itself, and must pay for it at the rate of Rs. 1-4-0 per hundred cubic feet. 
The circumstances under which the Lieutenant-Governor has agreed to the present system 
being tentatively maintained were fully discussed on the conference held a+ Durbhunga.

This information relates to the fortnight ending the. 6th January, Exaot figures of 
attendance are not available; but estimatingAmbers fording to the mayments made, the 
Sub-divisional Officer states that the attend^Ke was o,246 men in the first and 4,733 men 
in the seoond week. No women or chil^cn appear in the statements, but from Mr. Greer’s 
personal observation it would appear th^Fwomen and children are also working. Payments 
are made according to the work dong independently of the sex or age of the labourers. It 
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'will be seen that the lahour on the roads is distributed throughout the four cirolds into 
which the affected area has been subdivided, being most extensive in the worst affected 
tracts.

Attejfciyjce figures on these works are not available. 

Th^twotfet works at Lodauia and Lowkaha are still open. The attendance on them 
is small 

The District Engineer has arranged to take them over. r 

The Sub-divisional Officer is engaged on making a list of tanks upon which work edn 
be commenced hereafter should necessity arise. 

Several works have been undertaken by private individuals at their own expense within 
the sub-division at Salempore within the Madhwapore outpost jurisdiction: two tanks are 
being excavated by Buchoo Soonri and ilalman ; they are estimated to cost Ks. 450 and Rs. ^00 
respectively. In Falhnarguan two tanks are being excavated by Jamah Hast and Boloram 
Kandoo, and a third tank is being excavated by , employing 100 labourers 

on it. 

In the Buchour neighbourhood tanks are being excavated at Rajuvar (350 labourers 
employed), Thabur (80), Sedhef Rolan (100), Boohoura (80), Pactum a (100), Koornar Khal 
(100), Patharyarha (160). 

The Rajah of Buchour is reported to be giving employment to a large number of labour¬ 
ers on a tank at .Narar, and will provide further works to relieve distress in hi# estate. 

At Lurkaha tanks are being excavated by Koouja Lall Sabo at LuchmiJore at an esti¬ 
mated cost of Its. 1,000; at ffahuputty a tank estimated to cost Rs. 1,000 is^eing excavated 
by Girdhary Beldar ; at Karmegh a tank to cost Its. 500 by Hulmau ; at liahaha a tank to 
cost Its. 700 by 33 h ok a Oja, at Kotporc Sail a tank to cost Rs. 000. by Mondar, and also 
tanks at Lukeh Talit at Madonpore and jote Tarsahi. 

At Phulparas two tanks arc being excavatedj^me by Chede at an estimated cost of 
Rs. GOO, and one at Lugapoti by Khub Lall at an cbtynated cost of Rs. 71)0. 

Details of the attendanco upon these tanks are not available, but the above information 
affords evidence of the extent ot the private relief agency and of the means of employment 
offered to the inhabitants. Making a rough estimate of numbers, it mav be said tlqpt in the 
Madnubaui sub-division not less than from 6,000 to 7,000 persons arJK^jtaining employ¬ 
ment. 


2rt. Establishment and circle organization .—The question of increase dr establishment 
will be separately wralt with. It is absolutely neces>ary with the Durbhunga system of 
employing labourer on the modified contract system to have a very efficient circle orga¬ 
nization. Circle officers^wiIi have to go their rounds frequently aud systematically to satisfy 
themselves that air pSwjPfe^iu need of employment arc able to get it. They will also have 
to satisfy themselves that paylhents arc made punctually at short intervals, and that each 
individual labourer is able to earn a wage Tramcient to purchase a fcv’s food. At present 
payment is made according to the amount of work raeastfred up, and ,the distribution of 
wages to individuals is not made. Very strict supervision consequently will be required te. 
ensure that the weakest and least efficient member of the gang gets sufficient for the day’s 
food. This is the more uecesB&ry, as under the Durbhunga system the priuciplc of providing 
task work for the more feeble workers has not been brought into operation. 

No change has been made in the scheme of circle organization, but the Collector does 
not think that officers of the status of cutioongoe can be entrusted with the responsible duties 
of circle officers. This is a point which will be dealt with when the question of establish¬ 
ment is being’ discussed. 

29. Prices of foods-graim and stocks .—A price current statement is annexed. The 
Sub-rii visional Officer writes :— 


44 Throughout the sub-division there is a tendency to a rise iu prices, but nowhere has 
there been an increase of serious consequence. Grain is being extensively imported from the 
south-east of Madhubani and the Durbhunga Suddir sub-division.” 

30. Financial statement .—I will submit shortly an application for allotment of funds 
under the various heads of expenditure. In the meantime I have authorized Collectors to 
incur expenditure in anticipation of sanction. When submitting this application I hope to 
be able to discuss the question of the suitability of making advances under the Agricul¬ 
turists' Loans Act as a form of relief. I may here state that on the whole district officers 
are against making the^e loans at present. Some light will be thrown upon the question by 
an examination of the figures ahowiugthe percentages of recovery madeiu the several districts 


of amounts so lent during the famine'of 1873-74. f ^ 

*31. The important points I have to bring to notice in this report are— 

1*/.—-That detailed enquiries made village by village in the Madhubani sub-division 
confirm the opinion alreaCy expressed by the Collector as to the extent of 
almost complete failure orahe dhan harvest in certain tracts of that sub¬ 
division. 

2«d.—That public works in the affecteA tracts of the Madhubani sub-division are 
being carried out on a modified mitraot system, no provision being made to 
give weakly or unskilful coolies employment under any system approximat¬ 
ing to task work. 
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8 rd .—That in Chumparun, as will be seen from the figured statements attached, the 
payment by result system has been widely introduced, and that side by side 
with it the system of payment by task work is also in force. 

4M.—-Figured statements for MozufFerpore are not available, but there also the system 
of payment by results has been widely introduced. The Collector will be 
asked to submit statements which will show whether the task work Bystem 
is in force. * 

5 th ,—In my opinion the provision of employment under thf task w^Ai^stem is an 
integral part of the scheme for relief, is formulated in the Famine Code 
and should be insisted upon, due discretion being exercised in drafting the 
aBle-bodied to the payment by results works. # An expression of the views of 
Government upon this point is solicited. 

(ifA.—There is a marked steady increase in the number of persons on the works in 
MozufFerpore. Attendance figures, which fell very rapidly upon the intro¬ 
duction of the payment by results system in Chumparun, are again going 
up rapidly. In Dnrbhunga there would appear to be also a steady increase 
in the number of persons on the works. • 

7th. —A strong expensive agency will be required in connection with the modified 
contract system upon works in the Durbhunga district. 

8M.—Grain-stock a everywhere are reported to be sufficient. Prices of food-grains 
are fairly stationary. The late rain docs not appear to have done any 
benefit to the rubbi crop in the affected areas, though it has much benefited 
^ the rubbi elsewhere in places. 

9£/S.-\No increase of crime of importance is reported. Up to the present the 
V measures of relief taken have been sufficient for the protection of the popu- 
\ lation of the affected tracts, and the arrangements made are capable of 
expansion should the number of persons seeking relief rapidly increase.

RESOLUTION. 

Read— • 

Resolution of this Government, No 1, dated 15th September 1869. 

Letter No. 4929, dated 23rd July 1888, from the Sanitary Commissioner for 
Bengal. 

In the Resolution of this Government, dated 15th September 1869, a set of 
rules, prescribing the forms in which the mortuary statistics relating to natives 
of this country, of all classes and creeds, were to be embodied, and the procedure 
to be adopted by the officers upon whom the duty of preparing ihc returns 
would fall,* was circulated to the Commissioners of Divisions for communica¬ 
tion to the officers concerned. It was stated that the mortuary statistics of 
Europeans and Bast Indians would not be included in these forms, but that 
a separate sltwould subsequently be issued for this purpose. The mortuary 
statistics of ^Europeans and East Indians are now prepared under the rules 
issued with Government Resolution, dated 4th October 1872, for the submission 
of quarterly returns of baptisms, marriages, and burials of European Christians. 
4 The Sanitary Commissioner, hi his letter No. 4929, dated 23rd July 1888, has 
now pointed out that, in consequent of this arrangement, the mortuary statis¬ 
tics of Europeans and East Indiadsare not included in the weekly and monthly 
returns which are submitted to him by municipalities, and that the mortuary 
statistics of tliePro vince, which are compiled from these returns, arc consequently 
inaccurate. M^Sanitary Commissioner now proposes that f municipalities 
should be eirjroweWH to record all births and deaths occurring within municipal 
limits irrespective of nationality or religion, and that all tilths in hospitals, 
dispensaries, lunatic asylums, and jails should be reported ® the Municipal 
Commissioners. Under Act IV (B.C.) of 1873, the ncc^saryl power to carry 
out these proposals has already been extended to allrmJj^jmUties in which 
that Act is in fewee, but it appegr^hat the Miarolpal Committees have 
hitherto continuefjjfto follow the ruiesTBlfi down in the Resolution of 1869. 

The Lieutenant-Governor approves of the proposals of the Sanitary Com- 
^missioner, and is pleased to direct that the Commissioners of all munici¬ 
palities, to which Act IY (B.C.) of 1873 has been extended, shall in future 
record all births and deaths, and that registrars of vital statistics in rural 
areas shall record all deaths, occurring within their jurisdictions irrespec¬ 
tively of nationality and religion. Sir Sfceuart Bayley also directs that all 
deaths in hospitals, dispensaries, lunatic asylums, and jails, situated within 
the limits of municipalities, be reported to the Municipal Commissioners. A 
column should be added to each of the Forms A to F to show the births and 
deaths of Europeans and East Indians. 

Order.— Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be forwarded to the 
Sanitary Commissioner, the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, Inspector- 
General of Jails, Inspector-General of Police, and Inspector-General of Regis¬ 
tration and Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, ami Marriages, fo A information, 
and to all Commissioners of Divisions for information and communication to 
municipalities situated within their jurisdiction, and to the General Depart¬ 
ment for information and such action as may be deemed necessary. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the Calcutta Gazette.

Meteorological Report of the Province of 
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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY 1889. 

Thr ncLmal meteorology of January in Bengal is very similar to that of the two pre¬ 
vious cold-y<^ther months, except that usually the cold-weather conditions are more strongly 
developed^mi f .is month than in any other part of this soason. Fairly strong northerly 
winds with practically cloudless skies, and with low temperature and humidity, rathor high 
pressure and an almost complete absence of rain obtain for the greater part of the month 
unless theeo normal conditiotib are disturbed aud almost reversed by the formation or appear¬ 
ance of barometric depressions over Northern India, which subsequently drift in a southerly 
or south-easterly direction through Central India aud the North-Wost 1’rovinccs into Chutia 
Nagpur, Behar aud Bengal. These disturbances give moist southerly and south-easterly 
winds to Bengal with heavily clouded skies aud damp rainy weather, the day temperature 
remaining low, but the night temperature increasing largely. The heaviness of the rainfal l 
brought up by these depressions varies largely, but the rainfall is usually largest in Behar 
Pratioully the whole of the rainfall in January is brought about by these disturbances 
and the amount is usually small, averaging from about a third of an inoh in Orissa ud to nenrlv 
two-thirds of an inch in North Bohur nnd Cliutia Nagpur. ^ 

Meteorology of the month .—The chief features in the meteorology of January 1889 have 
been— 


1. Pressure has been in oxoess over the whole provinoo, the excess.being very 

small in the south-westorn districts, and modorato in amount in the eastern and northern 
districts In Bengal the oxoess has averaged about 0 017 inch, while in Aumn, it has avoraired 
0*018 iuoh. - 

2. The avorngo temperature for tho whole month in Bongal has beon ttoout 2 2° above 
the normal, while in Assam tho excess has been 2 4°. The distribution oL'emimruture during 
tho month has, hovevor, boon irregular, and while for the first half tu^Tporaiuro was gene 
rally below the normal, during the scoond half floras above the noyW by decidedly lorirJ 

3. Humidity has beon Tather largely above the normal .e^'nbnost, nil stations the 

average variation in tiongal being an exoess of about 13 per .q- .it., whilo in A a « n . n it has 
equalled 10 per eoj't. ' -*> * 

4. Cloud proportion has been slightly above the 
above it in Assam. 

5. There way |n almost complete absence of disturbances until about tho middle of tho 
month; but on tho ^ >h and 14th fairly general but lic/it rain was brought to t he greater part 
ol Behar and Norti. Repeal, and to parts o£ East Bciigal hv a disturbance which apparently 
travelled m a south*;>f«#itfe^directif)n along tho linedf tho hills. Rainfall was again brought 
to the same districts and W ‘Shutia Nugpur ahjr^n the 21th by a depression which °" 
vaueod from Central India, but tho most **W^ortant rainfall du^ the

brought by a decidua barometric depression from Northern India whicl> passed over Bengal 
on about the both and 31st, and which gave heavy rain to Behar and North Bengal and 
moderato rain in oil other districts, except Orissa. ” ^ 

0. 'Rainfall has boon largely above the normal in North Bengnl and Bohar, moderately 
above it m South-West Bengal aud Chutia Nagpur, slightly below it in East Bengal while 
m Orissa rainfall has been almost absent, and has not boon more than about a Bixth’of th« 
usual fall. 

The weather conditions for the first twelve days of the mouth call for practically no 
comment as they were of normal north-east monsoon character. The conditions thon 

underwent change and a feeble depression formed on the I2tli in Bengal, but this 
rapidly filled up, aud on the 13th a depression which had previously been Blowly ad- 
vanemg form Northern India along the line of the Himalayas existed apparently over the 
lulls to tho north of Behar and Bengal. Southerly moist winds thon sot in over the province 
for some days, temperature rose rapidly, and rain fell on the 13th and 14th in all districts except 
(Jnssa and South- \\ esl Bengal, but even in the last district a few showers wore reported. Condi¬ 
tions again became settled and of ordinary north-east monsoon character from the 14th ut> 
to the 24th, and on this day a depression frrtm Central India advanced over Bengal giving 
cloudly woathor and light showors, but the depression rapidly passed in an easterly direction 
and fine settled weather again set in from the 2,0th to the 30tli, when again Bengal was affected 
by two depressions winch had formed in Central and Northern India, and whioh advanced in 
an eastorly and south-easterly direction. Tins disturbance was of sufficient importance to give 
general and rathor heavy rain on usually two days to almotf all stations in the province 
except m Orissa, and there is no doubt that this disturbance flmed by far tho most important 
feature m tbe meteorology of tho whole month. The depression however, passed comparatively 
rapidly over Bengal, and by the 1st of February weather was again of normal north-east 
monsoon character. y 

I>reinsure.— Kxeept for tho variations of rWsure caused by tho passage of the depressions 
above described through the province, tho oseik tions of pressure have been of little im¬ 
portance. Taking into consideration only those st\ions from which pressure averages have 
beeu received for a number of years, and which therefore yield reliable averages the mo*n 
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pressure of the mouth has been 0*017 inch in excess of the normal. In South-West Bengal 
and at the head of the Bay, as represented by such stations as Calcutta, Saugor Island and 
False Point, pressure has been almost normal, while such stations as Jessore, Chittagong and 
others snow oxooss pressures of about 0 03 iuch. In Assam also Dhubri shows a pressure 
almost normal for the month, while the other stations show a decided excess, f 

Temperatare —Was comparatively low for the first half of the mouth anf very high for 
the second half. For the whole month temperature has been in exces# of thj^Atanp.1 by about 
two degrees, though for a part of the month, from the 13th to the 18th, temperatures of from 
6° to 8°, and even nearly 10° above the normal were reported. m 

The actual oscillations and variations of tho temperature ftp the month from the normal 
•are best shown in tho following table, where the variations from tho normal of the average 
maximum, minimum and mean temperature at nine typical stations in different districts of 
the province are given week by week 



the normal. In 8outli-West Bengal a fall of U 82 inch is roeordod, or about twice tho 
usual amount; while in Cliuliu Nagpur ail average fall of 0*80 iuch lias bdbu registered, 
which is only slightly larger than tlic normal. Jn East Bengal tho fall lias been 0*48 
inch, which is about four-Uftlis of the normal full in this district, while fiually in Orissa 
tho rainfall has averaged merely a few hundredths of an inek, and is about a fifth of the 
usual fall only 

'Riking up the rainfall more in detail, the following districts have received falls, which 
average more than three inches—Durbhunga, Mozullorpore and Maldah ; the following 
between two and a half and three inches—Dinagopore, llungporo, Darjeeling Hills, Purneah, 
JBhagulporo. Sarun and Monghyr ; the following from two to two and a half inches—Bogra, 
Jtajsh&faye, Julpigooroo and Coooh Bcliar, thamparun, Patna and Sonthnl Pergunuahs. Falls 
of between one and two inches have boon received in tho districts of Boorbhoom and West 


Burdwan, Moorslicdabad, Nuddea. Pubna, Gya and Hazaribagh, and falls of between half 
and one inch in Midnapore, Burdwan, J essore, Khnolna, Furreodpore, Dacca, Mymensingh, 
t'hahabad, Lohardnggu and Manhlioom. Tho smallest falls of loss than a tenth of an inch, 
and where tho districts liavo been prac tically rainless, are roported in Pooree, Cuttack, Balasore, 
Chittagong and Chittagong Ilill Tracts and Noakholly.

Thb meteorology of the previous week had been extremely important infeongal from the 
foot that a large and influential disturbance had passed through tVe proBftnMRom Central 
and Northern India, which hod given general, and in many cases heavy rain, particularly in 
Behar and North Bengal. The depression had passed rapidly over tne provinoo. and on the 
last day of tho previous week it was in Bast Bengal, and on the first day of the present week 
• it had quite dis appeared in an easterly direction. With the disappearance of the depression 
weather conditions again became normal in Bengal for tho north-east monsoon, temperature 
fell exceedingly rapidly in Bongal and Behar, and pressure rose, while skies cleared quickly, 
and rainfall oeased, except for one or two showers of no importance. The return of the weather 
conditions to thoso of normal north-east monsoon character took place on tho 2nd and 
3rd and for the remainder of the week a fairly steady northerly and north-westerly wind 
current has been blowing over the province, and conditions generally have been those of a 
rather strongly pronounced cold weather type. 

Pressure. _The principal variation iu the pressure during the week was the very rapid 

rise which took place on tho Sind after tho passing away of the depression. This rise In 
many oases was considerably larger than a tonth of an inch. This was generally followed by 
a smaller but steady inoroase of pressure, which continued up to about tho 5th instant, but from 
this date to the end o£ the week, pressure fell ; the fall from the 7th to the 8th being again 
rather rapid. For the whole province for the week, taking into consideration only those stations 
from which observations have boeu roceived for a series of years, and which therefore yield 
reliable averages, the mean pressure has boon 0 042 inch in excess of tho uormrd for the same 
period. This excess has been largest in South and South-East Bengal, where at such stations 
as Dacca and Jossoro it oquals about 0 06 to 0 07 inch, and smallest in the north of the 
province, where theVtwago excess is ujjjr about 0-03 inch. . a i . A , 

'Temperature. _AWhefore meutioimu, the principal change m the temperature oi the 

province has been the T^aind fall which accompanied tho setting in of tho normal northerly 
current at the oommenoenS^yd the week. The fall was so largo as lo bring temperature 
considerably belnff ilio normSnud for tho whole week tho mean tempenduro of the province 
haB been about jBkfihlw tho domI.
